A witness named Germain then de- 
posed to seeing Dreyfus at the German 
maneuvers in Alsace. Colonel Jouaust, 
president of the court, questioned Drey- 
fus upon this testimony. The general 
effect of the testimony was rather un- 
favorable to Dreyfus. 


Captain Lebrun-Renault and the sup- 
perters of his assertion of the Dreyfus 
confession had an inning lasting nearly 
the entire session. Their depositions 
contained little but what had already 
been stated before the court of cassa- } 
tion, 

Captain Lebrun-Renault introduced 
the new assertion that the fact that he 
had not related the incident of the al- 
leged confession to President Casimir- 
Perier because he overheard him- 
self called “canaille,” “cur” and “traitor” 
While waiting at the Elysee. He, how- 
ever, could not explain why he kept this 
to himself for so long a time instead of 
recounting the incident before the court 
of cassation. Nor did his explanation as 
to why he destroyed the page of his note 
book containing the record of Dreyfus’ 
confession sound very convincing. 

The other witnesses were a repetition 
of Captain Lebrun-Renault. Buta very 
significant question Was put to Colonel 
Guerin by a member of the court, Lieu- 
tenant Colone] Brongniart, who sits at 
Colone! Jouaust’s right hand and always 
puts pointed questions. He has thor- 
oughly studied the Dreyfus case and is 
reputed to be one of the best authorities 
on the case. Itis certain Colonel Jouaust 
consults him frequently during the pro- 
ceedings. Brongniart is said to be a 
rabid anti-Dreyfusard, and he yester- 
day, in a quiet tone, asked Colonel Guerin 
if he thought M. Weyl, whoisa friend of 
Esterhazy, knew Dreyfus. The 
latter at once arose and declared he had 
never before heard of Weyl. The point 
of this question was that Esterhazy has 
Written to Colonel Jouaust, as an- | 
nounced, has undoubtedly men- 
tioned Wey! as a go-between for Drey- 
fus.

Dreyfus went through another crisis 
yesterday, when, after Captain Lebrun- 
Renault and witness after witness had 
brought up before him again that cold 
January morning which ushered in the 
scene of his degradation, Major Forzi- 
netti told, in simple words and unaffected 
manner, the story of Dreyfus’ struggle 
with the maddening temptation to take 
his life and the intervention of his wife, 
pointing out the road of duty. Then 
again the prisoner's breast heaved with 
emotion and tear drops trickled down 
his cheeks. He rose and, after a forced 
effort to remain calm, as he spoke a few 
words concerning his denial to De Clam 
that he wrote the bordereau, he turned 
to Forzinetti with a look of thanks for 
his consolation, and said: 

“There is a matter which Major For- 
zinetti has just recalled, which has great- 
ly moved me, and which I wish to recall, 
for I wish to say to whom I owe the fact 
that I have done my duty and to whom 
I owe having done it for five years, after 
my condemnation. I had determined to 
kill myself. I had made up my mind

Not a drop of blood was shed in the 
district of Puerto Plata. Puerto Plata’s 
declaration in favor of the revolution 
was accompanied by a popular demon- 
stration. The streets were alive with 
flags, standards and music, and in the 
evening were brilliantly illuminated. A 
civic procession, representing all classes 
of the population, did honor to the pa- 
triotism and honesty of General Cocco 
and former Governor Emilio Gordero. 

The garrison offered a remarkable 
tribute to General Cocco. Theassistant 
governor, in formally delivering to Gen- 
eral Cocco the public territory, referred 
to his known probity and political vir- 
tues, together with his modesty of de- 
meanor, in eloquent terms, which were 
constantly interrupted by the populace 
with cries of “Long live Don Manuel 
Cocco,” “Long live the father of his 
people.” 

The revolutionists on Wednesday es- 
tablished a provisional government in 
the city of Santiago, with General Vas- 
quez as president, and General Caceres 
as minister of war. The revolutionists 
entered Santiago Tuesday evening, Gen- 
eral Popin, former governor, having ac- 
cepted the guarantees offered by Gen- 
eral Vasques, the revolutionary leader. 
The victory was all the more significant 
because stamped with popular approval. 

What has happened at Santiago and 
Puerto Plata is typical of what is hap- 
pening at other points along the eastern 
boundary. The civilized methods with 
which the change is being effected prom- 
ise an early peace, with allits advantages 
to the agricultural interests.

Ifa warm pleasant day is what is 
required to make a gala day and 
illumination successful, then certainly 
Houghs Neck was more than favored 
for its twelfth annual.

FEARS OF A REBELLION 


—_———— 


If Rumors of Dismissal of Schreiner 
Ministry Prove to Be True. 


England Making Strong Ef- 
forts to Avert Rupture. 


Boers Aiso Express a Sincere Desire to Settle 
Exis ing Difficulties. 


London, Sept. 1—The Daily Chronicle 
publishes the following from Cape Town: 
It is rumored here that Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner, governor of the Cape Colony, con- 
templates dismissing the Scheiner min- 
istry under his*specia] powers. If he 
does, it is feared that a rebellion will 
break out, as the Dutch would believe 
that Great Britain is again forcing Cecil 
Rhodes to the front. 

The rumor that the Schreiner cabinet 
would be dismissed caused an unusual 
episode in the house of assembly. Mr. 
Rhodes asked for a speedy passage 
of the estimates, in order to enable him 
to go to Rhodesia. The other leaders of 
the opposition supported the demand, 
but the Ministerialists, fearing that the 
completion of the estimates would be 
the signal for their downfall, declined to 
be forced, and, after the passage of a 
few votes, the house proceeded to other 
business. 


The very strong feeling of the Dutch 
element in the Cape Colony evidently 
influences Mr. Chamberlain to do every- 
thing possible to avert a rupture, and 
explains the further endeavor, after a 
conference at Cape Town, to arrange for 
the constitution of an arbitration court, 
and to deal with the question of suzer- 
ainty, which, rather than franchise, now 
takes the leading place in the contro- 
versy. 

Portugal's action in permitting the 
transit of the ammunition, consigned to 
the Transvaal, by way of Delagoa bay 
oceasioned some surprise at first, but 
after the action of the Cape government 
and until an actual state of warfare ex- 
ists, it is recognized that the Portu- 
guese government could hardly have 
acted otherwise. The British papers 
now solace themselves with the remark 
that England can easily prevent such 
shipments, if a crisis demands extreme 
measures, and that the action of Portu- 
gal does not imply unfriendliness to- 
ward Great Britain. 

The Standard, however, says: Dip- 
lomatic dalliance only postpones the evil 
day, and prepars for us a still severer 
conflict. Until we resort to decisive 
measures, every day adds to the of- 
fensive and defensive strength of the 

3oers, and proportionately fosters their 
infatuated belief in their own invinci- 
bility, which lies at the root of their ob- 
duracy. Thus we are confronted with 
an exceedingly grave question. 

The Daily News says: Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s dispatches exhibit a game of 
patience, almost in the aspect of comedy. 

The special dispatches from Johannes- 
burg express the belief that the volks- 
raad will oppose President Kruger’s go-

ing to Cape Town. 

The entire correspondence between the 
imperia| and Transvaal governments 
Was read in open session at Pretoria 
yesterday, and President Kruger asked 
the raad to meet secretly for the pur- 
pose of considering a reply. 

President Kruger also claimed that in 
the convention of 1851 the suzerainty of 
Great Britain was distinctly stated, 
But, he added, there was no mention of 
it in the convention of 1884. He denied 
that the government had excluded the 
British from political rights. 

A member of the executive council ex- 
plained that when the Transvaal's reply 
to the joint commission dispatch was 
ready the state attorney interviewed the 
British diplomatic agent, Conyngham 
Greene, in consequence of which the last 
reply framed held that Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s dispatch was no reply to theirs. 
Mr. Greene then cabled to Great Britain 
certain suggestions, to Which Great Bri- 
tain replied that if the Transvaal made 
similar proposals they would be con- 
sidered on their merits. This was the 
reply containing the alternative pro- 
posals of Wednesday. 

The Transvaal's note to Great Britain 
offering the five-year franchise and the 
other concessions was strongly worded 
and explained that the concessions were 
made with a sincere desire fully to settle 
al] differences, to put an end to strained

Shot Wife and Sister-In-Law. 

Boston, Sept. 1—Mrs. Ira Reid, 62 
years old, is in a dying condition witha 
bullet in her abdomen, Her sister, Mrs.

The for- 
mer Was struck in the arm and leg, while 
Mrs. Retd received the bullet in the ab- 
domen, and the physicians at the hos- 
pital do not believe that she will re- 
cover,

pearance last evening in “The Degen- 
erates’ was a decided success. She 
daringly portrayed what are generally 
understood to be scenes taken from her 
own life. The realism of the initial 
act is so intense, bringing in, as it does, 
all the scandals associated with her 
name, that the unanimous comment at 
the close of the performance was “it’s 
good, but she is awfully brave to do it.” 
Mrs. Langtry seemed to throw her- 
self thoroughly into the spirit of the 
comedy, which bristles with epigrams, 
but is occasionally vulgar.

Cleveland, Sept. 1.—The Pittsburg rail- 
road and coal! mine combination has been 
formed. The new corporation is the 
Pittsburg Coai company, and its capital 
stock is $64,000,000. It has practically 
absolute contro] of the docks and coal 
loading plants of the Great Lakes, and 
has a monopoly on all the outlet to the 
coal markets of the east, west and north- 
west. There is an understanding be- 
tween this combine and the combine of 
the river coal interests of the Pittsburg 
district, so that neither will encroach 
upon the territory of the other, thus 
putting the Pittsburg district, with its 
output of 22,918,804 tons of coal last year, 
in the hands of two great concerns.

etc. He will also ascertain how many 
there are between fifteen and twenty- 
one who cannot read and write, 

It was in 1898 that the legislature 
passed a new act relative to school at- 
tendance and truancy, and the section 
relative to the census reads: 

Section 16. The school committees of all 
towns and cities shall annually ascertain and 
record the names, age and such other informa- 
tion as may be designated by the state board of 
education, of all persons between five and fifteen 
years of age, and of all minors over fourteen 
years of age who cannot read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English lan- 
guage, residing in their respective townsand 
cities on the first day of September, and such 
record shall be completed on or before the first 
day of October. The first census under the 
provisions of this section shall be taken in the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-nine. Who- 
ever has under his control a minor over five 
years of age and withholds information in his 
possession sought by a school committee or its 
agents relating to the items required to be as- 
certained by this section, or falsifies in regard 
to the same, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not 
more than fifty dollars. 


The school census was taken by 
wards last year, and the totals were: 

Ward J, 561; Ward II, 591; Ward ILI, 
it Ward IV, 1327; Ward V, ¢ 
Ward VI, 457. 

The totals of late have been: In 
1898, 4,745; in 1897, 4,720; in 1896, 
4,702; in 1895, 4,571; in 1994, 4,443. 

The work of the enumerator can be 
facilitated if the information is writ- 
ten out as outlined in the first para 
graph.

LIGHT WEIGHT CLOTH JACKET FROM HARPER'S BAZAR 


A very chic garment for light autumn wear is the pattern jacket design 


shown on this page. 


The garment is simple in form, the chief requisite for its 


success in making consisting of a careful observance of the rules given for the 


use of Bazar patterns and care in pressing. 


The jacket has centre, side-back, 


and under-arm seams, and an acute dart in the front piece that curves prettily 
to the form. The side-back seams are left free from the waist-line, and lap 
toward the centre seam. The fronts are finished with long stole ends extend- 
ing eight inches below the waist-line. The garment is stitched about the 
edges, and lined throughout with checked silk, which is also used for the facing 
of the collar. Straps of the same trim the close sleeve diagonally to the waist, 
and a wide stretched strap fastens at each side of the front by means of a large 
lacquered button. The lines of this design are also adoptable for an in-door 
tea jacket if made of bright silk, and the lapels elaborated with fluffy lace trim- 
mings; and the good home dressmaker will find in this design a charming 
model for the black silk jackets that are to be worn throughout the coming 
season.

Toric.—Holding up the pastor’s hands. What 

ran we do to help our pastor/—Ex. xvii, 1-13, 2 

Every pastor needs the help of his 
pecple. His hands, like those of Moses, 
become weary and heavy and need to 
be held up by the Aarons and Hurs. 
Every pastor deserves the help of bis 
people. Duty demands of them that 
they shall support him in all his labors. 
They have covenanted with God and 
with Him that they will hold up His 
bands. Aud the wonder is that, in the 
face of these solemn vows, so many can, 
often for the lightest reason, turn 
against their pastors, and, instead of 
helping them, binder them in every 
conceivable way. Those who do so in- 
cur the condemnation of God, for He 
has said, ‘‘Touch not Mine anointed 
and do My prophets no harm."’ The 
first step in doing our duty toward our 
pastor is to realize that we owe it to 
God and to him to hold up bis hands. 

1. We can help our pastor by prayer. 
The elevation of Moses’ hand with the 
rod in it was an appeal to God for aid 
and must have been accompanied by 
fervent prayer and have even sym bol- 
ized prayer. When Aaron and Hur as- 
sisted Moses in holding up the rod, 
they joined with him in prayer. How 
many pastors would be blessed and 
helped in their arduous toil if constant- 
ly held up to God in prayer by their 
people! ‘*You are always remembered 
in our family prayers,’’ said a lady to 
her pastor, and be went from that home 
baving received a benediction and an 
uplift. 

2. Wecan help our pastor by speak- 
ing well and never ill of him. Araon 
helped Moses here, but how he hindered 
him when, with Miriam, he spoke ill 
of him! What we say of our pastor has 
a greater influence upon his life work 
than we ever imagine. If people speak 
well of their pastor, they help them; if 
ill, they hinder and harass them. Com- 
mendation is better than criticism 
Very often criticism of the pastor is 
thoughtless and meaningless, but it is 
no less injurious in its eftects 

3. We can help our pastor by follow- 
ing his leadership. He is cz!led and in- 
stalled to lead us, and yet, wonderful 
to tell, in many cases he is no sooner 
settled than the people want to lead 
him rather than to be led by him. This 
is inconsistent, dishonorable. It is also 
un-Scriptural. The Bible demands of 
us that we shall obey those who have 
authority over us in spiriiual things. 
It is also detrimental to the cause of 
Christ's church. Success demands lead- 
ers, and unless the leaders are followed 
confusion, disorder. disaster, are the 
inevitable result.

But in all those years she had never 
said a word of commendation or of ap- 
preciation to him, but now he was go- 
ing to leave, and she came with many 
expressions of appreciation and regard. 
Well and good, but how much better 
if the helpful words had been spoken in 
the midst of the years of toil and labor.

A kind word is often like a soothing 
balm to the wearied heart of an earn- 
est, hard working pastor.

Hundreds of bushels of shell- 
ed corn, which filled the pockets of the 
revelers, have been left behind to 
make a three inch carpet of the maize 
pattern on the wide streets of Atchison. 
This is one of the unanimous features 
of the corn carnival, the name the 
celebration Everybody throws 
corn, and nobody protests. 

This corn throwing is defensible on 
the theory that it affords the opportu- 
nity for all to actively participate. It

rainty Rights She Now Claims, 


Transvaal May Strike a Blow 
When Least Expected. 


War Praclically Certain. According to Alleged 
Declaration by President Kruger. 


London, Sept. 2—The secretary of 
State for the colonies, Joseph Chamber- 
lain, has iesued the text of the Trans- 
vaal dispatches of Aug. 19 and Aug. 21, 
and of the reply of the imperial govern- 
ment 28. The publication is 
by a note emphasizing 
the advisability of making the correct 
versions known, OWing to the fact that 
an incorrect version has been published 
in Pretoria. 

The Transvaal dispatch of Aug. 19 
contains the proposals regarding the 
franchise, which go upon the assumption 
that Great Britain will agree that the 
present intervention does not constitute 
@ precedent and will allow the suzerainty 
question to drop tacitly. The dispatch 
of Aug. 21 makes the proposed conces- 
sions expressly conditional upon Great 
Britain's undertaking not to interfere 
in the future affairs of the Transvaal, 
nor to insist upon a further rtion 
of the existence of suzerainty, and to 
agree to arbitration, 

The reply of the imperial government, 
dated Aug. 28, declares that Great Bri- 
tain that the proposals put 
forward as alternative to those of July 
31 assume the adoption in principle of : 


on Aug. 
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Cape Town conference. 

The Pretoria version of the imperial 
reply was that Mr. Chamberlain was 
unable to consider the Transvaal's pro- 
Posals as an alternative to a joint com- 
mission of inquiry. 


The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Morning Post says: President Kruger 
told a prominent Boer yesterday 


(Wednesday) that war was practically 
certain. Every Boer is now armed with 
a Mauser and has a hundred rounds of 
ammunition, strictly for future use, with 
40 rounds for practice. I am convinced 
that the reports of the Boers not being 
prepared are only a pretence and that 
they will strike a blow when it is least 
expected. 

Herr Fischer was present at the secret 
session of the volksraad last evening, a 
circumstance that caused a great deal 
of curiosity. Large crowds gathered 
around the building, anxious to learn the 
latest intelligence. President Kruger 
remained with the executive until a late 
hour, discussing the situation. An influ- 
ential section of the Afrikanders here 
wired to Herr Hofmeyr, leader of the 
Afrikander party in Cape Colony, to 
come to Pretoria immediately. 

The Volksraad has deferred the dis- 
cussion of the correspondence between 
the imperial and Transvaal govern- 
ments until Monday, when a motion re- 
garding the presence of British troops 
on the Transvaal border will be debated 
secretly. 

The Johannesburg correspondent of 
The Standard says: It is generally un- 
derstood that there is the strongest in- 
clination in the volksraad to repudiate 
British suzerainty. A large section of 
the Boers is strongly opposed to a con- 
cession of the franchise on the basis ofa 
five year residence, and the position is 
still very grave. 

Johannesburg is preparing for the 
eventualities of war. The inmates of 
the Children’s Home are going to Natal. 
The town ccuncil is providing a three 
months’ supply of food for the men and 
animals connected with the scavenger- 
ing department. All the outgoing trains 
are crowded, and most of the prominent 
men have already left Johannesburg. 


Lee on Ccnditions In Cuba. 

Washington, Sept. 2.—General Fitz- 
hugh Lee has made an elaborate report 
on prevailing conditions in Cuba under 
his jurisdiction and takes strong grounds 
for an independent government for the 
Cubans under an American protectorate. 
The war department in March directed 
the commanders of departments in Cuba 
to make report on the conditions in their 
several sections and to accompany it 
with recommendations as to the treat- 
ment of the natives.

Yaquis Are Active. 
Chihuahua, Mex., Sept. 2.—The mili- 
tary authorities here have received news 
of an attack on the municipalities of 
Guadeloupe by 200 Yaqui Indians. A 
smal] body of soldiers wag stationed 
there and the engagement between them 
and the Yaquis lasted for several hours. 
The Indians finally withdrew, carrying 
off their dead and wounded. Two sol- 
diers were killed and five wounded, 
Several houses were burned by the In- 
dians. After leaving the town the In- 
dians raided a ranch, burned all the 
buildings and drove off several hundred 
horses and cattle. It is reported that 
indian sharpshooters are picking off 
Scores of Generai Torres’ soldiers. 


A Drop In Whiskey. 

Peoria, Ill, Sept. 2—On the board of 
trade yesterday whiskey was quoted at 
$1.22 a gallon, this price being on the 
basis of finished goods. As the market 
has practically stood at $1.26 on the same 
basis for over a year, the sudden de- 
cline of 4 cents is not only sensational, 
but is regarded as very significant. It 
is the trust product that is quoted on the 
Peoria board, so the change is author- 
ized by the distilling company of Amer- 
ica. Prominent commercial men who 
keep in close touch with the whiskey 
market say that this sudden move 
means the beginning of a hard fight 
with the independent houses.

Kitchen Floor Paint. 

For a floor 12 by 16 feet take four pounds 
of French ocher and mix with a gallon of 
boiling water, to which an ounce of melt- 
ed glue has been added. Paint the floor 
with this mixture while it is hot, using a 
whitewash brush to putiton with This 
dries quickly. If applied at noon, it will 
be dry by evening. After it is dry apply 
& coat of boiled linseed oil, using the 
whitewash brush as before. In the morn- 


ing you can get breakfast as usual in your 


kitchen. About three quarts of oil will 
be needed. This paint is improved in ap- 
pearance as it is cleaned from week to 


week and is more durable than the mixed 
paint which is sold by dealers, and it dries 
much more quickly.—Exchange,

The capacity of these 
buildings is 4,867, but it has been 
found necessary to crowd in 5,029 
seats. Over 100 rooms are in use. 

Including special teachers and 
assistants over 130 teachers are em- 
ployed. In 1892 there were 9 and in 
1895, there were 108. 

Figures as to the attendane at the 


High and grammar schools cannot be 
given today, but the Lincoln, John 
Hancock and Coddington are crowded. 

The High school, as was anticipated 
by the School Committee, is more than 
crowded, and it will be necessary to 
provide rrooms outside of the building 
to acoommodate the overflow. 

Between two-hundred and forty and 
two-hundred and fifty new pupils 
entered the school this morning 
swelling the number of pupils in the 
building to over 450, which con- 
siderable more than can be accommo- 
dated. 

The School Committee cou- 
sidered the feasibility of using the pod 
High School building, but this was 
abandoned, as the building is unfit for 
use, and the cost to put the building in 
suitable repair would be too great. It 
is probable that the two stores at the 
northerly end of the Nickerson block, 
near the present high school building, 
will be engaged as an overflow.

TROOPS IN READINESS| 


To Suppress Anticipated Violence In 
Connection With the Drevius Case. 


Foreigner Introduced as Wit- 
ness For Prosecution. 


May Lead Laborieto Make an Application to 
the German Government. 


Rennes, Sept. 5.—As the end of the 
Dreyfus court-martial tria] comes with- 
in sight, the French government is be- 
ginning to display a fear that the verdict 
may give rise to troubles, and orders 
have just been received by two regi- 
ments of infantry and one cavalry regi- 
ment, already within hail of Rennes, to 
hold themselves in readiness to march 
on the town at the first sign of disorder, 
to occupy all strategical points and to 
suppress manifestations in their incep- 
tion. 

The local anti-Dreyfusard organs, by 
their anti-foreign articles, have already 
singled out foreigners as enemies of the 
country and there is little doubt that 
foreign journalists will be the first vic- 
tims of the violence of the mob—not so 
much Anglo-Saxons as Austrian, Ger- 
man and Russian Jews, who form a ma- 
jority of the press representation of their 
respective countries, 

Monday's session opened rather badly 
for Captain Dreyfus, as a surprise was 
sprung upon the defense in the advent of 
an Austrian political refugee, Eugene 
Cernuschi, Who came out with a flat- 
footed denunciation of the accused, 
which, even though it may eventually 
prove a pure fairy tale, is bound for the 
moment to exercise a malignant in- 
fluence upon the French people, who 
have not seen Cernuschi and are thus 
unable to form a persona! opinion of the 
man who launched these direct accusa- 
tions against Captain Dreyfus. 

Cernuschi's appearance is undeniably 
against him. Nobody even suspects that 
he is what he claims to be, a scion of the 
royal Servian house. On the contrary, 
one would take him to be a groom dressed 
in his best Sunday suit. 


Cernuschi’s testimony, which was in 
the form of a letter to the president of 
the court-martial, Colonel] Jouaust, was 
most unequivocal. He claimed that, on 
three distinct occasions, twice in France 
and onte at Geneva, he was told by a 
high placed foreign officer that Dreyfus 
had communicated treasonable docu- 
ments to a foreign power. In the third 
instance Cernuschi said that the officer 
showed him documents emanating from 
Dreyfus, and that this officer left France 
hurriedly two days prior to the arrest of 
Captain Dreyfus. The allusion was evi- 
dently to Colonel Schwartzkoppen, the 
military attache of the German embassy 
in Paris in 1894, whose movements were 
coincident with those described as the 
movements of the officer of Cernuschi’s 
deposition 

Now this evidence is of transcendent 
importance to the prosecution, and it is 
incredible, unless Cernuschi is proved to 
be a humbug, that the government com- 
missSary, Major Carriere, should have 
admitted that he had received a letter 
from h'm pffering important testimony 


and thrown it aside on the ground of its 
coming from a politica] refugee. The 
deposition evoked expressions of in- 


credulity. One suspicious feature was 
the fact that, although the witness said 
he could not speak French fluently, his 
letter to Coionel Jouaust, asking an op- 
portunity to testify, was drawn up in 
perfect French. He explained that he 
had been assisted by his wife in writing 
the letter. 

This introduction of a foreigner as a 
Witness for the prosecution gave Maitre 
Labori an opportunity to submit the 
Most important request he has made 
throughout the trial, a request which, if 
granted by Colonel Jouaust, though this 
is extremely doubtful, would certainly 
have momentous consequences. Maitre 
Labori announced his intention, in view 
of the step taken by the prosecution in 
calling foreign evidence, to ask that in- 
quiry should be made through the regu- 
lar diplomatic channels as to whether 
the documents mentioned in the bor- 
dereau were actually communicated, and 
if so by whom. This involves an appli- 
cation to the German government, which 
the court-martial is scarcely likely to 
approve. In any case the application 
means the lengthening of the trial for 
several weeks. 


Cernuschi will be heard today behind 
closed doors. At the same time there 
will probably be an examination of the 
secret dossier to which Captain Guignet 
referred yesterday, and which Maitre 
Labori immediately asked to have pro- 
duced in court. This dossier consists of 
12 or 14 documents, and it is difficult to 
see why, if they had any value, the etat 
major have not had them produced 
earlier. The etat major are not in the 
habit of holding*back documents calcu- 
lated to prove of the slightest service to 
their cause, as is shown in the case of the 
note concerning M. Hadamard’s doubts 
ef the innocence of his cousin, which was 
incorrect, but Was nevertheless included 
in the secret dossier; while the important 
document stating on the authority of 
the French minister in Rome that an 
Italian military attache paid Esterhazy 
200,009 francs Was studiously omitted 
from the secret dossier. It is perfectly 
evident that the Italian attache did not 
pay Esterhazy such a,sum on account 
of, as the French say, his beautiful eyes; 
and the document was the best evidence 
that Esterhazy is the traitor. Never- 
theless, the etat major carefully kept it 
out of view. 


M. Painleve, the distinguished mathe- 
matician, cornered General Gonse on the 
latter's falsified version of M. Hada- 
mard’s remarks concerning Captain 
Dreyfus, and the manner in which Gonse 
6quirmed and his woe-begone appear- 
ance almost aroused pity for him. 

The session ended with an exposure by 
M. Hennion, chief of the Paris detectives, 
ef the disgraceful tactics of the etat 
major in suppressing his report in favor 
of Captain Dreyfus and inserting a docu- 
ment more or less unfavorable to him. 


KE\THER CROP CONDIT.ONS. 
fome Sections Benefi ed by Showers, While 
Others Are Suffering From Drouth. 

Boston, Sept. 5.—Following is a state- 
ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of cogrespondents throughout the 
section for the week ending Sept. 4: 

The weather remamined fair in about 
all sections of the district. There was, 
however, much cloudiness, especially in 
coast sections, and fog prevailed to a 
large extent. The unsettled weather 
culminated in showers on the afternoon 
or night of the Ist and morning of the 
2d. These were wide spread, falling in 
parts of all the New England states. 
In many instances the amounts of rain- 
fall were plenteous, thoroughly wetting 
the surface of the ground. A few sec- 
tions reported no rain of account. The 
fair weather has been favorable to har- 
vesting, and, where the ground was not 
too dry, to plowing and fall seeding. 
The weather was seasonably warm, 

The temperature was practically a 
continuation of the conditions of the 
preceding week. The average for the 
week was 66 degrees, which is but one 
degree lower than for the preceding 
seven days. It was well distributed 
through the days and nights; except ia 
sections where fog prevailed there was 
complaint of cool nights. No frosts oc- 
curred, so far as indicated by the re- 
ports at hand. 

The average precipitation for the week 
was 1.01 inches, which was more than 
double that of the preceding week. It 
was, however, unevenly distributed. 
In some sections it was in the form of 
copious showers to heavy downpours, 
in others light sprinkles to seasonable 
showers, while in a few localities no rain 
fell. In sections favored with large 
amounts the drought was effectually 
broken, but for nearly the whole of the 
district rain is much needed. It would 
be of great benefit to late crops, grass, 
pastures, and to operate in connection 
with fall farming. . 

Considering the crop conditions of the 
district as a whole, they have materially 
improved during the past week. Show- 
ers occurred over nearly the whole of 
the district during Thursday or Friday, 
and, while in many sections the amounts 
were light, the small amount of water, 
combined with the moist, cloudy or 
foggy weather, proved of great benefit to 
growing crops. In a _ few localities, 
small areas, mostly on highlands, where 
the drought was unusually severe, 
crops, mostly late corn, were past help. 
But, in general, crops were revived and 
improved. In sections where the rain- 
fall was heavy, parts of Massachusetts, 
New Hampskire and Vermont, the 
ground was well filled, and grass has 
made rapid growth and is reported as 
looking greener than at any time since 
last spring. In portions of the territory 
where no rain has fallen corn is drying 
up, without maturing, berries and fruits 
generally are small and damaged, and 
pastures have entirely failed as a source 
of feed for stock. The dry weather is 
also greatly delaying fall plowing and 
seeding. The scarcity of stock water in 
many sections continues as a matter of 
great inconvenience as well as resulting 
in a marked shrinkage in the milk sup- 
ply. In the forests of Maine great and 
destructive fires are reported as raging, 
due to the long continued dry weather. 


J minez’ Tribulations. 

Cape Haytien, Sept. 5.—The steamer 
George Groi with the Jiminez party 
on board, reached Baracoa, the Domini- 
can revolutionary leader expecting to 
take passage there for San Domingo. 
The expedition, however, was detained. 
Jiminez was surprised to find his party 
jailed, and no order for their release 
could be obtained. The wires being 
down, it was impossible to communicate 
with Santiago. Jiminez was greatly 
disappointed, and said he had positive 
assurance from General Wood that there 
would be no difficulty in procuring their 
release. Jiminez left yesterday after- 
noon and will probably land on Domini- 
can soil today, 

Transport Wrecked. 

Washington, Sept. 5.—The following 
dispatch, received at the war department 
from Nagasaki, gives some particulars 
of the wreck of the transport Morgan 
City: “Transport Morgan City, under 
guidance of an experienced pilot, struck 
a reef in Inland sea, eight miles from 
Ononuchi, 250 miles from Nagasaki, 
about 4 A. M., Sept. 1. Backed off at 
daylight. Vessel filled rapidly; was 
beached and all saved. Officers and 
crew did splendid work.” 

A Butterfly Pheromenon. 

Kingston, N. Y., Sept. 5.—A strange 
sight Was seen here yesterday noon, 
when suddenly the streets all over the 
city were filled with butterflies. At 
times the roadway was covered and the 
air filled with them. Where they came 
from is a mystery. It is feared that 
they will lay their eggs on the maple 
trees and cause much destruction.

London, Sept. 5.—Joseph Chamberlain 
arrived in London yesterday afternoon 
and at once proceeded to the foreign of- 
fice.

New York, Sept. 5.—The central Porto 
Rican relief committee has issued an- 
other appeal to the people of the United 
States on behalf of the sufferers from the 
hurricane. The appeal declares that 
$1,500,000 will be required to procure for 
the relief of the destitute the bare neceg- 
sities of life. 


Accident or Suicide. 

Woburn, Mass., Sept. 5.—The body of 
Daniel Coughlin was found in Horn 
pond yesterday. Coughlin was 70 years 
old. He left his home Saturday about 
midnight, saying he was going out for a 
walk. It cannot be determined whether 
he committed suicide or fell in® the 
pond accidentally.

Further Trial Races With 
Defender Unnecessary. 


But Few Changes Will Be Made Before the 
International Races. 


Newport, R. IL, Sept. 5.—Columbla 
yesterday demonstrated that she is the 
peer of Defender, the 1895 champion, by 
defeating her 10 minutes and seven seg- 
onds, over a triangular course in an 
eight-knot breeze and a smooth sea, in 
the second and last of the official trial 
races for the settlement of a defender 
of the America’s cup. 


The contest Was a procession through- : 


out, with the Columbia leading at the 
start by 13 seconds, and gaining on 
every leg of the course. The first leg 
was a distance of 10 miles, and from the 
moment Columbia crossed the line she 
steadily sailed away from her rival, 
going round the first-mark three min- 
utes and 36 seconds ahead. 

The second leg was also a reach, a lit- 
tle broader than the first, but even if 
Defender did set her spinnaker a mile 
from the turn she dropped two minutes 
and 19 seconds more in the run to the 
second mark. 


The third leg of the triangle was al- | 


most dead beat to the finish, the two 
boats making a long hitch clear up to the 
Narragansett shore. Columbia made 
two other short tacks before she fetched 
the line, but Defender, by holding longer 
in-shore, managed to reach the light- 
ship without another tack. Still Colum- 
bia gained, showing that with sheets 
close hauled she is the fastest American 
sailing yacht afloat. On this last leg 
she added four minutes and 22 seconds 
to her lead, making a total for the entire 
course of 10 minutes and seven seconds. 

There will be no more official races, 
that of Monday settling conclusively in 
the minds of the committee which of the 
two boats is best fitted to meet Sham- 
rock. 

In Saturday’s race Columbia made a 
good gain on Defender, running down the 
wind, with spinnakers and ballooners set, 
despite the fact that Defender held the 
breeze longer than her rival, while on 
the windward work that day, the new 
boat also made many minutes over her 
rival. Yesterday the two boats were 
tested with sheets lifted, and at this kind 
of sailing Columbia proved that she isa 
wonder. 

Columbia's mainsail fitted a little bet- 
ter yesterday than it did on Saturday, 
due no doubt to the stretching it re- 
ceived in the first trial race and sub- 
sequent hauling out on the boom and 
gaff. Still there is an opportunity for 
much improvement, as there is a curl to 
the leach that Some of the yachtsmen do 
not like. Columbia's clubtopsail was a 
bit better than in the previous race, but 
there was a fluttering at the head. All 


doubts as to the strength of the rigging | 


and the steel mast must have been dis- 
pelled by the thorough tests which they 
received, both before and during the race. 
Fifteen minutes before the start, while 
jockeying for position, the Columbia 
Was swung round with sheets flattened, 
so that she held down to an angle of 
nearly 45 degrees; still everything stood 
the strain. 

There was little opportunity for shift- 
ing sails, although at one time the crew 
of Defender were kept pretty busy set- 
ting and taking in spinnaker. On the 
first leg both boats dropped their bal- 
loon staysails which they hoisted at the 
start, and substituted working staysails. 
As the shift was made simultaneously 
on both boats it gave the erroneous im- 
pression that something had gone wrong 
with those sails. Aside from changing 
jibtopsails two or three times Columbia's 
crew hag little to do but lie out to wind- 
ward. 

Iselin expressed himself as being per- 
fectly satisfied with the Columbia. 
He said that the new boat had more 
than come up to his expectations. BPv- 
eryone who was on the Columbia were 
delighted with her work. It was said 
that they had got the Columbia about 
right now, and that there would be but 
few changes made before the cup races 
in October.

There was prolonged cheering when 
ex-Governor Altgeld of Illinois was in- 
troduced as the concluding speaker. Ow- | 
ing to the fact that his address in New 
York on Labor day is to be devoted toa 
detailed discussion of the monetary 
question, he simply dealt in generalities 
at the meeting. He said in substance 
that for years the people west of the 
Alleghanies have looked with reverence 
toward New England. It has been the | 
New England brains, ideas, literature 
and standards that have shaped the des- 
tines of the republic. It has looked for 
a few years as though their sons were 
to lower the old New England standard 
and as though they were going to forget 
the traditions of their fathers and bring 
everything down to low, sordid basis.

FAR FROM AGREEABLE. 


Military Witnesses Dejeeted by Evi- 
dence .n Favor of Drevfus. 


De-Fond-Lamotte Shows That 
He Does Not Fear Clique. 


Gives Evidence Which Dreyfusards Think Puts 
Verdict Out of Doubt. 


Paris, Sept. i—The great topic now is 
whether Dreyfus will be convicted or ac- 
quitted. All unprejudiced observers as- 


sert that not a particle of evidence has | 


been submitted to prove Dreyfus’ guilt, 
and that he should therefore be acquit- 
ted. 

At the same time It is realized that 
tremendous furces are arrayed against 
him and that the most powerful influ- 
ences will be brought to bear to secure 
his conviction whether innoocent or not. 

Dreyfus himself feels that he has been 
fully vindicated, but-yet he does not 
feel absolutely sure of the judges. Many 
feel they are prejudiced beyond redemp- 
tion. Dreyfus’ feeling is shown by his 
Statement made Saturday: ‘“‘My case is 
won and my innocence is established be- 
fore the tribunal of history.” 

Elation is the only word that expresses 
the feelings of the Dreyfusards after 
Satuiuay’s proceedings. The tide has 
turned at last, they say, and Dreyfus 
cannot be condemned after the evidence 


» spirits of the Dreyfusards are 
quite mercurial. Every day since the 
opening of the trial has seen them rise 
or fall; and recently they have been 
falling heavily, the close of the sessions 


generally finding them in anxious con- | 


versation, accompanied by ominous 


shaking of their heads. The present | 


buoyancy, therefore, is all the more note- 


worthy. Friday was a fairly good day; | 


but Saturday’s session, they claim, puts 
the verdict out of doubt and the judges 
must acquit Dreyfus. 

Major Hartman of the artillery occu- 
pied nearly half the session with the 
conclusion of his expert evidence to the 
effect that Dreyfus, as an artillery offi- 
cer, would not have displayed such ig- 
norance regarding guns and brakes as 
was shown in the bordereau, while the 
other subjects of the bordereau were 
matters upon which any officer could 
inform himself. Major Hartman’s testi- 
mony practically stood uncontested, as 
neither General Deloye nor General Mer- 
cier, who replied, refuted any material 
point therein. 

M. Havet, a member of the institute, 
then entered upon the grammatical as- 
pect of the bordereau, and in vigorous 
language devoted himself to showing 
that the construction of the bordereau 
bristled with strong and, in his opinion, 
conclusive marks of Esterhazyy’s handi- 
work, while the phraseology bore no re- 
semblance to Dreyfus’ style. 

The next stage of the proceedings was 
the reading of the Gonse-Picquart cor- 
respondence exchanged at the time Col- 
one] Picquart suspected Esterhazy, and 
wanted General Gonse to probe the mat- 
ter to the bottom. This brought Maitre 
Labori to the front, and in a series of 
questions, he brought out sharply before 
the court the machinations of which 
Colonel Piaquart was the victim at the 
hands of the major from the moment 
he showed a desire to thoroughly sift 
the matter. 

Maitre Labori for the first time got 
General Gonse to admit that he ordered 
the tampering with Picquart’s letters, 
in order, as he said, to ascertain Pic- 
quart’s doings while he was chief of the 
intelligence bureau. A little later Maitre 
Labori evidently disconcerted General 
Gonse, for the latter blurted out that 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry committed 
forgery in order to have fresh proofs 
against Dreyfus. The audience smiled 
audibly at this explanation. General 
Gonse apparently meant the Panizzardi 
dispatch which has already been ruled 
out of court. Maitre Labori protested 
indignantly, exclaiming, ‘‘There are no 
such documents,” and then asked Gen- 
eral Gonse to enumerate the documents 
to which he alluded. Colonel Jouaust, 
president of the court martial, however, 
declined to put the question, whereupon 
Maitre Labori said he reserved to him- 
self the right to submit a formal appli- 
cation for these documents. 

Then came the leading witness of the 
day, M. De Fond-Lamotte, a probationer 
contemporaneonsly with Dreyfus, who 
is now a civil engineer, and so has no 
reason to fear the wrath of the military 
clique. The witness opened by declar- 
ing that, despite the fact that he hada 
brother in the garrison at Rennes, he 
came to tell what he knew in favor of 
Dreyfus; and he proceeded to make a 
statement, which, according to the 
Dreyfusards, practically decides the 
case. First he recalled the fact that a 
circular was sent to the probationers on 
May 14, 1894, informing them that they 
must not go to the manoeuvres, thus 
showing that the man who wrote the 
bordereau in August and said: “I am 
going to the manoeuvres,” conld not be 
Dreyfus. The witness then pointed out 
that none of the ministers, who he be- 
lived, acted in good faith, were informed 
of the existence of this circular, which 
he declared, “I consider a vital point in 
the case.” 

“This circular,” he continued, “shat- 
ters the prosecution, because after May 
17 Dreyfus conld not say “I am going to 
the manoeuvres,” for then he knew he 
would not go, while prior to May 17 he 
could not have known the five documents 
comprised in the bordereau.” 

M. De Fond-Lamotte then brought out 
another strong point. Alluding to the 
modifications of the disposition concern- 
ing the troops, he said the writer of the 
bordereau used the term “new plan.” 

“Now,” said the witness, “it has been 
impressed upon you that on Oct. lia 
circular was sent out from the war min- 
tstry containing those very words, and 
that, thereefore, the writer of the bor- 
dereau must have been an officer of the 
ministry. But one thing has struck me: 
Who sent out that circular? It was the 
third bureau, the chief of which was 
Lieutenant Colonel Du Paty De Clam, 
who had had the bordereau in his hands 
for the previous 20 days.” 

M. De Fond-Lamotte by this intended 
to show that De Clam purposely used 


the woris “New plan” in the circular 
ordered by what the witness described 
as “Arguing in a Vicious circle to back 
up his contention that an officer oof the 
ministry wrote the bordereau and that 
that officer was Dreyfus.” 

Genera! Roget then rose to reply to M. 
De Fond-Lamotte, but found he had 
caught a tartar. He did not succeed in 
shaking the witness’ testimony, while 
M. De Fond-Lamotte took the unprece- 
dented course of actually questioning 
General Roget and getting the better of 
him once or twice. The two men stood 
exchanging heated arguments, totally 
ignoring Colonel Jouaust, who was twice 
obliged to ask them not to speak at each 
other and to remain calm. General Ro- 
get especially was excited, particularly 
when he found that he was making no 
impression on his opponent, who. on the 
contrary, scored off him. Roget was 
unused to this treatment, as hitherto he 
had had his own way and been allowed to 
bully witnesses. 

Finally, on Roget declaring that Drey- 
fus might have written “I am going to 
the manoeuvres,” because he could have 
asked special permission, which is inva- 
riably granted, Maitre Demange asked 
him if there was any proof that Dreyfus 


| did ask such permission. To this Roget 


replied, “I don't know; no trace has been 
found of his application.”” This answer 
brought a chorus of “Ohs” from the au- 
dience, because, had Dreyfus asked, 
traces would easily have been forthcom- 
ing. 

Roget then said that Dreyfus might 
have asked verbally, in which case no 
trace of his application could be found.” 
“Quite so,” rejoined Maitre Demange, 
“but the head of the bureau could be 
asked whether any ‘such request was 
made.” This practically ended the ses- 
sion, which was one of the most interest- 
ing and undeniably the most favorable 
to Dreyfus yet held. 

The military witnesses followed the 
evidence with all their eyes and ears,

from the expression on their faces, were 
evidently far from agreeable.

May Be a Conference. 

Pretoria, Sept. 4—The reply of the 
Transvaal government to the Imperal 
government's last dispatch has been re- 
ceived by Conyngham Greene, the Brit- 
ish agent here.

London, Sept. 4.—Lord Hamilton, sec- 
retary of state for India, has received a 
dispatch from Viceroy Curzon asserting 
that immediate anxiety regarding the 
crops in the central provinces of India 
has been removed by heavy rain sweep- 
ing in from the Orissa coast and extend- 
ing into the Baghelkhand district, and 
the eastern half of the northwestern 
provinces and of Oudh. Elsewhere the 
rainfall is insufficient, and rain is ur- 
gently needed to save standing crops. 


French Fishery Is Poor. 

St. Johns, N. F., Sept. 4.—The colonial 
cruiser Fiona, which arrived here last 
night from a revenue cruise along the 
south coast. reports that the French 
fishery on the Grand Banks is very poor 
owing to colonial policy of prohibiting 
the French from securing bait.

New York, Sept. 4.—Elght persons 
were injured in a rear-end collision on 
the Manhattan Beach railroad at mid- 
night last night. One man’s legs were 
cut off and two women wete critically 
hurt.

Race Peoblem More Important Than 
That of the Philippines, 


Says Negroes In the South Never Were and 
Never Will Be Capable of Voting. 


Providence, Sept. 5,—The New England 
Bimetallic league formed a permanent 
Organization here yesterday with the 
Same list of officers as in the temporary 
organization. They 
George W. Greene, Woonsocket, R. I., 
president; Homer S. Cummings, Stam- 
ford, Conn., secretary; William J. H. 
Bohannan, Stamford, Conn., treasurer; 
executive committee, Fred W. Piaisted, 
Henry 0. Kent, Thomas W. Maloney, 
W. 5S. McNary, P. H. Quinn and Edward 
M. Graves. 

The second meeting of the league at 
Crescent park Was a much greater suc- 
cess than that of Sunday in point of at- 
tendance, weather and surroundings. 
Representative Democrats from all the 
New England states occupied the plat- 
form beside the announced speakers. 

It was a representative labor audi- 
ence, as the holiday and the other attrac- 
tions of Crescent Park drew the laboring 
men of the district to the spot, and their 
attention to the arguments was evinced 
by the frequent applause which greeted 
salient ponts. 

Mayor Greene of Woonsocket opened 
the session and introduced as presiding 
Officer John E. Conley of Providence. 
H. O. Kent of Lancaster, N. H., General 
Warner of Marietta, O., and Rev. Robert 
E. Bisbee of East Pepperell, Mass., ar- 
gued in favor of the remonetization of 
silver, after which resolutions declaring 
for free silver, against militarism and 
urging the nomination of W. J. Bryan 
for president, were unanimously adopt- 
ed. 

There was a burst of enthusiasm when 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina was 
introduced, and his address was punc- 
tuated with cheers throughout. He al- 
luded to his southern home, and stated 
that the Spanish war was worth all it 
cost if it has proved nothing else than 
the south will fight for the Stars and 
Stripes as eagerly as will the north. 
He argued that unless the policy of the 
government is shanged soon, the repub- 
lic is doomed, and it will become a gov- 
ernment of oppression of the many by 
the few. He praised New England high- 
ly for what it had done for the country, 
but called attention to the fact that 
there were people enough south and west 
of the Potomac and the Mississippi to 
elect a president without the aid of New 
England. 


are as follows: 


He claimed that the people of New 
England were greatly fooled by the 
newspapers. He said he represented the 
“man with the hoe,”’ so he could not be 
blamed for presenting the opinions of 
the farmers. 

New England now has no agriculture 
so its people cannot realize how matters 
look to the farmers who have to till the 
sril fora living. He claimed the farmer 
is discriminated against in Washington 
and robbed of his rights. That New Eng- 
land was driven to manufactures in- 
stead of agriculture was to its credit, be- 
cause it realized that in the latter indus- 
try it could not compete with the west 
and south. 

Mr. Tillman said that he did not blame 
New England for the policy of wanting 
America for Americans, but he claimed 
that the people of the south and west 
wanted all of the Americans to have a 
finger in the pie. The price of the west- 
ern products is regulated by the volume 
of money, said he, and these people have 
been legislated against in the interest of 
the English and the eastern bondholders, 
The west and south is hedged in by the 
east and compelled to sell their products 
at the market prices of Europe, which 
are lower than those of the east 

He explained the methods of forming 
trusts, and said that the day when the 
wages in America fall to the level of 
Europe is not far distant if the present 
policy of combinations is continued. if 
the protective tariff which protects 
trusts, but not the people, is continued, 
the result will be that the western farm- 
ers will become So poor that they can- 
not buy the products of the east and the 
goose that laid the golden egg will be 
killed. He argued that in this event the 
people of New England will have only 
their own blind greed and desire to get 
a dishonest dollar to blame for it. 


The senator alluded to the attitude of 
the present administration toward the 
colored people of the country and re- 
viewed the result of the civil war, stat- 
ing that there were a half million graves 
in this country dedicated to the cause of 
freedom and equality for every man, 
and half of them were those of southern- 
ers. He referrred, amid cheering, to the 
oppression of the Filipinos, who are 
fighting for the same principles as did 
the American people in 1776. In reference 
to Hawaii he claimed that the sugar 
stock and contract labor stock there 
was owned in New England, and the 
New England senators who voted for 
annexation did nothing toward freeing 


the contragt slaves and poor negroes 
there from their bondage. 

He said that while he believed, and 
always will. that the negro is not the 
equal of the white man, still he belleved 
in giving hii his legal rights, barring 
the political side. He said the negro did 
not know enough to vote, and in South 
Carolina the white people had succeeded 
in disenfranchising them until they can 
read and write. 

In reference to the Philippine question 
Mr. Tillman asked if it was right to free 
Cuba because Spain was shooting Cu- 
bans to death, how it was to be recon- 
ciled with the fact that the United 
States. who now owned the Philippines, 
Was now shooting the Filipinos to death. 
He said that the arguments now used 
by the administration are the same as 
those used by George III. in the last cen- 
tury. He said -that he believed the 
president is honest in his belief that heis 
doing his duty, but claimed that he only 
looked at the one fact that the United 
States bought the islands from Spain. 
He asked where the honor was in the 
Philippines war, and, as the New Eng- 
land people had been accused of having 
a love for the almighty dollar, he asked 
where the money was in it for them. 

He argued that until the American na- 
tion had settled one’race problem here, 
it had no right to tackle another across 
the Pacific. He claimed that in New 
England the negro was hedged in by 
certain rules, but in the south he has 
full swing.

The south and South Carolina 
did its full duty then and will at any time 
send as many men in proportion to its 
population as any state to any war of 
decency and honor, but it will notsenda 
regiment to the Philippines...

TWO RIOTS AT NEW YORK. 
Police Have a Hard Struggle in Trying to Over- 
power Boisterous Mcbs. 

New York, Sept. 4.—Policeman 
O’Keefe was shot through the head and 
chest by Michael Farrelli in Farrelli’s 
saloon yesterday. O'Keefe will die. 
Farrelli was arrested after a long chase 
and a desperate fight, in which he made 
further effort to do murder. A mob of 
several thousand people gathered after 
the shooting and made a determined ef- 
fort to lynch the Italian. 

A number of detectives and 9 police 
reserve of 20 men were ordered out. They 
beat back the mob, and one of them 
sprang at Farrelli and knocked him 
senseless. The police then marched 
their prisoner to the station. The mob 
of several] thousand wildly excited men, 
women and children surged all about the 
police escort.

Philadelphia, Sept. 6—Tuesday was the 
big day of the Grand Army encampment 
and the city was alive at an early hour. 
The presence in the city of President 
McKinley increased the interest, and his 
ride Over the route of the parade aroused 
the greatest enthusiasm among the 
throngs on the streets. 

The parade was six hours and 10 min- 
Utes in passing the reviewing stand. 
After a portion of the department of 
Pennsylvania had passed, those veterans 
bringing up the rear, the president left 
to visit Admira! Sampson's fleet, Gov- 
ernor Stone reviewing the remainder of 
the procession, 


At the head of each organization 
marched military bands and drum corps, 
and as the veterans moved along the 
streets tumultuous applause greeted 
them, and a sea of handkerchiefs and 
small flags waved. When the Ohio posts 
appeared the aged paraders became 
Wild with enthusiasm. One veteran 
broke ranks and, standing before his 
comrades, shouted: “Three cheers for 
the biggest man on earth—Major Will- 
fam McKinley of Ohio.” This invita- 
tion for cheers was followed by a mighty 
roar, which was echoed and re-echoed 
among the spectators for blocks. 

As the various posts passed in review 
the president stood smiling and bowing, 
and on numerous occasions waved his 
hand to the more enthusiastic of the 
marchers. When the torn battleflags 
Were dipped in salute be joined in the 
applause by clapping his hands. 


The visit of the president to the squad- 
ron proved to be the greatest marine 
spectacle ever seen here. He visited 
the flagship New York, cruiser Brook- 
lyn and the battleships Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts and Texas, It was his intention 
to also visit the cruiser Detroit, but he 
Was unable to do so on account of lack 
of time. There was almost a continuous 
roar of guns during the one and three- 
quarters hours that it took to inspect 
the vessels. In al! 462 guns were fired 
by the squadron in presidential salutes. 

The president was received at the 
gangway of the New York by Rear Ad- 
mira! Sampson and the staff officers of 
the ship, who were in special full dress 
uniform. The rail was manned by the 
men during the formal] greeting. The 
call to quarters was then sounded and 
every man On board ship sprang to his 
place just as though an engagement was 
about to start. Thesight greatly pleased 
the president. Mr, McKinley was then 
shown over the whole ship. As he left 
the New York the entire fleet again fined 
the president's salute. 

Captain Taylor was at the gangway 
when the chief executive came aboard 
the Indiana. The president was greet- 
ed again by 21 guns. Captain Taylor 
conducted the president to the great 13- 
inch guns aft, and the latter nimbly 
climbed to the top of the turret. While 
he stood on the turret it was swung 
around, the big guns were sighted and 
the entire mechanism of the turret was 
explained to him. 


Prom the Indiana President McKinley 
was rowed to the Massachusetts, Brook- 
lyn and Texas. He did not inspect these 
vessels, but merely greeted the come 
manders of each. On all these vessels 
the men were drawn up along the rails 
and all the officers were in full uniform. 

The return of the president to the 
shore was an inspiring one. The Texas 
was moored farther up the river and the 
presidential party had to pass each of 
the great vessels on its return to shore. 
The river was alive with craft crowded 
to their utmost capacity and a great 
noise was being made. As the barge 
neared the flagship six big ships again 
belched forth a terrific salute. Every 
man and officer on the ships stood at 
attention and the bands added to the 
din by again playing “Hail to the Chief.” 
The barge was stopped while the salute 
was being fired, and after it had ceased 
the 12 sailors pulled for the shore. 

The river was verry rough because of 
the large number of steam vessels in the 
vicinity of the squadron. The barge 
constantly pitched violently, but the 
president rather enjoyed the shakeup. 
A noticeable feature of the visit to the 
fleet was the president's cordial greete 
ing of the men. He never once forgot 
the “boys” and bowed to them upon 
boarding and leaving the ships. 


Enthusiasm was rampant last night. 
Wherever President McKinley appeared 
he received a tremendous ovation, par- 
ticularly at the Academy of Music, where 
the Grand Army was officially welcomed 
to the cityand state. The president was 
introduced as “Comrade” McKinley. He 
said: 

“It has given me great pleasure to be 
associated with you today. I have been 
deeply touched by many of the scenes 
which all of us have witnessed. With 
the joyous side of the glad reunion of old 
comrades who fought side by side in a 
common cause and for a common coun- 
try, there was the other sad side, that 
so many of Our comrades, who two years 
ago had marched proudly with you 
through the city of Buffalo, are nolonger 
in the ranks. The circle lg narrowing.

“Great and good deeds never die, and 
the Grand Army of the Republic is to be 
congratulated tonight,that the Union is 
saved and the peace it secured at Ap- 
Ppomattox Courthouse more than a third 
of a century ago is stronger, better and 
dearer to the American people today 
than ever before in all our history. We 
are once more and forever one people— 
one in faith, one in purpose, willing to 
sacrifice our lives for the honor of our 
country and the glory of our flag. 

“The blue and the gray march under 
One flag—we've got but one flag now— 
the same that our grandfathers lifted 
up, the same our fathers bore, and that 
flag which you kept stainless and made 
triumphant forevermore. 

“I may be pardoned for saying in this 
presence that this has h2en one of the 
happiest days of my life, looking in the 
faces of my comrades. They are getting 
a little too old for war, but they are all 
right. That, during last year and this 
summer, We Were able to convene 250,000 
of the best young men in the United 
States was due to the example of your 
patriotism and the inspiration of your 
example.” 

General Sickles next made a brief ad- 
‘dress, expressing admiration for the 
nation's chief executive. A few minutes 
later the presidentia] party, with Ad- 
miral Sampson and his staff, left the 
Academy of Music for Odd Fellows’ hall, 
where President McKinley was the 
guest of honor at a banquet tendered by 
George G. Meade post, the Lafayette 
post of New York and the Kingsley post 
of Boston.

Boss ¥cKane Is Dead. 

New York, Sept. 6.—John Y. McKane, 
formerly the political boss of Gravesend 
and Coney Island, died last night. He 
was born in Ireland in 1841. His parents 
came to this country when he was a lad, 
and he learned the carpentry business 
at Gravesend. McKane had been a 
Democrat, but in 1887 he quarreled with 
the party and the general commi'tee ex- 
pelled hjm. He was then presiaent of 
the police, health and water boards,

reputed to be worth $1,000,000. He was 
a prominent member of the Sheepshead 
Bay Methodist church and superinten- 
dent of its Sunday school. He made his 
peace with the Democratic party in 1891, 
and was then at the zenith of his power. 
When William J. Gaynor was a candi- 
date for the supreme court judgeship he 
determined to have the registry lists at 
Gravesend, Sheepshead Bay and Coney 
Island inspected and copied. This led to 
a conflict gf authority, which resulted 
in the indictment of McKane for wilfully 
instructing the inspectors to violate the 
law in refusing to expose publicly their 
registry list forinspection. He was tried 
and sentenced to six years in Sing Sing 
prison. He was liberated on April 30, 
1898, and returned to Coney Island, but 
he never resumed the reins of power. 


Up to Requirements. 

Newport News, Va., Sept. 6.—The first- 
class battleship Kearsarge, on her trial 
trip yesterday, made a record of 17% 
knots, which speed Was maintained for 
nearly half an hour. Those interested 
in the construction of the vessel consider 
her accomplishment phenomenal, as the 
course in which forced draught was tried 
was in shallow water, and the vessel's 
bottom is in a filthy condition, having 
been in the water continually for 13 
months. The steam and handsteering 
gear was subjected to the most severe 
tests, and it is stated that the vessel re- 
sponded to her wheel almost as readily 
as a steam launch.

AT LEDGER OFFICE. 


TRIED HER NEW SAILS, 


Columbia Uses Lighter Weight Can- 
vas In a Contest With Defender. 


Latter Beaten In Finest Kind 
of a Sailing Breeze. 


Spin of the Shamrock Shows That She Is No 
Mean Adversary. 


Newport, R. L, Sept. 6—Columbla de- 
feated Defender yesterday by 3m. lls, 
over a 20-mile course, 10 miles to wind- 
wrd and return. She rounded the wind- 
ward mark 2m. 33s, ahead of Defender, 
besides making up a handicap at the 
Start of 31 seconds. On the run home 
with spinnakers set she gained 38 seconds 
over herrival. The finest kind of a sail- 
ing breeze prevailed throughout the race. 

The wind was about eight knots from 
southeast by south at the start, and 
freshened steadily as the afternoon wore 
on, so that the boats finished in a 12- 
knot breeze. Defender being astern, 
running home, got the puffs first, and at 
times gained a little and then dropped 
back when Columbia caughtthem. The 
new boat had the worst of the start, 
Captain Rhodes getting the weather po- 
sition and steering Defender over start- 
ing line 31 seconds ahead of Columbia, 
but in 24 minutes of sailing the latter had 
more than made up for her handicap at 
the start, and tacked just to Weather of 
Defender’s bow. It was a grand ex- 
hibition of the speed and windward 
qualities that Columbia possesses, and 
the yachtsmen who witnessed it were 
loud in their praises. 

For 15 minutes the two fastest Ameri- 
can sailing yachts afloat tore along side 
by side barely 100 feet apart, their clouds 
of white canvas glistening in the sunand 
rails well awash, presenting an un- 
rivalled marine picture. Then followed 
two or three quick maneuvers, and the 
relative positions of the two contestants 
were changed and the new boat took the 
lead. 

The race was for a cup offered by Will- 
jam Goddard of Providence, and was 
managed by the New York Yacht club 
regatta committee. 

Columbia bent on a new mainsail] of 
lighter weight canvas than any she has 
previously used, and it was to test the 
new cloth that the race wassailed. She 
also had a new forestaysail of the same 
weight duck as the mainsail. It is not 
putting it too strongly to say that the 
new mainsail was the finest fitting one 
that Columbia has ever had, and it set 
to the perfect satisfaction of the yacht- 
ing sharps. 

On the windward work the canvas set 
like a board, and it is fair to assume that 
it drove the boat ahead better than the 
old sail. 

The new staysail stood the test thor- 
oughly also, and seemed a liftle larger 
thantheoldone. The topsail and jibtop- 
sail were the same as used in Monday's 
race, but there was a noticeable improve- 
ment in the set of the forrmer, due to the 
work of the sailmaker after Monday's 
contest. 

Defender could not have had more 
perfect fitting canvas, but she had the 
only accident of the day, the splitting of 
her jibtopsail. The fact that Defender 
got the better of the start was due to the 
clever work of Captain Rhodes, and all 
over the course he handled his ship in 
better shape than did Captain Barr of 
Columbia. Barr was inclined to pinch 
his boat a little too much, and has his 
jib fluttering more than once on the 
windward work. He made several more 
tacks than there was need of, and over- 
stood the turning mark quite a little, 
while Defender made the final tack some 
distance short of where the Columbia 
did. 

As regards handling of sails, honors 
were about even, both crews setting 
spinnakers in exactly the same length 
of time, but Rhodes had Defender’s bal- 
looner drawing better down the wind. 

Plans for Columbia’s movements just 
previous to the cup races have not been 
made, 


May Keep Columbia Busy. 

Sandy Hook, N. J., Sept. 6.—Shamrock 
yesterday set a course to the southward, 
working against the wind, which she 
held for some 20miles. The stiff breeze 
blowing from the southeast, about 25 
sniles an hour, kicked up a good sea, but 
did not seem to interfere with the Sham- 
rock’s working. The day was perfect 
and just such weather and wind that 
brings joy to the hearts of yachtsmen, 
From the manner in which she cut 
through the sea it is quite apparent that 
her rival will have to hustle to keep up 
with her. The run home before the wind 
was admirable. With ali her salls set, 
including a large spinnaker, she made a 
fine appearance. 


What Dewey Thinks ot It. 

Gibraltar, Sept. 6—Admira] Dewey 
yesterday expressed a favorable opinion 
as to the outcome of the war in the 
Philippine islands, saying that he hoped 
the next dry season would see the in- 
surrection quelled. The admiral said 
that he did not expect to go on sea ser- 
vice again except in the event of war, 
and that he would probably retire under 
the regulations. 


Twen'y-Sixth Breaks Camp. 
Plattsburg, N. Y., Sept. 6. — The 
Twenty-sixth infantry, Colonel Rice 
commanding, left Plattsburg barracks 
for Boston at 11:20 p. m. yesterday. The 
train was divided into four sections. It 
is expected that the regiment will reach 

Boston at 6 o'clock this evening.

COLONIAL DESIGN FOR CURTAIN. 
There is no variety in the shading, 


each color being used by itself. The 
diamonds are lined off and feather 
stitched with blue or green. 

A handsome curtain, similar to the 
one already described, is of buff linen, 
hemstitched top and bottom, with a 
hemstitched ruffle on one side. About 
15 inches from the top draw several 
threads and hemstitch. Half a yard 
below this line draw more and hem- 
stitch again. Between these two rows 
make a “checkerboard” by drawing 
lengthwise threads. 

In every alternate square work a 
spray or sprig design. Where the em- 
broidered bands are stitched to the 
curtain, a pretty finish is a tiny ball 
fringe at the top and bottom of the 
band, and this same fringe would look 
well on the front edge the entire length 
of curtain. 


Peach Marmalade, Etc. 

For peach marmalade pare ripe, soft 
peaches, remove the stones, put the 
fruit in a kettle with a little water and 
boil until reduced to a pulp, run 
through a colander, add half a pound 
of sugar to one pound of peaches and 
a handful of peach kernels pounded to 
a paste; boil until stiff. This marma- 
lade is very nice to fill tarts, Spread 
the top of each tart with meringue, 
says a Ladies’ World correspondent, 
whose recipe for drying peaches is: 
Pare and halve seven pounds of solid 
fruit; pour a cupful of water in a pre- 
serving kettle with two pounds of 
sugar; in this sirup scald the fruit, but 
do not let boil. Take the peaches out 
of the sirup, spread on dishes and dry 
in the sun. 


Banana Flaummery. 

Slice three bananas and arrange in a 
glass dish in alternate layers with 
three lady’s fingers split in halves and 
squeeze over them the juice of one 
lemon. Make a soft custard of one 
cupful of milk, one heaping teaspoon- 
ful of cornstarch, the same of sugar, 
one half saltspoonful of salt and the 
yolks of two eggs. When it thickens, 
pour it over the bananas and cake and 
let it stand until cold and ready to 
serve. Then cover the top with a 
meringue made of the whites of the 
two eggs beaten until stiff and dry, 
and into this beat two tablespoonfuls 
of powdered sugar. Flavor with 
one-half teaspoonful of orange ex- 
tract.— Household.

Flames Sweeping Through the Woods 
In Southeastern Massachusetts, 


Fourteen Dwellings at South 
Harwich Reduced to Ashes. 


Money Loss Is Estimated at $25,000, With 
but Little Insurance. 


South Harwich, Mass., Sept. 7.—Four- 
teen dwelling houses, together with 
numerous sheds and outbuildings, in this 
town, were completely wiped out by a 
fire yesterday, which, starting in the 
woods to the northwest, swept through 
the little hamlet, is still continuing un- 
conquered to the south, fanned by the 
Same gale that first started it on its de- 
structive career, 

The fire apparently started in the woods 
near Long ponds, and as a northwest 
wind was blowing strong at the time, it 
@00n assumed large proportions. It is 
thought the fire originated from some 
logs which were left burning, and the 
underbrush, being very dry, caught from 
the sparks. Although a large number 
of men Were quickly on the scene, they 
could not stay the flames, which rapidly 
swept toward the railroad station and 
the stores of Kendrick Bearse. The sta- 
tion master and two friends saved these 
buildings, while a wrecking train backed 
down and took a number of freight cars 
out of the line of fire, 

The blaze continued on towards the 
little village, only half a mile away, and 
soon the people began to realize that 
many, if not all, of their houses were 
doomed to destruction. 

A great rush was made by the fire 
fighters to the village, and as much 
furniture as possible was removed from 
the line of the flames. The fire soon 
reached the main street, where the 
houses were the thickest, and by this 
time the entire population was almogt 
panic-stricken. The smoke was so thick 
that it was feared many Women and 
children would be lost, and one aged lady 
Was carried out of a house just after it 
Caught fire. It ig probable that she 
would have been consumed if it had not 
been for the order of some men who 
directed that all houses in the track of 
the flames should be searched. 

The first house to go was unoccupied, 
but the flames soon continued to others, 
and the following people had their homes 
destroyed before their very eyes: A. 
Glendon, Mrs. Luther Eldredge, Eben L 
Eldredge, Zebina Eldredge, Obid Nick- 
érson, William Bearse, Watson Small, 
Albert Crowell, Clement Small, Albert 
Bartlett, Eben Taylor, Edward Hardy 
and Thankful Nickerson. The general 
Stores and lumber yard of Fred Sears 
were on fire at one time, but were saved, 
as were other houses in the village which 
also caught. 

It looked at one time as if every house 
in town would be destroyed, but 300 men 
who gathered saved quite a number, and 
the fire kept on into the woods to the 
south, where it is still raging. 

The loss is estimated at $25,000, and 
will be severely felt, as many of the oc- 
cupants of the houses destroyed had 
little or no insurance on their property. 
There is considerable anxiety as to the 
continued progress of the flames, for 
they seem to be heading towards South 
Chatham, and there is little prospect of 
their being extinguished, except by 
heavy rain or lack of fuel, 


After Thirteen Years. 
New York, Sept. 7.—Edward R. New- 
man, who is under 20 indictments for 
crimes alleged to have been committed 
in 1886, and who has eluded the police for 
13 years, surrendered himself yesterday. 
Newman was confidential bookkeeper 
for Hevenson Bros., clothing dealers, and 
Was accused by the firm of having 
swindled it out of $200,000. He was ar- 
rested, but was released on bail. Then 
he fied. Up to about six months ago, 
when he returned to this country, New- 
man had been roaming about Europe, 
South America and Mexico. Since his 
return he has been living at Arverne, N. 
Y., under an assumed name,

BRIEF SKETCH OF THE TWO MEN,

He isa man of solid business 
integrity and ability, and one who will 
discharge the executive business of the 
Commonwealth in such a manner as to 
command the respect and esteem of ev- 
ery citizen of the state. 

The voters who attend the Republican 
caucuses the 26th and 27th of this month 
will have to choose delegates favoring 
either the nomination for Lieutenant 
Governor at the State Convention of 
Colonel Curtis Guild, Jr., or Speaker 
John L. Bates. 

Colonel Guild is undoubtedly in the 
lead, and will be the choice of the con- 
vention by an overwhelming majority of 
the 2025 delegates.

His political service, covering a period 
of 18 years, has been entirely a labor of 
love; no compensation has been asked 
for or given, either in the shape of money 
or office. 

Colonel] Guild was the first Massachu- 
setts man to vounteer in the late war. 
The day after the sinking of the Maine 
he waited on the Governor, informed him 
of his belief, based on some knowledge of 
the Spanish character, that war was in- 
evitable, and asked the Governor to file 
his name as a volunteer, which was done. 

On the breaking out of the war he en- 
listed as first lieutenant and adjutant of 
the Sixth. Mr. Guild, without his re- 
quest or even his knowledge, was ap- 
pointed Lieutenant Colonel and Inspec- 
tor General, and selected from the list 
so appointed on his Massachusetts mili- 
tia record by Gen. Fitzhugh Lee. At the 
close of his service as volunteer, he was 
tendered by the president a position as 
military member of the Colonia} Com- 
mission, to frame laws for Cuba and 
Porto Rico.

THE GALLANT TWENTY-SIXTH 


Receiyes Plandi s cf Admiring Throngs In the 
S:ree.s of Boston. 

Boston, Sept. 7.—Colonel Rice and the 
Twenty-sixth volunteer regiment ar- 
rived in this city yesterday afternoon 
from Platisburg, N. Y., on its way to the 
Philippines. Even the home coming of 
the Sixth Massachusetts last fall, with 


Colonel Rice also at its head, was 
eclipsed by the large and enthusiastic 


reception accorded the brave men who 
have volunteered for two years’ service 
On the opposite side of the globe. 

Although the regiment was several 
hours behind the time announced for its 
arrival, hundreds of people who came to 
the city early in the morning from the 
suburbs and neighboring citles to see 
the soldiers march through the streets 
were content to wait all day fora glimpse 
of the men. 

At 2 o'clock the first section rolled into 
the North Union station, and as the men 
alighted they were warmly cheered, 
Every man Was dressed in a new suit of 
dull yellow, with a reddish brown blanket 
rolled over his shoulder, a haversack 
hanging from one side, a canteen from 
the other and a tin dipper swung from 
the blanket roll, while every man hada 
new Krag rifle. The train was made up 
entirely of sleepers, the officers occupy- 
ing palace cars and the men the regular 
tourist coaches, each man having a berth 
to himself. 

The second section came in half an 
hour later, and the third fgllowed soon 
after. It was 4 o'clock before the en- 
tire regiment had reported, and half an 
hour later the march was begun. The 
route Was through the business section 
of the city, with the usua!] march by the 
city hall, where the men were reviewed 
by Mayor Quincy, and finally past the 
State house, where Governor Walcott 
was accorded a marching salute as he 
stood surrounded by hisstaff and backed

REPLY FROM KRUGER 


Diplomatic Document Dealing With 
the General Situation, 


Thinks Transvaal’s Proposals 
Are Extremely Liberal. 


Boers’ Side of Question Presented to Ameri- 
cans Throngh a New York Newspaper. 


London, Sept. 7.—A dispatch from 
Johannesburg states that Colonel Schiel, 
the Boer commandant there, has written 
the papers advising caimness. “The 
public may be quite sure,” he adds, 
“that the Transvaal government will 
take no step contrary to civilized in- 
ternational laws and customs.” 

Mr. Chamberlain remained at the for- 
eign cvfice until shortly before midnight. 
He declined to make a statement re- 
carding the Transvaal situation, but 
expressed a desire to see a copy of the 
foilowing eranscript of the Transvaal 
government's reply, issued by the Trans- 
vaal agent in Brussels last night, which 
was forwarded to him by the Associated 
Press. 

“In reply to the last dispatch of the 
Eritish government the Transvaal gov- 
er.ment on Saturday handed to the 
Pritish agent in Pretoria a response of 
which the following is the purport: 

“ "The government of the South Af- 
rican republic regrets that Great Britain 
is of the opinion that it is unable to 
accept the proposals made by the Trans- 
vaal in the dispatches of Aug. 19 and 
Aug. 21, by which the term for obtaining 
the franchise was fixed at five years, 
and the representations of the Wit- 
watersrand district wasincreased. The 
g.vernment regrets this the more in- 
@smuch as it considered itself able to 
ceavce from the negotiations previous 
to its formu] proposals that the latter 
would be accepted by the British gov- 
ernment. 

*“ ‘In these conditions the Transvaal 
co: siders its proposals are annulled, and 
finds it necessary to submit them to the 
volksraad and to the people. It re- 
mains of the opinion that its proposals 
are extremely liberal and more extensive 
than those presented by the British high 
commissioner at Blomfontein. It is 
also of the opinion that the conditions 
attached to these proposals are reason- 
able. 

“ “The Transvaal never desired Great 
Britain to abandon any rights possessed 
by virtue of the London convention of 
1884, or by virtue of international law. 
The Transvaal still hopes that these 
declarations will lead to a good under- 
star ding and a solution of the existing 
difficulties.’ 

“With regard to the question of suzer- 
ainty, the Transvaal government refers 
to the dispatch of April 16, 1898, and con- 
siders it necessary to repeat that dis- 
patch. The reply then proceeds to say: 

“The Transvaal government has al- 
ready made known to the British agent 
its objections to accepting the proposals 
contained in the British high commis- 
sioner’s telegram of Aug. 2, suggesting 
the appolntment of delegates to draw up 
a report on the last electoral law voted 
by the volksraad. If the one-sided ex- 
amination referred to in the last British 
dispatch should show that the existing 
electoral law can be made more effica- 
cious, the Transvaal government is ready 
to make a proposal to the volksraad with 
this object. Itis also disposed to furnish 
all the information and enlightenment 
possible, but is of opinion that the result 
of such an inquiry, so far as regardsa 
useful appreciation of the law, will be 
of little value. Nevertheless, the gov- 
ernment is very desirous of satisfying 
Great Britain in the matter of electoral 
law and the representation of the mining 
districts.” 

“The reply then refers to Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s proposals respecting a joint in- 
quiry, and says: 

* ‘Considering that by these proposals 
Great Britain does not aim at any inter- 
ference in the affairs of the Transvaal, 
and that the action would not be regard- 
ed as a precedent, but has solely for its 
object to ascertain whether the franchise 
law fulfils its purpose, the Transvaal 
government will await the ulterior pro- 
posals of Great Britain as to the eventual 
constitution of Such commission as well 
as the place and time of meeting.’ 

“The Transvaal government further 
proposes at an early date tosend afresh 
reply to the letter of July 27, and ex- 
presses satisfaction that Great Britain 
has declared a readiness to negotiate on 
the question of a court of arbitration, It 
Says it would like to learn, however, 
whether the Free State burghers would 
be admitted to such a court and what 
would be the scope of the court's de- 
cisions, it appearing to the Transvaal 
government that the restrictions im- 
posed will prevent the attainment of the 
objects aimed at. With regard to the 
ulterior conference the Transvaal awaits 
the communications of Great Britain.” 

The Brussels agent of the Transvaal 
claims that in making its recent pro- 
posals the Transvaal government has 
acted on the advice of the French agent 
in Pretoria, Conyngham Greene. 


From Kruger’s Stanapoint. 

New York, Sept. 7—The World pub- 
lishes today the following dispatch from 
Paul Kruger, president of the South 
African republic, in response to a mes- 
Sage sent by that paper: 

“Gladly accede to your request to put 
the Boer side before the American public 

“The present agitation against this re- 
public emanated partly from a certain 
section of British residents to whom the 
existence of the republic which em- 
braces the most flourishing parts of 
South Africa is a standing eyesore, and 
who suffer from the prevailing jingo 
mania; partly also from mining capita]- 
ists who, not content with having here 
the best mining laws in the world, w ish 
also to have complete control of all legis- 
lation and administration, 

“The franchise voting question was 
taken up (by England) because it was 
thought the republic would not yield on 
that point. Now that the altered fran- 
chise does not materially differ from the 
American—it is in many respects easier 
{ —the agitation has become worse. The 

Object clearly is the destruction of our

republic and the ccmplete control of the 


tichest Tiines in the \vlid. 

“The press, entire.y controlled by 
capitalists, spreads unpre cedented mis- 
representation and prejudice throughout 
the world egainst the Boer republic. 

“We are determined to defend to the 
uttermost that freedom and self-govern- 
ment for which our people have shed 
blood in every part of South Africa. 
Though we have no such powerful friend 
as you proved to Venezuela and to other 
republics, we have strong faith that the 
cause of freedom and republicanism will 
triumph in the end.”

The Detroit’s Mission. 

Washington, Sept. 7.—The navy de- 
partment has sent orders to the Detroit, 
which has just arrived at Philadelphia 
from New York, to proceed at once to 
Laguayra, Venezuela. She will coal 
and start on the voyage in the course of 
two or three days. The Detroit should 
make the run to Laguayra inside of 10 
days. The occasion for her presence at 
Laguayra is a report, that there are 
signs of great unrest and excitement in 
the interior of Venezuela, and that the 
presence of an American warship might 
have a good of effect in maintaining the 
confidence of the resident Americans 
and other foreigners in their safety. 
The extent of the disaffection is not 
known here. 


Sampson’s Successor. 

Norfolk, Sept. 7.—Admiral Farquhar, 
commandant of the naval station here, 
wil] be detached from this duty and or- 
dered to the command of the North At- 
lantic squadron, relieving Admiral 
Sampson. Norman H. Farquhar en- 
tered the naval academy at Annapolis 
Sept. 27, 1854, from Pottsville, Pa. He 
became a lieutenant Aug. 31, 1861; a lieu- 
tenant commanding Aug. 5, 1865; a com- 
mander Jan. 12, 1872; a captain March 4, 
1886; a commodore July 21, 1897, and a 
rear admiral March 3, 1899, and will re- 
tire in 1902, on his reaching the age limit 
of 62 years. Admiral Farquhar’s war 
record is a remarkably fine one. 

Possibly Fa’al Shooting Scrape. 

Southboro, Mass., Sept. 7.—Oklahoma 
was considerably excited by a shooting 
affair which occurred between two 
brothers, James and Edward Rafferty, 
the result of which was the sending of 
the latter to a Boston hospital ard a long 
but unsuccessful search for the former 
by the police. It is said that both had 
been drinking heavily. From Edward's 
account, it appears that his brother be- 
Came enrgged at something that was 
eaid and fired six shots. One shot struck 
Edward in the abdomen, and doctors 
think he cannot recover. 

Will Be a Great Day. 

Washington, Sept. 7.—Admiral Dewey 
will be given his real home coming wel- 
come at Washington on the night of 
Oct. 2. The next day, between the 
hours of 3 and 4 p. m., he will be pre- 
sented by President McKinley, on be- 
half of the nation, the sword voted to 
him by congress. A letter was received 
from the admiral yesterday, dated at 
Villefranche, France, Aug. 27, in which 
he stated he would arrive here on that 
date. 


Misery In Russia. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 7.—The distress 
in Bessarabia in consequence of the fail- 
ure of the harvest is very great. Farm- | 
ers are unable to feed their horses and | 
are giving them away for a few copecs 
or allowing them to die. The Red Cross 
society is endeavoring to help the starv- 
ing people, but through lack of funds is | 
able to accomplish little. 

Cold and Windy. 

Mt. Washington, N. H., Sept. 7.—A 
furious gale preqailed here all day yes- 
terday, the wind reaching a velocity of 
75 miles an hour during the evening. 
The thermometer registered 24 degrees 
atove zero just before midnight 
night.

LOWNDES FOR GOVERNOR. 


Maryland Repub‘icans Endorse McKinley and 
Declare For Geld Standard. 

Baltimore, Sept. 7.—The Maryland 
state Republican convention nominated 
the following ticket: For governor, 
Lloyd Lowndes; for comptroller, Philips 
L. Goldsberough; for attorney general, 
John V. L. Findlay. The nominations 
were all made by acclamation. The pro- 
ceedings were harmonious. 

The platform in part says: “We be- 
lieve in the gold standard, and that all 
our currency should be made by law re- 
deemable in gold coin at the option of 
the holder. 

“We continue to favor such a system 
of import duties as shall protect Amen 
can industries and provide sufficient 
revenue for the expenses of government, 
economically administered. 

“We commend the record made by our 
country in the late war with Spain. 
While we deplore the insurrection in the 
Philippine islands, wherein by cession 
from Spain we acquired the right ol 
sovereignty, duty demands that we re- 
tain and pacify them and safeguard the 
interests of commerce until the problem 
of their final disposition be solved in such 
manner that the glory of our flag be not 
sullied, nor the liberty it stands for re- 
strained. We repose our trust for such 
a solution of the problem in our wise 
and patriotic president and the Repub- 
lican majority in congress. 

“Legitimate business interests, fairly 
capitalized and honestly managed, have 
built up our industries at home, g:ver 
employment to labor as never before and 
have enabled us to successfully compete 
with foreign countries in the markets of 
the world. Such industries must not be 
struck down by legislation aimcd at the 
dGishonestly organized trust which siifles, 
competition and oppresses labor. 

“We are opposed to legislation merely 
for popular effect in reck'ess disregard 
of business revival after prolonged de- 
pression. We strongly favor ‘aws to 
successfully suppress trusts and all com- 
binations which create monopoly. It 
wag the Republican party which pasged 
the federal law against trusts and‘rhich 
is enforcing it so far as state rights per- 
mit.” 

The platform pledges the party toa 
non-partisan reorganization of the police 
department of Baltimore city. 


American Banhers’ Preference. 

Cleveland, Sept. 7.—Walker Hill, presi- 
dent of the American Exchange bank of 
St. Louis, was chosen as the next presi- 
dent of the American Bankers’ associa- 
tlon. The resolutions voted upon by the 
assembly and unanimously adopted were 
as follows: “The bankers of the United 
States most earnestly recommend that 
the congress of the United States, at its 
next session, enact a law to more firmly 
and unequivocally establish the gold 
standard in this country by providing 
that the gold dollar, which, under the 
existing law, is the unit of value, shall 
be the standard and measure of all 
values in the United States; that all the 
obligations of the government and uw!) 
paper money, ix«luding circulating notes 
of national banks, shall be redeemed in 
gold coin, and that the legal tender netes 
of the United States, when paid into the 
treasury, shall not be reissued except 
upon the deposit of an equivalent amount 
of gold coin.” 


Ran Short of Rations. 

Annapolis, Md., Sept. 7.—The United 
States training ship Monongahela, upon 
sWhich 120 naval cadets, comprising the 
second and third classes and a few of the 
fourth class men, which left on May 1 
for a practice cruise, and about which 
there was no little anxiety among the

TWO HUNDRED “SHY,” 


Twenty-Sixth Regiment Leaves Many 
Behind at Boston, 


Boys Eluded Guards to Skir- 
mish For Refreshments. 


Criticism of Treatment Received at the Hands 
of Officials at the Hub. 


Boston, Sept. 8—When the Twenty- 
sixth regiment left this morning there 
were many of them among the unac- 
counted for. Last night at Mechanics’ 
building about 200 made their escape 
through windows into the freight yard 
in the back of the building. ‘They 
jumped out of the windows 15 feet high, 
slid down water pipes, and also by the 
more convenient method of iadders that 
were rounded up about the yards by the 
first few to get away. 

From 8 o'clock until 10 there was a 
general stampede out one of the back 
windows to the freight yard. It is 
feared that many of the men will not 
show up for days, and a provost guard 
was left behind to round them up. 

One man was badly injured in trying 
to escape. He was Jeremiah Noonan 
of company G. He was escaping from 
the guard like the rest, and in jumping 
from one of the windows sprained his 
ankle. 

Many had narrow escapes in their ef- 
forts to get away. One lot took des- 
perate chances. They found an exit in 
machinery hall and could reach the roof 
of an L about 20 feet high... Another L 
was about 10 feet away, and from this 
latter L a ladder was in place. A plank 
was found and stretched across the 
space. Over this the soldiers fearlessly 
walked for their liberty. 

They adopted an ingenious arrange- 
ment for getting out. Every door was 
doubly guarded, and so about two dozen 
would collect about a window. A man 
would sit on the sill, and when the coast 
Was clear he would swing his feet out- 
side and }imp. He was no more thanin 
the air before another man was sitting 
carelessly against the window. For 
an hour and a half this arrangement 
lasted. An obliging officer kept his 
eye off the window. 


The causes for the chances taken in 


gaining liberty were many, but the 
principal one was a desire to get out 
and obtain a square meal. The men 


were hungry, and complained bitterly 
among themselves and to anyone who 
cared to talk about it. Many did not 
have anything to eat from early morn- 
ing, and their supper up to the time the 
big dinner was given at 10:c0 was two 
cans of coffee. 

When they got outside they headed 
for restaurants to satisfy their ravenous 
appetites. They harshly criticised the 
city officials for not providing them with 
something to eat. They supposed that 
the city would provide for them, and 
consequently they did not bother to 
bring their rations with them. 

Up to 10 o’clock they did not knowa 
meal was to be given them. The lunch 
counters in the building did a rushing 
business. The soldiers were obliged to 
pay 10 cents for sandwiches, which, to 
say the most, could not compete with the 
ordinary 5-cent sandwich. They were 
incensed at what they termed an out- 
rage at being obliged to pay their own 
way. Many did not have money and had 
to go without anything to eat. 


One of the officers was asked about the 
protest of the men against the city in 
failing to supply them with a luncheon 
at 6 o'clock. Hesaid: “The men came 
here expecting to get a good meal from 
the city, and with this expectancy left 
their rations at Charlestown or else ate 
both their dinner and supper together. 
The rations are hardly enough to satisfy 
a healthy man anyhow, and a man can 
any time store away two meals and think 
it but half a good one. Of course they 
were disappointed when they did not get 
food when we came to the hall, but I 
guess they can stand it.” 

Throughout the regiment there was a 
general how! of indignation about the 
failure to give the men a supper early in 
the evening. They went about the hall 
with hungry-looking faces, and when the 
call for mess Was sounded at 10:20, the 
men fell into line with an eagerness that 
roused sympathy in the minds of those 
who knew of their complaints. They 
never marched to a sweeter task than 
they did to the dinner tables. 

The officers were ignorant of the es- 
caping of the men until the companies 
were formed, and they were surprised at 
the large number, They could not un- 
derstand how so many eluded the guards, 
A provost squad Was sent out to round 
up as many as possible. 


The men of the regiment divided 
their time in the city yesterday between 
entertaining and being entertained, 
printipally the latter. Colonel Rice and 
hig officers drove to the state house and 
made a formal call upon Governor Wol- 
cott, after which they were entertained 
at luncheon by Mayor Quincy on behalf 
of the city. Later the regiment as- 
gembled and marched from Charlestown 
to the Common. The first movement 
was a review of the regiment by the gov- 
ernor. The review over, the first bat- 
talion Came out and gave a very inter- 
esting exhibition of the extended order 
Grill. This was followed by a shelter 
tent drill by the second battalion, while 
the third battalion gave a fine battalion 
drill as a closing feature. Last evening 
nearly the entire body attended a ball at 
the Mechanics’ hall ag guests of the city, 


and the affair was a most brilidnt one, 
At an early hour this morning the regi- 
ment Was conveyed to Providence 
Provost guard was left behind to round 
up nearly 200 men who were missing. 


Something New For Newport. 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 8—Newport wit- 
nessed a novel spectacle yesterday in 
the way of an automobile parade, the 
first ever witnessed here, given by Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont, in which there were 
17 beautifully decorated automobiles in 
line. The vehicles, with the handsomely 
gowned ladies, competed for prizes of- 
fered by Mrs. Belmont, for obstacle 
driving. The street through which the 
test was made was decorated with poles, 
which also served as hazards, and the 
way was filled with obstacles, including 
baby carriages containing dummy 
babies, manipulated by nurses of the 
Same consistency as the babies, and 
wooden horses attached totraps. Mrs 
Herman Oelrichs won first prize for the 
best decorated carriage, and Stuyvesant 
Loroy took first for the best driving. 
Fully 10,000 persons witnessed the pa- 
rade, and it was the greatest open air 
function ever held here, as well as the 
most original. = 


Confesses to Forgery. 

Boston, Sept. 8.—W. C. Frye, who was 
arrested on a charge of vagrancy in 
Wellesley last Friday and sentgnced to 
30 days’ imprisonment, has confessed to 
having committed at least five forgeries. 
The forged checks were drawn on the 
Fanueil Hall National benk of this city, 
and bore the signature of Frye's father 
and uncle. At the expiration of Frye’s 


sentence for vagrancy, he will be ar- 
raigned on the charge of forgery.

Fears“@f Many Wrecks. 

Halifax, Sept. 8.—A severe storm has 
prevailed on this coast. The wind is 
northwest, and blowing almost with 
hurricane force It is feared many dis- 
occurred, with heavy loss 
of property. The steamer Gaspesia ‘s 
anchored two miles off Glace Bay, C. B., 
disabled. She struck off Lingan, but 
floated in a disabled condition, and was 
obliged to anchor to prevent going 
ashore The ship is in a perilous po- 
sition. The wind is blowing 50 miles an 
hour, and it will be very difficult, if not 
impossible, to send assistance until the 
storm abates. The Gaspesia is from St. 
John’s, bound for New York. She was 
imprisoned in the ice jn the gulf of St. 
Lawrence all winter. 


May Be “Playing Possum.” 

New York, Sept. 8.—In a breeze rang- 
ing from five to eight knots an hour, the 
Shamrock took her third trial spin yes- 
terday off Sandy Hook. During the 
trial, which lasted about six hours, sev- 
eral new features were noticeable. The 
yacht’s trim had been altered by the ad- 
dition of more ballast aft, raising her 
bow out of water, and she set her club 
topsail for the first time in these waters, 
It is a very large piece of canvas, fitting 
splendidly and apparently did excellent 
work in light airs. At no time did she 
develop the great speed credited to her 
in former trials. In fact she seemed not 
to be a success as a light weather boat, 

Will Stick to Gold. 

Simla, Sept. 8.—At yesterday's session 
of the India council, Dr. Clinton Daw- 
kins, the financial member, introduced 
the currency bill. He said that, in the 
absence of the mine proclamation from 
England, which had been delayed by 
legal and technical questions, it had 
been decided to make gold the legal ten- 
der immediately, in the conviction that 
no other measure wouTfd save India from 
disastrous embarrassment and fresh 
taxation. 


Record of Marine Disasters. 

Washington, Sept. 8.—The annual re- 
port of General Dumont, the super- 
vising inspector general of steamboat 
inspection, shows that the total number 
of accidents to steam vessels during the 
year was 43, The loss of life was 404, an 
{increase over the previous year of 123. 
The increase in the loss of life this year 
Was due to the loss of the steamer Port- 
land, during a gale on the night of Nov. 
27, 1898, wherein every soul on board, 
127, perished.

to another triumph in the form of a 
new wireless marine telephone invent- 


ed by the Italian, Professor Russo 
d’ Azar. 
The practical experiments which 


have just been made with the inven- 
tion in question have yielded happy 
results, and the ministry of the navy 
has given definite orders for the adop- 
tion of the new system In its perfected 
form on all the ships of the Italian 
navy. 

The discovery is looked upon as of 
the greatest importance, one destined 
to prevent with certainty the tragical 
collisions and disasters which have 
marked the history of the world’s na- 
vies. What fog bells, steam sirens, 
guns and a hundred other precautions 
have failed to do, Professor d’Azar’s 
simple system promises to fully and 
absolutely carry out. 

Signor d’Azar, who is at Rome at 
present engaged in his arrangements 
with the government for the {mmedi- 
ate use of his new telephone on the 
ships of the Italian navy, was Inter- 
viewed by a correspondent of The Cor- 
riere last week. 

“How long is it since you have given 
your attention to this wireless tele- 
phone?” asked the reporter. 

“It was some five years ago when 
I began to work seriously upon It. 
Then, for various reasons, I laid it 
aside for a time. The terrible disaster 
of the steamship Bourgogne, however, 
which happened on July 4 of last year 
in the Atlantic ocean and which caused 
such a feeling of sadness and pity 
throughout all the world, impressed 
me so profoundly as to induce me to 
turn with renewed zeal and ardor to 
my former experiments. The problem 
was a4 difficult one, but after a hard 
and long struggle, I came out a wipe 
ner.” 

“And upon what is your invention 
principally based?’ 

“Simply upon the power which liq- 
uids possess of propagating sounds 
clearly and distinctly for great dis- 
tances. Beneath the surface of the 
water every vibration spreads with 
rapidity and intensity. I received my 
first knowledge of this as a small boy; 
immersing my head in the water, I 
heard distinctly the noise of the en- 
gines and screw of a steamer a great 
distance off—noises transmitted by the 
propulsory movements of the water. 
Bearing this in mind, at a later date I 
began to consider the natural proposi- 
tion that, if submarine sounds came so 
easily to the natural ear of man, they 
could be registered infinitely more 
clearly and perfectly and at a far 
greater distance by means of a more 
delicate and perfect Instrument.” 


“How is this instrument now con- 
structed?” 
“It is a receiver of submarine 


sounds, which, by virtue of a special 
internal mechanism, is Impressed by 
and transmits the vibrations received, 
to the captain’s bridge or any other 
part of the ship. The instrument is of 
multiplicate character and therefore re- 
ceives the sounds produced from all 
directions around the ship. A micro- 
phone ts attached to each receiver, and 
by this means the direction from which 
each sound emanates Is exactly defin- 
ed.” 

“But are not the signs and indica- 
tions of this Instrument affected or ab- 
sorbed by the louder noises and stron- 
ger vibrations of the vessel's own ma- 
chinery ?” 

“No, but to obtain this independence 
was a difficult problem and one over 
which I spent much time and many 
pains in order to conquer the many 
grave obstacles in my way.” 


“How do you communicate the 
sounds from the receiving apparatus?” 
“The ship carries, say on the 


bridge, a microphone, in front of which 
is a vibrating membrane. The indi- 
cator has the form of a divided quad- 
rant, each half of which corresponds 
to one side of the ship. In this quad- 
rant are arranged {in a circle several 
small mirrors, which reveal the direc- 
tion from which the various sounds 
come or the direction of the ship that 
is signaled. A ‘sounder,’ with two pho- 
hetic receivers, communicates with the 
apparatus mentioned and receives the 
rhythm of the screws of the distant 
ship or of other sounds,” 

“Can th.s be done at a distance?” 

“At a distance of eight kilometers, 
or five miles, this telephone can signal 
any ship or ascertain its course, even 
in a violently agitated Seaway. The 
officers in command are thus fully 
forewarned and, as it were, also fore- 
armed. 

“In order to obtain a correspondence 
between one ship and another there is 
attached to the indicater a Morse ap- 
paratus for registering certain beats, 
how slow, now quick, regulated in a 
manner to form a specially arranged 
alphabet for conversation between the 
two vessels. The beats remain im- 
Pressed as black dots on a strip of 
white paper turning in the apparatus. 
In this way, simultaneously and re- 
ciprocally, the direction of each one’s 
course is at once establishéd, and a

MEN OF MARK. 


W. T. Wardell, treasurer of the Stand- 
ard Oil company,ais a strong Prohibition- 
ist.

William H. Rickard, the noted Ha- 
waiian revolutionist, who died a short 
time ago, was one of the martyrs to Ha- 
waii'’s lost cause.

Grand Army Encampment. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 8—Colonel Albert 
D. Shaw of Watertown, N. Y., was elect- 
ed commander-in-chief of the G. A. R. 
by acclamation. Irving Robbins of In- 
dianapolis was elected senior vice com- 
mander-in-chief and M. Minton of 
Louisville was chosen junior vice com- 
mander. William H. Baker of Lynn, 
Mass., was elected surgeon general. 
Jacob L. Grimm of Maryland was elect- 
ed chaplain-in-chief, 

Invitations were received from Chi- 
cago and Salt Lake City for the session 
of the national encampment in 1900, and 
Chicago was chosen by a strong ma- 
jority. 

The report of the committee on pen- 
sions proved an exhaustive review of 
the history of pension legislation and 
the causes which led up to the present 
pension system and methods, and de- 
clared that no class of citizens bears the 
burden of supporting the government 
and its institutions more cheerfully than 
the veterans. 

The report declares that the G. A. R. 
repudiates with emphasis the charge of 
the inference that implies that the pen- 
sion roll is inflated by fraudulent claims, 
and challenges any who so believes to 
produce evidence. 

Representative Gardiner of Michigan 
moved an amendment to the pending 
motion, to the effect that the report be 
recommitted to the committee on pen- 
sions for more specific recommendations 
and with instructions to print the report. 

Representative Coney of Kansas said 
that he had a resolution which he be- 
lieved would express the sense of the 
encampment. It stated in effect that, 
as the administration of the pension 
bureau had failed to meet the expecta- 
tions of the national and department 
encampments of theG. A. R., “President 
McKinley should be respectfully re- 
quested to remove Pension Commission- 
er Evans from office, and’’—but the 
speaker got no further with his reading. 
The encampment fairly howled him off 
the stage. 

The amendment was declared adopted, 
and the question as amended was de- 
clared carried. 

Corporal Tanner was one of the ma- 
jority of the committee. He made an 
address scoring the practice alleged to 
have been adopted by the pension bu- 
reau. After much heated discussion,

London, Sept. 8—The Times, com- 
menting editorially upon the Transvaal's 
demand for an explanation of the pres- 
ence of British troops on the border, 
says: Such a demand as the Transvaal 
has addressed to its suzerain is probably 
without a precedent, except as an act of 
defiance. Ignorant of diplomatic usages 
ag the Boers may be, they could hardly 
hava taken this step unless they desired 
to dare us to a trialof strength. Even 
if the Transvaal now withdraws from an 
untenable position, the future cannot be 
determined on the same terms as were 
proposed at the Bloomfontein confer- 
ence. The government would now be 
justified in annulling its previous offer. 

The Johannesburg correspondent of 
The Times says: As showing the men- 
tal attitude of the Boers, I quote the re- 
mark of an influential government of- 
ficial, supposed to be an enlightened 
man, whose name, if disclosed, would 
cause surprise. “Don’t worry,” he 
said, “we've licked the English twice 
already, and we will give them such a 
flogging this time as they never got.” 

The Daily Mail publishes the following 
dispatch from Johannesburg: It is re- 
liably reported from Pretoria that a 
special milftary train with a body of 
armed men Was dispatched to the Natal 
border on Tuesday night with an equip- 
ment of several heavy field guns anda 
quantity of ammunition, 

Dispatches from Pretoria say that 
there Was great excitement in the first 
raad yesterday on Mr. Coetzer's inter- 
pellation of the government regarding 
the presence of British troops on the 
borders and the stoppage of ammunition 
consigned to the Transvaal. 

President Kruger, the members of the 
executive council and most of the prin- 
cipal officials were present, together 
with a large representation of the gen- 
eral public. At the outset the chairman 
and president urged members to preserve 
calmness and to avoid insulting lan- 
guage. 

The state secretary, F. W. Reitz, sald 
he had called the previous day on the 
British diplomatic agent, Conyngham 
Greene, and had asked him what reply 
the government could give in the volks- 
raad regarding the alleged massing of 
British troops on the borders and 
whether Mr. Greene would communicate 
with British High Commissioner Milner. 
The reply from Mr. Greene, he con- 
tinued, had been received and was in the 
following terms: 

“Dear Mr. Reitz: The following is Sir 
Alfred Milner’s reply to the telegram 
which I sent him at, your request: 

“‘T don't know to what Mr. Reitz re- 
fers when he alludes to the massing of 
troops. This must be the British troops 
in South Africa, the position and num- 
bers of which are no secret; but itisa 
matter of common knowledge that they 
are here in order to protect British in- 
terests and to make provision against 
eventualities.’ 

Mr. Coetzer and other members then 
made vialent speeches, declaring that 
they could not understand Mr. Milner's 
reply, since the Transvaal had never 
threatened the English colonies. “It is 
time,” exclaimed Mr. Coetzer, “for the 
Transvaal also to prepare for eventuali- 
ties.” 

One member said: “England's action 
is like putting a revolver into a man’s 
face.” 

Another concluded a warlike harangue 
in this strain: “It is time to send our 
burghers to the borders to ask these 
troops what they want. The fire is bound 
to start. So let them light it and allow 
it to burn out quickly. War is better 
than the present state of affairs. Busi- 
ness is ruined and the public treasury is 
drying up. Chamberlain is trying to 
ruin the country.” 


Tn the course of the debate, Mr. Dutoit 
insinuated that Mr. Chamberlain was 
intoxicated on the occasion of his re- 
cent famous “‘garden party speech” at 
Highbury, his Birmingham residence, 
and added that if Mr. Chamberlain con- 
tinued to act as he had been acting the 
Transvaal would give him “Mauser 
pills,"’ which would be a good purgative. 
He urged the house not to be frightened 
by the show of sending out British 
troops, remarking that Mr. Chamberlain 
must remember that when a war had 
once started he would have to fight the 
whole of Africanderdom. 

The chairman remonstrated with Mr. 
Dutoit, observing that he thought the 
member had gone too far. 

Mr. Tosen asked whether the govern- 
ment considered Sir Alfred Milner’s 
telegram a declaration of war. 

Mr. Wolmarana replied that, person- 
ally, he did not think so, adding that the 
Xelegram was as inexplicable to the 
executive as to the raad.

FINAL STAGE REACHED. 
Verdict In Dreyfas Court Martial 
Will Be Delivered on Monday. 


Both Sides Appear Equally 
Confident of Result. 


Chances For Acquittal Stand at Five, Against 
Prosecution’s Three. 


Rennes. Sept. 8.—When the court- 
martial, before which Captain Dreyfus 
is being tried, convened this morning 
Maitre Demange at once began his ad- 
dress for the defense. In eloquent 
terms and with impressive delivery he 
brought out the strong evidence against 
Esterhazy and eried: 

“Do you think if Dreyfus and Ester- 
hazy had been before the court-martial 
in 1594 the court would have condemned 
vapiain Dreyfus?” 

Then, pointing to the latter, sitting be- 
fore him, he replied to his own question, 
“No.” 

Dreyfus today appeared cheerful. As 
he entered the court room he smiled and 
shook hands with his counsel. 

The beginning of the end of the trial 
came yesterday. With the speech of 
the government commissary, Major Car- 
riere, the case entered upon the final 
stage of pleadings, and the verdict will 
be delivered on Monday at the latest. 

The government is not only fearful re- 
garding Rennes, but is particularly con- 
cerned regarding Paris and other large 
towns wWheae passions have been heated 
and where the verdict, whichever way it 
is given, is practically certain to give 
rise to some trouble. 

It is understood that the government

His decision to exclude the tes- 
timony of Colonel Schwartzkoppen and 
Major Panizzardi was most significant, 
as it meant that the court had already 
reached a conclusion and that the plead- 
ings of Counsel were merely a waste of 
time and might be dispensed with, if 
they were not a necessary part of the 
legal procedure, 

The court has made up its mind, but 
which way? ‘This is the vital point,

cussion. Both sides are equally con- 
fident that the court will decide in ac- 
cordance with their view. The Drey- 
fusards declare that the judges cannot 
condemn Captain Dreyfus after re- 
jecting the decisive evidence which 
Schwarthkoppen and Panizzardi would 
have given in his favor. The anti- 
Dreyfusards, on the other hand, explain 
yesterday's rulings on the ground that 
the judges recognize that the evidence 
of the two military attaches would be 
worthless, because they would be moral- 
ly bound to save their agent at any 
cost. 

A sample of this reasoning was given 
by an anti-Dreyfusard journalist, who, 
When praising Colonel Jouaust’s de- 
cision, exclaimed: “What weight could 
be attached to the testimony of 
Schwartzkoppen and Panizzardi? The 
receiver of stolen goods must shield the 
thief as much as he can.” 

From the popular point of view, the 
Scene in court when Colonel Jouaust 
delivers the judgment will be divested 
of its most sensational features, owing 
to the absence of the central figure. 
Captain Dreyfus will be taken to an 
adjacent room when the judges retire 
to consider their verdict. A moment 
Lefore they re-enter a bell will be rung, 
and, as they take their places behind 
the long table on the stage, the infantry 
Suard will present arms and remain 
so, while Colonel Jouaust, standing in 


t centre of the platform, reads the 


verdict. 

Captain Dreyfus will not be brought 
Lack to the court room, and will not be 
present at the public meeting of the 
judges, but, when the court room has 
been cleared by the gendarmes, which 
will be done as soon as Colonel Jouaust 
concludes, the reading clerk of the court, 
M. Coupois, will proceed to the room 
where Dreyfus will be waiting, and 
read to him the verdict, in the presence 
of a couple of gendarmes. 

The public will thus be robbed of the 
spectacle of his emotions, which are 
bound to be most profound, whether the 
decree sends him to the arms of his 
family or back to the penal settlement. 

The verdict may be a condemnation, 
an unequivocal acquittal or a form of 
acquittal that would be equivalent to 
the Scotch verdict “Not proven.” The 
last will be the case if the judges 
should pronounce against him by a vote 
of four to three. That is, he would be 
freed even though the judges in his 
favor should be in the minority. But 
this, naturally, would be eminently un- 
Ratisfactory, as he would carry the 
stigma for the rest of his days. 

Captain Dreyfus thus has five chances 
against the prosecution’s three. Unan- 
imity, six to one, five to two, four to 
three or three to four will Set him at 

| liberty, while unanimity, six to one and 
five to two will convict him anew. 
If convicted the judgment will be car- 
ried to the military court of appeals 
which will be a formal matter, The 
appeal court will only quash the judg- 
ment and order a re-trial, if it should be 
established that the present court- 
| martial has erred in a matter of pro- 
| cedure. This is in the highest degree 
| improbable. 

The court of cassation will also have 
the right to order a re-trial, if it should 
decide that the court-martial has de- 
Viated from its instructions. This is 
re only loophole for Dreyfus, and his 
riends will undoubted i

Extraordinary measures have been 
taken to spirit Dreyfus away, whether 
acquitted or re-condemned.

Cabinet Minister Said to Have Declared That 
There Wilf Be No War. 


London, Sept. 9.—A Pretoria dispatch 
Says: Debate was resumed in the first 
raad yesterday on the MInterpellation of 
the government respecting the concen- 
tration of British troops on the border 
and the stoppage of ammunition con- 
signed to the Transvaal. 
journed shortly before noon, after adopt- 
ing unanimously the following resolu- 
tion: 

“The volksraad, having considered 
that friendly correspondence is still 
passing between the two governments, 
that the concentration of troops in great 
numbers near the border has a detri- 
mental and restless effect on the inhabi- 
tants of the state, and that the Trans- 
vaal has lived in friendship and peace 
with all nations and desires to continue 
to live in such friendship and peace, 
now declares its regret at the fact of 
concentration ‘and expresses the opinion 
that, in the case of eventualities, which 
yy ight lead to enmity or war between 
the two governments, the cause would 
not lie with the republic. 

“As regards the stoppage of ammuni- 
tion at Delagoa bay, the volksraad 
trusts that the government will act ac- 
cording to circumstances. 

“The raad further resolves to drop the 
matter of the concentration of troops on 
the border for the present, 
government shall supply further infor- 
mation to the raad, although the in- 
formation obtained is unsatisfactory. 
Yevertheless, and with a view to the 
results of the negotiations which are 
pending, the raad declares itself de- 
termined in the meantime to maintain 
the rights and independence of the re- 
public.”

WELLMAN’S EXPEDITION 


Experiences of the Noted Cor- 
respondent In the North. 


WHAT HE FOUND IN AROTIO SEA. 


Further Evidence That Franz-Josef 
Land Is Not a Promising Route to 
the Pole—Mishaps Cause His Pre- 


mature Return. 


The expedition led to Franz-Josef 
Land last year by Mr. Walter Well- 
man of Chicago has returned to Eng- 
land, and the story it tells gives a fair 
idea of the work it has done and the 
mishaps which resulted in its prema- 
ture retreat. It left behind the Ltalian 
expedition of the duke of the Abruzzi, 
which it met as the duke was enter- 
ing the southern contines of the archi- 
pelago. The duke, saw his expected 
rival in the race for the pole turning 
homeward from the starting point, and 
he will therefore have a walk over to 
the pole, if he can get there, which is 
extremely doubtful. 

Mr. Jackson, in his recent three 
years’ work, discovered that Franz- 
Josef Land is merely an archipelago 
of comparatively small islands, afford- 
ing no continuous coast line along 
which sledging parties might make 
their way toward the pole. He also 
discovered that strong currents in the 
channels among the Islands tend to 
keep the ice rather thin and dangerous 
for sledging parties and that arctic 
work in this region is, on the whole, 
about the severest test of human en- 
durance that explorers have experl- 
enced. These facts convinced nearly 
all the arctic experts that Franz-Josef 
Land is about the worst base for fur- 
ther assaults on the pole that could be 
selected, and they had little faith that 
Wellman would succeed in making a 
far northing. The event has justified 
their skepticism, for he found the most 
miserable conditions for sledging and 
finally fell into a snow covered ¢re- 
vasse with results so serious that he 
was compelled to return. 

It is not often that explorers are en- 
guifed in these pitfalls, numerous as 
they are and frequently hidden under 
the snow, but Wellman is not the first 
to suffer from them in Franz-Josef 
Land. While crossing Middendorf gla- 
cier in Crown Prince Rudolf Land in 
1874 Payer’s sledge, dogs and comrade 
fell 30 feet into a crevasse. Payer was 
dragged in his sledge harness to the 
edge of the opening, but managed to 
free himself in the nick of time. The 
only chance to rescue Zaninovich and 
the dogs was to secure the help of a 
party whom Payer had left six miles 
behind. To expedite his 
the explorer threw off his outer gar- 
ments and ran in his stocking feet 
through the deep snow, covering the 
six miles in an hour. And in four hours 
and a half after the accident the man, 
dogs and sledge were pulled out of the 
hole, fortunately not much the worse 
for their tumble. 

Wellman established his winter quar- 
ters on July 30, last year, at Cape 
Tegethoff, the southern terminus of 
Hall island ane a little north of the 
eightieth parallel. At this point he was 
on the south edge of the archipelago 
and near the entrance to Austria sound, 
up which he proposed to ascend. From 
this winter camp he sent Mr. Baldwin, 
the meteorologist of the second Peary 
expedition to northwest Greenland, 
north with Norwegians and an equip- 
ment and they established an outpost 


movements 


at Cape Heller, on the west coast 
of Wilezek Land, about 80 degrees 
45 minutes north. Here two vyolun- 
teers, Ventzen and Bjoervig, who had 
been members of the Nansen expe- 
dition, were left for the winter, and 
Wellman with a party expected to 


join them, but was prevented from do- 
ing so by the treacherous ice and al- 
most incessant fog that prevailed until 
the arctic night set in. 

Ventzen died in December, and his 


comrade lived alone in the Arctic 
night till Wellman with a sledging 
party joined him late in the winter. 


Starting on Feb. 18, before the sun's 
return, be was eight days making this 
journey, which is noteworthy from the 
fact that it was the earliest sledging 
journey on record for so high a lati- 
tude. He made this early start north 
in order to see how his outpost was 
faring and also to insure the best pos- 
sible advance to the north during the 


sledging season. He went on from 
Cape Heller with sledges, and by 


March 20 had reached 82 degrees north 
on the sea east of Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph island. 

It was here that he fell into a cre- 
vasse and so severely injured his right 
leg that it was necessary, after two 
days further effort to get north, to 
face about and make for headquarters. 
The traveling was terrible, owing to 
floating icefields and open crevasses. 

Before the arrival of the ship that 
took him home his party was able to 
make some original geographical re- 
searches, and the expedition was by 
no meaus barren of results. All his 
travel was done in the eastern part of 
the archipelago, much of which had 
not been explored. Jackson in his three 
years’ work did not touch any part of 
the region in which Wellman’s sledge 
expeditions were made, and the charts 
of the American explorer may go far 
to complete the mapping of this group 
of tslands. 

According to Wellman the group ex- 
tends farther to the east than has 
hitherto been known. In April last Mr. 
Baldwin and four Norwegians went 
across the ice to Wilezek Land, chart- 
ed the unexplored east coast of it and 
found a new island covered with Ice 
almost as large as Wilezek Land and 
extending about 120 geographical miles 
to the east of Wilczek. They named 
it Graham Bell Land, after the presi-

He also 
reports Payer’s “Dove Glacier” north 
of Wilezek land as nonexistent, but 
this fact had already been made 
known by Nansen, who said that he 
found only water where Payer had 
marked land and this glacier. 


MARKET FOR OUR SHOES. 


Good Demand For American Makes 
In Mozambique, but No Supply. 

In a report made by W. Stanley Hol- 
lis, consul at Lourenco Marques, Por- 
tuguese East Africa, which was re- 
cently issued at Washington by the 
bureau of foreign commerce, he says: 

“At present there are, to the best of 
my knowledge, no American shoes, el- 
ther for men or women, for sale in the 
entire province of Mozambique. [I am 
confident, however, that good lines of 
men’s and women’s shoes of American 
manufacture would be well received 
here and would meet with a ready sale. 
France, Austria, Portugal and England 
have for a number of years supplied 
all the shoes worn on this coast, and It 
is a matter of considerable surprise to 
me that the American shoe manufac- 
turers have not long ago looked into 
this trade. 

“The people here have had to put up 
for years with the poorest qualities of 
shoes and have always been glad to get 
anything that was an improvement ob 
what they had been, for lack of better 
goods, forced to wear. There are two 
American firms here that sell shoes at 
retail; but, strange as it may seem, at 
neither of their establishments can a 
pair of American be found. I 
have had several talks with these peo- 
ple and have persuaded them to add 
American shoes to the lines they al- 
ready carry.

Now such as 
these are hiring men. 

Superintendent Sailor of the state 
agency said: “We are placing men for 
housework right along. People come 
in for girls, can't get them and find 
that they can get men, therefore accept 
them. Others plainly say that they 
would rather have a man. 

“The man who does housework gets 
as a rule about 20 per cent more than a 
woman.” 


Honors For Herbert Spetcer. 

Six great universities have offered to 
confer their highest degrees upon Her- 
bert Spencer and several governments 
have tendered him decorations, but he 
has consistently declined a!l such hon- 
ors. He is now 79 years old, and his 
fame is worldwide, but he plain 
Herbert Spencer. Mr. Spencer, accord- 
ing to a writer in The Popular Science 
Monthly, has been prompted year after 
year to decline these various honors by 
the conviction that, instead of being, 
as commonly supposed, encourage- 
ments to literature and science, they 
are discouraging.

Carolina, in December, 1895—had adopted 
constitutional amendments practically 
restricting the suffrage to white voters. 
Since then Louisiana has amended its 
constitution to the same effect, and up 
to a few months ago it seemed probable 
that Alabama, in which a constitutional 
convention had been would do 
likewise, thereby extending to the three 
gulf states in which the colored popu- 
lation is largest the same method of sus- 
pending the provisions of the 14th amend-

ment to the federal constitution. The 
plan proposed for Alabama, however, 
Was halted, and now agitation for re- 


Striction to voting has been turned from 


the gulf states to those of the middle 
Atlantic, and in two of them, North 


Carolina and Virginia, the opponents of 
negro suffrage active, with every 
present prospect that before long Mary- 
land, and possibly West Virginia, will 
be included in the controversy. 

In North Carolina, in which there are 
100,000 colored voters and 200,000 white 
voters, the tight for negro disfranchise- 
ment turns on the proposed suffrage 
amendment to the constitution adopted 
by the last legislature, and intended to 
eliminate from politics henceforth all 
colored voters of the Tar Heel State. 
This proposed amendment is to be sub- 
mitted to the voters at the election of 
August, 1900, three months in advance of 
the presidential election. The salient 
features of the measure are contained in 
the fourth and fifth sections, which pro- 
Vide that “every person presenting him- 
self for registration shall be able to read 
and write any section of the constitution 
in the English language, and that no 
male person Who Was on Jan. 1, 1867, or 
at any time prior thereto, entitled to 
Vote under the laws of any state in the 
United States wherein he then resided, 
and no lineal descendant of any such 
person, shall be denied the right to regis- 
ter and vote at any election in this state 
by reason of his failure to possess the 
educational qualifications described in 
section 4 of this article, provided he shal! 
have registered in accordance with the 
terms of this section prior to Dec. 1, 1908. 
The general assembly shall provide for 
a permanent record of all persons who 
registered before this section on or be- 
fore Nov. 1, 1908, and all such persons 
shall be entitled to register and vote at 
all elections by the people in this state.” 
All the indications point to the adoption 
of the amendment by a sweeping ma- 
jority. Neither the opposition to 
the constitutional amendment include all 
the colored voters of the state. Some 
favor it; a larger number are entirely in- 
different. 

In Virginia there is a similar agitation 
for a change in the existing voting laws, 
not, however, in the form of a proposed 
amendment to the constitution, but by 
summary act of the next Richmond legis- 
lature. The proportion of colored voters 
in Virginia is somewhat larger than it 
is in North Carolina, but the strength 
of the Republican party in Virginia is 
distributed throughout the whole state, 
and the party contains many men of 
business and social influence, more par- 
ticularly in the cities of Richmond, Nor- 
folk, Lynchburg and Newport News.

Timothy ie the illustration used of an 
zarly Christian Endeavorer. A study of 
bis training, character and life will | 
prove the wisdom of the -selection of 
Yimothy as an early endeavorer. He 
was born at Lystra or Derbe. His fa- 
ther was a Greek and probably died 
when Timothy was a babe. His mother 
was a Jewess named Eunice, and her 
mother was named Lois. The care and 
training of Timothy devolved upon his 
mother aad grandmother. His training 
was therefore decidedly Jewish when 
Paul and Barnabas were in Lycaonia 
(Acts xiv, 6). Timothy and his moth- 
er received the gospel with ““unfeigned 
faith.’’ Seven years later, when Paul 
returned and Timothy had grown to 
young manbood, be was set apart to the 
work of anevangelist. He then became 
a companion and colaborer with Paul 
and was signally consecrated and devot- 
ed. Later he was stationed at Epbesus 
to check the beresies and licentiousness 
of the Ephesian church. Tradition says 
that he continued here as pastor of the 
church of Ephesus and died a martyr’s 
death under Domitian or Nerva. 

In what did Timothy resemble a Jun- 
ior Endeavorer t 

1. Timothy’s religious training be- 
gan in his childhood. That Timothy 
might stand steadfast in the faith amid 
the heresies of Ephesus Paul renrinded 
him that.‘‘from a babe thou hast known 
the Holy Scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation, through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.’’ The 
Junior Endeavorer begins early to be re- 
ligiously trained and taught, and the 
Holy Scriptures should be his principal 
religious textbook. He should begin | 
early to commit God's word to memory. 

2. Timothy as an early Endeavorer 
had good teachers. Paul speaks of those | 
of whom Timothy had learned his reli- 
gioustruths. Whether the apostle refers 
to the Holy Spirit, to himself or Tim- 
othy’s mother and grandmother is a | 
matter of difference of opinion. But 

| 
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Timothy was taught by all. The Holy 
Ghost taught him, Paul taught him, 
and his dear ones taught him. They 
understood what they taught and whom 
they taught. They knew the Holy Scrip- 
tures and understood child life, which 
every successful teacher of children 
must do. They taught by example as 
well as precept. Paul, Eunice and Lois 
exemplified to Timothy the Scriptural | 
truths which they taught him. No one 
should presume to train children unless 
he knows what he teaches, whom he 
teaches and exemplifies in his own life | 
that which he teaches. 

8. Timothy was a working Endeavor- 
er. He soon developed evangelistic talent | 
and was placed on that committee and 
Was a great success asa missionary 
and an evangelist. Juniors must work 
as well as be taught. 

4. Timothy’s life was molded and de- 
termined by the early training he re- 
ceived. Junior work is a failure unless | 
it produces character. A Christian char- 
acter should be the aim of all Junior 
work, and Christ should be the great 
model, constantly held up before all En- 
deavorers.

Time to Plant Bulbs, 

“This is the season of the year in 
which to set out bulbs. Prepare the 
ground for them before they are re- 
ceived by having it dug up to a depth 
of at least a foot—a foot and a half 
is better—and worked over until it is 
mellow,” Eben E. Rexford in 
the September Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“Mix with it a liberal quantity of old, 
rotten manure from the cowyard, or, 
if this is not obtainable, use bone- 
weal in the proportions of one pound 
to a square yard of soil. If the soil is 
naturally heavy, it is well to add con- 
siderable sand to make it lighter and 
more porous. Plant the bulbs as soon 
as possible after they are received, as 
they are greatly injured by exposure 
to the air. Set tulips and hyacinths 
six inches deep, smaller bulbs from 
four to five inches. All bulbs should 
be placed five or six inches apart and 
each kind kept by itself.”

Dreyfus is convinced that the 10 years’ 
imprisonment to which he is sentenced 
Will be wiped cat by the five years of 
solitary seclusion he has undergone on 
Devil's island, and he expects to be re- 
leased by Oct. 15, which will be five 
yearg from the date of his former con- 
demnation. He is so sanguine that he 
has made an extraordinary request of 
his wife for a novel to read in the mean- 
time, explaining that his mind is so 
shaken and weighed down by recent 
events that he needs to divert his 
thoughts and to try to get all the recol- 
lections of the last three months out of 
his mind. He thinks that 
novel will afford the desired mental re- 
pose and keep him from brooding. 

The town has been perfectly calm, 
There has not been a sign of a demon- 
stration for or against Dreyfus or the 
Jews heard anywhere. A number of 
people gathered to see Mme. Dreyfus 
visit the prison, but they were quite lre- 
spectful. 

The troops and masses of gendarmes 
who on Saturday gave the center of 
Rennes the appearance of a military 
camp have nearly vanished. There are 
hardly any gendarmes in sight, except 
near the Dreyfus residence, where afew 
a@re posted. Cavalry officers are seen 
frequenting the cafes, showing that the 
authorities no longer fear any trouble 
here and are allowing the officers to 
leave barracks. 

As far as can be ascertained, military 
men are perfectly satisfied with the 
verdict, Which they interpret as safe- 
guarding the honor of the army and at 
the same time doing an act of mercy to 
Dreyfus, who, they say, has sufficiendy 
expiated his crime in the awful existence 
he passed on Devil's island. They point 
out that, even if he is sent to Fort Corte, 
it will be to receive henceforth the hu- 
mane treatment he has experienced since 
his return to France. . 

One strange fact is the extraordinary 
difference of opinion respecting the exact 
effect of the judgment—whether he can 
be degraded again, and whether the five 
vears of confinement he has undergone 
will be regarded as equivalent to the J0 
years’ detention to which he is now sen- 
tenced and he be released next month. 
This matter is quite aside from the gen- 
eral impression that he will be pardoned 
in a few days by President Loubet, who 
will find ground to exercise 
clemency.

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Maitre Demange thinks the five years 
will count for nothing and that Dreyfus, 
according to law, will have to suffer 10 
years’ detention. Many others, how- 
ever, hold a contrary opinion and de- 
clare that he will be released in October. 
This is the belief of Dreyfus simself. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press yesterday afternoon interrogated 
M. Coupois, the clerk of the court- 
martial, on this point. He was most 
emphaticin declaring that Dreyfus must 
serve 10 years from the date of a fresh 
degradation, the court-martia) having 
considered the case as beginning when 
Dreyfus appeared before them, disre- 
garding altogether his previous sentence. 

Colonel Jouaust also declared that 
Dreyfus must serve 10 years, but speak- 
ing with friends he expressed a convic- 
tion that there would not be a fresh de- 
gradation. This ceremony requires 
breaking the prisoner’s sword and tear- 
ing off his epaulettes. But Dreyfus 
never had his sword restored to him, and 
he only were undress uniform without 
epaulettes, so that it would be impos- 
sible to carry out the regulations for de- 
gradation. This ig Colonel Jouaust’s 
view. 


Though a majority of those in the 
courtroom fully expected the verdict, 
they were completely stupefied when it 
was given, and the silence which pre- 
Vailed in the room and the way men 
turned pale and caught their breaths 
was more expressive than any other 
manifestation could have been. 

The pent-up feelings of the audience 
were expressed in a long, deep-drawn 
“Oh"’ when Colonel Jouaust reached the 
word “guilty.” The word was pro- 
nounced under his breath. Owing to 
the threat of vigorous punishment for 
uttering any cry, there was no outburat, 
but the faces of the majority of the 
spectators reflected an expression of 
anguished surprise. 

M. Labori heard the verdict with a 
pallid visage, while M. Demange fell 
back in a chair as though horror 
stricken. 

Colonel Jouaust read the judgment 
without a tremor in his voice, and ap- 
parently unmoved. The text of the 
judgment ts as follows: 

“Today, the ninth of June, 1899, the 
court-martial of the Tenth legion army 
corps, deliberating behind closed doors, 
the president putting the following ques- 
tion: ‘Is Alfred Dreyfus, brevet cap- 
tain, Fourteenth regiment of artillery, 
probationer on the general staff, guilty 
of having in 1894 entered into machina- 
tions or held relations with a foreign 
power or one of its agents to induce 
it to commit hostility or undertake war 
against France, or procure it the means 
therefor by delivering the notes and 
docurmentsmentioned in the document 
called the bordereau;“aeeording to the 
decision of the court of cassation~ of 
June 3, 1899?” 

“The votes were taken separately, be- 
ginning by the inferior grade and the 
youngest in the iasi g:ade, the president 
having given! nlast. "ane court 
declares On the question by a majority 
of 5 votes to 2, ‘Yes,’ the accused is 
guilty.”’ 

“The majority agreed that there are 
extenuating circumstances, in conse- 
quence of which and on the request of 
the commissary of the government the 
president put the question, and received 
again the votes in the above mentioned 
form. ‘ 

“As a result, the court condemns, by a 
majority of five votes to two, Alfred 
Dreyfus to the punishment of 10 years’ 
detention.” 

Maitre Demange sank back in his 
chair and tears trickled down his cheeks 
and Maitre Labori turned as white as 
a sheet, while all around the court men 
looked at each other in silence. Posi- 
tively the only sound to be heard was 
the rustling of papers from the report- 
ers’ benches as each press representative 
tried to be the first to send the news. 

As the audience left the courtroom 
fully 10 or 15 men were crying openly, 
and the majority of those present 
walked quietly down the street for more 
than a block without speaking a word. 
It was like a funeral procession. 

Meanwhile a tragedy was being en- 
acted in the little room off the court- 
room where Dreyfus listened to the 
reading of the verdict. He had been 
told the result by his lawyers, and had 
wept bitterly, but in the presence of the 
officials of the court-martia! he listened 
impassively to the sentence. 

His wife, who was sitting in torture 
and suspense at her house, bore the 
news bravely, and when visiting her 
husband showed the on-lookers who 
fering, as she walked from her carriage 
fering, as she walked from her carriage 
to the prison. 

Matthieu Dreyfus was not present in 
court, but he visited his brother after 
the verdict had been rendered. He 
found him perfectly calm, and without 
any manifestation of surprise at the 
finding of the court. The prisoner 
simply shrugged his shoulders, uttering 
an expressive ‘Bah,’ adding as he em- 
braced his brother, as the latter was 
preparing toleave: “Console my wife.” 

The general belief is that Dreyfus will 
be pardoned, but this will not satisfy 
his friends, who vehemently declare that 
they refuse to accept the verdict, and 
will continue the battle until the judg- 
ment is reversed.

The police dispersed large crowds, and 
made 15 arrests. 


Wave of Indignation Over the World. 

With the exception of the Jesuit organs 
in Rome and vhe anti-Semite papers, the 
press of the whole world is ringing with 
execrations. Even the Russian press 
joins in the chorus, although perhaps the 
Jews are nowhere more hated than in 
Russia. The judges are everywhere de- 
scribed ascriminals and gloomy specula- 
tions are indulged as to what future is 
in store for France. The German press 
is especially indignant. 

Proposals have been made to both 
Austria and Italy to boycott the Paris 
exhibition as a protest against the ver- 
dict at Rennes, 

Demonstraticns in denunciation of the 
Dreyfus verdict occurred in several 
Italian cities. At Naples the demon- 
strators tried to attack the French con- 
sulate and the police were compelled to 
intervene. 

Six French painters, employed by L. 
B. Wright's Iron Painting company, 
Chicago, were discharged summarily 
as soon as the verdict of the court-mar- 
tial at Rennes was known. The men 
had been in the employ of the company 
for years. 

When the news of Dreyfus’ fate 
reached Indianapolis, Captain Wallace 
Foster, who originated the plan of float- 
ing the American flag over Indiana 
schoothouses, announced that he would 
have the flag of France burned in the 
public streets. <A large crowd gathered 
at his home, and the tri-color was 
burned on the boulevard. There was 
loud @eering as the flag was reduced to 
ashes. 

An informal meeting of the most 
prominent merchants in St. Louls was 
held shortly after the Dreyfus decision 
became known, and it Was unanimously 
agreed not one of them would attend the

and the interior of Ellesmere land, the 
southern portion of Grinnell land. His 
sledging journeys aggregated more than 
1500 miles, not including several trips re- 
peated over portions of the track. 

As s00n as the young ice could beara 
sledge, Lieutenant Peary made a care- 
ful reconnoissance of the coast line 
southwest of All Man bay and carefully 
defined the lands and water between that 
point and Cape Sabine. The coast line of 
Princess Marie bay and Buchanan 
Strait, heretofore unknown, Was accur- 
ately defined, and Hayes sound was 
demonstrated to be a myth. 

This work completed, Lieutenant 
Peary next made several successful 
hunting trips and laid in an ample sup- 
ply of fresh meat, including musk oxen, 
seal and birds for the winter. Utilizing 
the December moon, he sledged along 
the ice foot 250 miles north, over almost 
impassible ice to Fort Conger, the head- 


quarters of the Greeley expedition. He 
had the misfortune to have both feet 
frostbitten, Which necessitated six 


weeks’ delay and confinement, until he 
could make the return trip. Lashed to 
a sled he was hauled all the way to the 
Windward, where severa] toes were am- 
putated. Complete recovery followed 
rapidly, and he now walks as well as 
ever. 

Lieutenant Peary found Fort Conger 
exactly as Greeley leftit. The table was 
Standing from the last meal and all the 
Other appointments had remained un- 
disturbed for 16 years. The buildings 
were in fair condition, though some of 
them would not be serviceable much 
longer. He took possession of all the 
property, real and personal, in the name 
of the United States government and 
posted notices to that effect. He brought 
away, and is sending home, the original 
Greely records, the sextant of Lieutenant 
Beaumont, R. N., of the Nares—Mark- 
ham expedition—of 1876-8, recovered by 
Lieutenant Lockwood, and many private 
letters and papers of members of Greely’s 
party, all of which are to be forwarded 
to the Peary Arctic club of New York. 
A considerable quantity of provisions 
was also found and protected for further 
emergency. 

He also pushed a reconnoisance beyond 
Conger to Cape Beechy, finding practi- 
Cally the same conditions of ice and sea 
as south of the former point. Subse- 
quently he made a second trip to Fort 
Conger and, in all, four parties from the 
Windward reached that point and re- 
turned without other accident than that 
to Lieutenant Peary himself asa result 
of the winter's work, 

Four tons of provisions, two at Conger 
and the others distributed between Cape 
Sabine, Durville, Cape Louis Napoleon 
Frazer and other points, not more than 
50 miles apart, have been deposited, and 
both natives and whites engaged in the 
work have been made so familiar w iththe 
route and the caches that all risk to life 
and limb along this path is practic 
ended. A boat is also cached at at 
Cape Louis Napoleon. 

Lieutenant Peary’s last sledge journey 
was an overland exploration westward 
from the winter quarters of the Wind- 
ward, completely crossing Ellesmere 
Land, and connecting his work with that 
of Lieutenant Lockwood of the ¢

eligible points on the east side of Smith 
Sound. It is a mile or 50 north of 
Hayes’ winter quartersin 1861, five miles 
south of Lifeboat Cove, in which the 
Polaris wintered, and six miles north of 
Ample supplies for the 
remainder of the time of the expedition 
—not less than 50 tons—have been land- 
ed, 40 tons of which went to the Peary 
Arctic club’s steamer Diana, and the 
sloop yacht Senta, the gift of Ben- 
jamin Hoppin of Baddeck, C. B., to 
Lieutenant Peary, 1s anchored in the 
bay, but will be hauled up before the 
winter sets in. 

He has built a commodious living and 
working room for himself and his com- 
panions, in which they will be thorough- 
ly comfortable during the winter, and he 
has nearly 75 walrus for native and 
dog commissary when the field is taken 
in February. The winter will be spent 
in rest and working up the results of 
last year. In February a reunion of 
natives will be held, wnen the dog teams 
for the northern trip will be selected. 
The picked natives of the Windward will 
remain with Lteutenant Peary during 
the winter at Etah. 

The Fram wintered near Cocked Hat 
island, 10 miles west of Cape Sabine, 
where Surgeon Bornson died. She got 
out of the ice about Aug. 1, reached 
Etah on Aug. 12, and left the same day 
for Cape Sabine. It is reported that 
she will go to Jones’ Sound for the 
winter, unless she succeeds in getting 
beyond Kennedy channel and landing 
Captain Otto Sverdrup for a sledge trip 
across or around the northern end of 
Greenland, to be picked up on the east 
coast by the ship Windward. 

The Peary Arctic club expedition, in 
command of Herbert L. Bridgman, sec- 
retary of the club, was at Etah on Aug. 
21. All were well and expected to leave 
for home on Aug. 24. 

The Steain party was successfully 
landed on Aug. 5 at a point of its own 
selection, Payer Harbor, one mile south 
of Cape Sabine, where the members ex- 
pect to winter.

INCREASE TO 100,000, 


Recruiting of the Army to Its Total 
Strength Considered Certain, 


Offensive Movement to Begin 
In Philippines at Once. 


MacArihur and Lawton to Operate In Military 
Provinces Defined by Otis. 


Washington, Sept. 12.—With the order 
issued by the war department for the 
enlistment of two additional regiments 
of volunteer infantry, to be composed of 
negroes, the government has provided 
for a military force of nearly 62,000 men, 
including service in the 
Philippines. The United States army, 
regular and volunteer, is within little 
more than 2000 of its total enlisted 
strength, or will be when all the volun- 
teer regiments authorized 
have been formed. 

The regular army is full. Such en- 
listments as are being made for it in 
this country are 
against casualties in the Philippines, 
and actually represent an addition to 
the total authorized strength of the reg- 
ular establishment, 65,000 men. Of the 
35,000 men authorized for the volunteer 
army, 32,616 are to be enlisted under in- 
structions {ssued up to date, This 
leaves a surplus of only 2314 men, not 
enough for the full regiments. That 
orders will be issued for recruiting up 
to the total strength; of 100,000 men, au- 
thorized by congress, is regarded as 
cervain, Including the negro com- 
mands, 22 regiments of Volunteer in- 
fantry are to be enlisted in the United 
States. 

In the Philippines General Otis is or- 
ganizing two regiments of infantry and 
one of cavalry. About half the requisite 
number of men for these regiments have

pated in the Philippine campaign, and 
the rest will be supplied from this coun- 
try. Each regiment of infantry will 
consist’ of 1309 men, exclusive of officers, 
and the cavalry regiments will consist 
of 1200 enlisted men. The 24 infantry 
regiments will number 21,416 men, and, 
with the addition of the cavalry regi- 
ments, the volunteers to serve in the 
Philippines will consist of 25 commands, 
numbering in alk 32,616. Ten volunteer 
regiments, all infantry, have been filled. 
tecruiting for 13 more regiments, in- 
cluding the three in the Philippines, has 
been progressing, and about one-tenth 
of the requisite number of recruits has 
been secured. It is believed at the war 
department that there will be no dif- 
ficulty in filling the ranks of the two 
negro regiments. 


Considerable progress has been made 
by Major General Otis upon the plan of 
campaign he will inaugurate immediate- 
ly upon the beginning of the dry season. 
To prevent similar preparations being 
made by the insurgents, and perhaps as 
a forerunner to the comprehensive 
operations to occur when the climatic 
conditions permit, an offensive move- 
ment by the commands of Major Gen- 
erals MacArthur and Lawton will begi 
at once. The officials are in hourly ex- 
pectation of advices showing that the 
columns under the command of the offi- 
cers named have begun a new campaign 
against Aguanildo’s troops. General 
Otis proposes to divide the army of 64,- 
649 combatants, and the mountain bat- 
teries and dynamite guns which he will 
have in December, into two divisions, 
commanded by Generals MacArthur an’ 
Lawton respectively. One of these will 
operate to the north of Manila, and the 
other to the wesfand south. Each di- 
vision will operate in two military prov- 
inces, to be defined by General Otis, 
but there will be effective and prompt 
co-operation when it is desirable. 

It is expected that each commander 
will have six brigades under his com- 
mand, the remainder of the troops being 
employed to garrison Manila and other 
seaport towns through which the insur- 
gents are receiving supplies. General 
Lawton will be required to make quick 
movements, and it is proposed to place 
the cavalry brigades under his com- 
mand. 


The navy and marine corps will also 
be doing effective work. It is under- 
stood to be the intention of the admin- 
istration to enforce a strict blockade 
of the Philippine ports. This action has 
been considered upon the recommenda- 
tion of Rear Admiral Watson, who has 
called attention to the amount of sup- 
plies which the insurgents have been 
receiving. The blockade which will be 
enforced will be municipal in character, 
So as to prevent any foreign nation seiz- 
ing upon the blockade, if it were for- 
mally declared, as a pretext for the rec- 
ognition of the natives as beligerents.

England Must Face an Army of 160,000 if 
War Should Be Declared. 

Chicago, Sept. 12.—A meeting held in 
the Chicago Avenue church last night, 
presided over by Rev. James M. Gray, 
D. D., of Boston, listened toa missionary 
address by Rey. H. S. Bosnan, a native 
of the Transvaal, and pastor of a large 


ington. Hespoke on the religious, social 
and political condition of that people, 
On the latter point, he said: 

“It is not generally known that a new 
nation is forming in South Africa, The 
word ‘boer’ means farmer, and if one 
May judge by their filial piety and moral 
conduct the boers are the aristocracy of 
the nation. They are descended from 
the Huguenots, who went to the Cape in 
1688, 

“Up to 30 years ago they cared nothing 
about politics. The nationai awakening 
is due to J. H. Hofmeyer, and the Afri- 
kander bund, a powerful politica] as- 
sociation which now controls the min- 
istry inthe Cape Colony. The sympathy 
of this party in the colony is with the 
boers in the present crisis with England, 
So that it can now be said tnat the 300,- 
000 colonial Afrikanders and the 130,000 
Orange Free State Afrikanders and the 
160,000 Transvaal Afrikanders 
practically one. 

“Imperialism and jingoism in England 
are hastening their unification into an 
African nation which will u!timately be 
independent. They take their politics 
as well as their religion from the Bible, 
and this is why President Kruger is the 
man of strength he is. England seeks 
to be the paramount power in South 
Africa, but she must face an army of 
160,000 Afrikanders altogether, and this 
means that she must send three times 
that number to do so.”

Washington, Sept. 12.—The first legal 
whipping that has occurred in this vi- 
cinity since the Civil war has been ad- 
ministered to John Bushard, a young 
colored man, at Roslyn, Va. Bushard 
Was charged with attempted criminal 
assault on a colored girl. He was tried 
at once. The case, as suk; was rot 
made out, but Justice Smith ordered the 
accused to receive 15 lashes on his bare 
back. The sentence was executed in the 
courtroom by Constable Gaines. It was 
at first decided to administer 10 lashes to 
the girl, but she was let off with a lecture 
and Was ordered to keep away from that 
part of the county. 


Newfonndlanders Pleased. 

St. John's, Sept. 12.—General satis- 
faction is felt here that a Newfoundland 
skipper and crew have carried Lieu- 
tenant Peary, the American explorer, 
farther north than the highest point 
reached by Captain Sverdrup’s Fram, 
and that the winter was passed without 
a single case of illness among the whole 
company of the steamer Windward. 
The arrival of the steamer Diana, with 
the Peary Arctic club's auxiliary ex- 
pedition, is now anxiously awaited, and, 
as her charter expirés on Friday next, 
she will probably make for this port. 

Confederate Commander Dead. 

Columbia, S. C., Sept. 12.—Colonel F. 
Cc. McMaster, former mayor of Columbia, 
under whose administration much was 
done for the advancement of the city, 
died yesterday in the mountains of North 
Carolina, where he had gone for his 
health, When General Elliott was 
wounded at the battle of the Crater, Col- 
onel McMaster became commander of 
the Confederate brigade. Colonel Me- 
Master was 72 years of age. 

No Infringement. 

New Haven, Sept. 12.—In the United 
States court Judge Townsend decided 
the case of the Cotter Electrical and 
Manufacturing company against the 
Archer Electric company, both of New 
York. Suit was brought alleging an in- 
fringement of a patent on an electrical 
switch. The court finds that there was 
no infringement and dismisses the bill. 

Hospital to Reopen. 

Boston, Sept. 12.—Almost all of the 
creditors of the Boston emergency hospi- 
tal have now released in full their claims 
against the institution. The previous 
indebtedness of $25,000 has now been en- 
tirely wiped out, in order that the new 
wage-earners’ hospital may start free 
and clear from debt.

A REBUKE TO FRANCE, 


Call For Nations to Boycott the Paris 
Exhibition In 1900, 


8 
Would Be a Return For the 
Prostitution of Justice. 


Many Intending to Participate Announce the 
Withdrawal of Their Exhibits. 


Halifax, Sept. 12.—J. W. Longley, at- 
torney genera! of Nova Scotia, issued a 
letter today in which he vigorously de- 
nounces the second condemnation of 
Dreyfus and urges the nations of the 
world to join in a general boycott of the 
Paris exhibition. Mr. Longley says: 

“The fabric upon which social exist- 
ence rests is justice. Every poor human 
being that is called upon to tread this 
earth for a longer or shorter period is 
each moment at the mercy of the 
Stronger power of his fellow beings, and 
his only capacity to enjoy life and avail 
himself of its opportunities rests upon 
the conviction that he shall receive jus- 
tice at the hands of those with whom his 
destiny is limited. 

“It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the world should stand aghast at the 
Spectacle of a human being condemmed 
absolutely without evidence, after a pub- 
lic trial, in the face of the whole world; 
condemned, indeed, in the face of the 
fact that the evidence pointed almost 
conclusively to his innocence. At all 
events, it established beyond question 
that his former conviction was the result 
of forgery, falsehood and conspiracy, 

“The public opinion of the world haga 
right to make itself heard and felt in this 
and every matter which outrages the 
sense of justice. 

“It seems to me that the means are at 
hand to make France instantly and 
keenly sensible of the moral conse- 
quences of this prostitution of justice. 
A sreat world's fair is to be held at Paris 
in the year 1900. All the nations of the 
World have been invited to participate 
in this great exposition, and most of the 
great nations cf the world have engaged 
to be there, Great Britain, the United 
Sta.e, and Canada among the number. 
My proposition is that, in view of this 
infamous moral turpliude of the French 
people, sanctioned by the government 
and upheld by the mob, the other nations 
of the world should one by one refuse to 
participate in this great centennial show. 

“They could very well allege that they 
were afraid to trust their representatives 
in a country where an innocent man can 
be condemned without a shadow of evi- 
dence and without any manly protest 
from the nations at large.” 


Thousands Will Stay at Home. 

Washington, Sept. 12.—Representative 
Grosvenor of Ohio, who has just re- 
turned from Europe, where he spent part 
of the time in Paris, when asked by a 
Post reporter if the Dreyfus verdict 
would hurt the Paris exposition, replied: 
“Beyond a doubt. No nation can afford 
to boycott the exposition as a nation, 


because such action would be a direct ! 


insult to France, but Individuals can ex- 
press their opinion, and, in my judgment, 
thousands who would otherwise have 
visited Paris will remain on this eide. 
Thig will touch the French in a tender 
spot. The French people are looking 
forward to making a great deal of money 
out of the show. It is a good thing that 
the appropriation for the exposition has 
been made. Congress would hardly be 
in the mood now to appropriate money.” 
M-neral Exhibit Withdrawn. 

El Paso, Tex., Sept. 12.—General Man- 
ager Eddy cf the El Paso and North- 
east railway of New Mexico had agreed 
to furnish a splendid mineral exhibit 
of one of the richest mining belts in the 
world for the Paris exposition. On 
account of the conviction of Dreyfus, he 
has written F. J. V. Skiff of Chicago, 
who is collecting the mineral exhibits, 
cancelling his agreement, and saying: 
“We are so filled with disgust and ab- 
horrence for a people whose conscience 
makes no response to justice that we 
decline to contribute In any manner to- 
wards any measure tending in the least 
to association or intercourse with them.” 
Business men here will hold a mass 
meeting to protest against the United 
States government contributing an ex- 
hibit. 


Trying to Block California’s Exhibit. 

San Francisco, Sept. 12—A _ quiet 
movement is progressing among the Jew- 
ish element of this state looking to the 
repeal of an act passed at the last ses- 
Sion of the legislature appropriating 
$130,000 for a California exhibit at the 
Paris exposition. The success of the 
movement hangs on the possible action 
of Governor Gage, who has been urged 
in certain quarters to call an extra ses- 
sion of the legislature for action on other 
matters, principally the election of a 
United States senator to succeed Stephen 
M. White. 


Germans Dissatisfied. 

Berlin, Sept. 12.—The private agitation 
against the Paris exposition is beginning 
to find vigorous expression. The Vos- 
sische Zeitung says that a number of the 
largest German firms have pledged 
themselves to withdraw. The Berliner 
Tageblatt says the Berlin council at its 
next session will consider a special 
motion to withdraw the Berlin municipaj 
exhibit. 


The Feeling In England. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne, Sept. 12.—W. D. 
Stevens, a ship owner and royal com- 
missioner to the Paris exposition, has 
declared that as a result of the Dreyfus 
verdict he will not put his foot on French 
soil.

As Evinccd by a Mc jority of People of Jamaica 
Tcward the Mcther Ccuntry. 

New York, Sept. 12.—A letter to The 
Associated Press from Kingston, Jam., 
Says: . The Cornwall Herald, one of the 
most independent and outspoken of the 
provincial organs, in an editorial dis- 
cussion of Jamaica's posidon and rela- 
tions with the mother country, made a 
statement which is significant as a re- 
flex of the real feeling of a majJority of 
the people of the island. 

“What now is now to bedone? Are 
we to jog along until the smash comes?

Sherls smashing 
herself, and her grand friend, the United 
States, will finish the job with a great 
flourish of trumpets. Australia, India 
and Canada will shake themselves free 
and declare their independence. The 
United States will then take Canada 
and annex the West Indian islands. Rus- 
sia will seize India and Germany will 
pounce upon Great Britain’s African 


possessions. 
“Just retribution for injustice, neglect 
and blatant boastfulness. England

Naval Cfficers Changed. 

Washington, Sept. 12.—The navy de- 
partment has reached a final determina- 
tion to assign Rear Admiral Farquhar 
to command thé North Atlantic squad- 
ron, to succeed Admiral Sampson, and to 
place the latter in command of the Bos- 
ton navy yard to fill the vacancy caused 
by the recent death of Admiral Picking. 
The transfer will take place Oct, 10. 
Rear Admiral Farquhar is one of the 
veteran officers of the navy, his service 
covering the Civil war, as wel] as the 
Spanish-American conflict. His last sea 
rervice Was as commander of the Newark 
in 1896. His shore assignments have in- 
cluded stations at the Boston navy yard, 
the League island navy yard, and since 
1897 at the Norfolk navy yard. He was 
commissioned rear admiral March 3 last 
under the naval personnel bill.

San Francisco, Sept. 12.—The steamer 
Bertha arrived last night from Alaskan 
ports with a large amount of treasure 
from the Arctic gold fields.

FIVE-YEAR: FRANCHISE 


_ 


Proposed In Great Britain's Latest 
Reply to the Transvaal, 


Equglity For British and 
Dutch In the Volksraad. 


Definite Accep'ance of Proposal Is Demanded 
Without Delay. 


London, Sept. 13.—A special dispatch 
from Pretoria says the British note, 
which was read in both raads Tuesday, 
is regarded there as a Virtual ultimatum. 
The correspondent says: 

It proposes a five-year franchise, a 
quarter representation for the gold fields 
in the Volksraad, equality for the Brit- 
ish and Dutch in the volksraad, and 
equality for the old and new burghers 
in regard to presidential and other 
elections. 

If these conditions are accepted, a con- 
ference between representatives of the 
two governments shall follow, for the 
purpose of drafting the necessary meas- 
ures and of avoiding the introduction 
of unnecessary conditions by the Trans- 
vaal government, or the possibility of 
the passage of any new Dills, calculated 
to defeat the reforms. 

In view of the fact, the note goes on to 
say, that the present state of affairs 
in South Africa cannot be prolonged, 
the definite acceptance of this proposal 
is demanded without delay. Otherwise 
her majesty’s government will imme- 
diately take the whole situation under 
reconsideration, and will act so as to 
bring about a settlement. 


The situation is acute. 

The reading in the volksraad of the 
reply of Joseph Chamberlain to the 
latest Transvaal note was greeted with 
silence, except for some interruptions 
from Mr. Tosen and other ultra-conser- 
vative members. Its terms, however, 


have produced considerable excitement 
at Pretoria 

Various unofficial reports have been 
received from Pretoria, predicting the 
Transvaal's acceptance of the terms of 
the latest dispatch, which is understood 
to furnish a basis for negotiations, which 
will possibly lead to a peaceful settle- 
ment. 


The Daily Friend of Bloemfontein says 
it has excellent authority for predicting 
that the government of the South Af- 
rican republic will accept the suggested 
conference at Cape Town. The dele- 
gates will probably be Commandant 
General Joubert, vice president of the 
Transvaal; J. M. A. Wolmarand, one of 
the two non-official members of the 
Transvaal executive council, and Mr. 
Fischer, who has figured prominently 
in some of the recent negotiations as the 
special representative of the Orange 
Free State. 

The uitlanders of Boxburg applied;to 
the burgers for permission to remain 
neutral in the event of war, but were re- 
fused on the ground that, as Britons 
remaining in the Transvaal and refus- 
ing to fight, they must be regarded as 
enemies. The miners are being offered 
£25 to remain on duty until ordered to 
leave. 


Owing to the understanding that Mr. 
Chamberlain's note is to be published 
simultaneously in London and Pretoria, 
only an adequate summary has yet been 
telegraphed. The London papers are in- 
clined to withhold comment until the 
text is available. 

Despite the fact that the note is de- 
scribed as an ultimatum the balance of 
opinion tends to regard it as a rather 
moderate document, since, apparently, 
it does not fix a definite time limit, leaves 
the real crux of the dispute for the pro- 
posed conference and does not raise the 
question of suzerainty. In a word, the 
note seems to leave the way open to fur- 
ther negotiations. 

The Times, which considers the sum- 
mary obviously imperfect, says: It is 
incredible that all mention of suzerainty 
and the others matters in controversy 
have been passed over or ignored. 

A special dispatch from Pietermaritz- 
burg, capital of Natal, says: President 
Kruger, it is asserted in reliable quar- 
ters, is prepared to attend the proposed 
conference at Cape Town unconditional- 
ly, provided he is assured that Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s latest dispatch represents all 
that will be demanded by Great Britain. 
A peaceful solution, therefore, is highly 
probable.

Pittsfield, Mass., Sept. 13—W. W. 
Crosby, who is superintending the build- 
ing of the state road between Massachu- 
setts and New York state, found the 
body of an unknown man at the foot of 
Lebanon mountain. The man’s skull 
was fraotured Ai short distance away 
a bicycle was found, badly smashed, and 
the theory is that the man had lost con- 
trol of his wheel while descending the 
mountain. In a memorandum book 
found upon his person were a number of 
Boston addresses and several pawn tick- 
ets issued by the Collateral loan com- 
pany of Boston to “B. E. Mowbray.”

STEAMER DIANA RETUKNS. 


Reports Lieutenant Peary and Companions 
Comfortably Housed Fer Winter. 

Sydney, C. B., Sept. 13—The Peary 
Arctic club’s chartered steamer Diana 
arrived here yesterday from Etah, North 
Greenland, Aug. 23, with all well on 
board. Lieutenant Peary and his two 
companions, with native allies, were left 
in excellent health and spirits, comfort- 
ably housed for the winter, with pro- 
visions for two years and an ample sup- 
ply of dog food, 111 wairus having been 
killed since Aug. 2 for that purpose, 
Peary will remain at Etah until Febru- 
ary, when, with a supporting party of 
natives, he will go to Fort Congar and 
thence begin his journey toward the 
Pole, either by the Greenland coast cr 
from Cape Hecla, as conditions may de- 
termine. 

Secretary Bridgeman of the P¢ ary 
club, in command of the Diana expedi- 
tion, left for New York today, taking 
Peary’s full reports of his last year's 
work and maps of his disceveries. Peary 
has bestowed names of Peary Arctic eli.b 
members the farthest north. Land be- 
yond Greely Fiord is named Jesupland, 
in honor of President Morris K. Jesup 
of the club. A bay 50 miles in extent, 
With a deep opening south=»f the fiord, is 


named Cannon bay, and a mountain 


4700 feet high, near its head, Mount 
Bridgeman, for the secre tary and treas- 
urer of the club respectivel On the 


east side of the divide of Grinnel land 
are Benedict, Sands and Parrith glaciers, 
Harmsworth hill and Flagier bay. 

Mr. Bridgeman also brings Greely ex- 
pedition scientific records and private 
papers of members of thai party, and a 
sextant left at Repulse harbor in 187¢ by 
Lieutenant Lockwood, now admiral, of 
the English expedition Beaumont, 
brought by Lieutenant Lockwood in 1883 
to Fert Congar, and recovered by Peary 
at the latter place in May last. Records 
of English cairns on Nortfun Lockyer 
and Washington Irving island are also 
being sent by Lieutenant Peary to the 
club. The Diana’s cruise occupied 52 
days and over 5000 miles steaming, of 
which 28 days and 1700 miles were north 
of Cape York, without detention of any 
kind by ice. She carried the Stars and 
Stripes to 79.10 degrees’ farther north 
than any American ship sinee Hall's 
Polaris in 1871. She will return immedi- 
ately to St. Johns, her home port, and go 
out of commission. 

The Fram, Nansen’s ship, was la 
seen Aug. 18, 10 miles off Etah, fast 
the ice and heading north. 


Porto Rican Government. 

Washington, Sept. 13—The cabinet 
meeting yesterday was occupied in the 
discussion of a form of civil sovernment 
for Porto Rico. This matter has been 
under serious consideration ver since 
Mr. Root took his place as secretary of 
war, and the indications now are that 
some form of local govérnmen: will be 
decided upon and put into operation 
within the next few weeks-at the latest. 
The details of the proposed plan have not 
yet been made public, but it is under- 
stood that it involves the appointment 
of a civil governor by the presideat and 
also the appointment of the chiefs'cf the 
Several great departments of the ecv- 
ernment.

St. John’s, Sept. 13—Another severe 
storm along the Labrador coast has 
driven huge ice floes on the land and 
crushed several vessels with their car- 
goes, aggregating nearly 3000 quintals 
of codfish. The crews escaped with their 
lives by making their way over the ice, 
but the vessels were completely de- 
stroyed.

“it incredible, but history 
nevertheless records the fact,”’ continues 
Secretary Thompson, “that but a few 
years after our establishment as an in- 
dependent government through the aid 
of France, we negotiated a secret treaty 
or friendly alliance with Great Britain 
against France resulting in this 
outraged friend turning her guns on 
our infant marine, producing a loss of 
$20,000,000, which France later agreed to 
pay if we would reimburse her for the 
expense she had gone to in establishing 
us asanindependent nation.

Congress Asked to Speak. 

Springfield, Mass., Sept. 13.—The Con- 
necticut Valley Patriots, the newly or- 
ganized branch of the Anti-Imperialist 
league, adopted the following platform 
last night: “The Conmecticut Valley 
Patriots have united in a common effort 
to perpetuate the principles laid down 
in the Declaration of Independence, the 
maintenance of which inviolate is the 
sole assurance that ‘government of the 
people, by the people and for the people 
shall not perish from the earth.’ Avoid- 
ing local and state issues and disregard- 
ing party affiliations, we seek to pro- 
mote the object by all such measures @s 
will give united expression to the views 
of all who see in the present treatment 
of the people of the Philippines by our 
government a departure from these 
time-honored principles. We believe 
that the people of the Philippines, if 
given assurance that the United States 
does not contemplate permanent do- 
minion over them, would lay down their 
arms and the present deplorable war 
would cease. Let congress, therefore, 
make an announcement to the Filipinos 
in the solemn language which it ad- 
dressed to the Cubans and to the world 
at the outset of the war with Spain.” 


A Texas Tragedy. 

Longview, Tex., Sept. 13. — James 
Forsythe, a highly respected young man, 
and Ollio Simpson, a belle of the neigh- 
borhood, eloped at Beckville and were 
married Saturday night. Andrew Simp- 
son, the girl's father, learned of the wed- 
ding last evening and started after the 
couple on horseback. As he rode up to 
Forsythe’s home he saw his son-in-law 
fleeing through the orchard and brought 
him down with seven buckshot in the 
groin, leaving him for dead. King H. 
Forsythe, father of James, came out of 
the house and was killed with a load of 
buckshot in the abdomen. Simpson 
then entered the house with his pistol, 
saying he would kill his daughter, but 
young Forsythe’s mother seized and held 
his pistol unti] the girl escaped. Simp- 
son then walked out and shot and killed 
himself. Young Forsythe may recover. 


Emphatic Statement From Hay. 

Columbus, O., Sept. 13.—In a letter to 
Chairman Dick of the Republican state 
executive committee, Secretary of State 
Hay makes this emphatic statement re- 
garding the alleged searet alliance be- 
tween England and the United States: 
“There is no alliance with England, nor 
with any other power under heaven, ex- 
cept those Known and published to the 
world, the treaties of ordinary interna- 
tional friendship for purposes of busi- 
ness and commerce. No treaty other 
than these exists; none has been sug- 
gested on either side; none is in contem- 
plation. It has never entered into the 
mind of the president nor of any member 
of the government to forsake, under any 
inducement, the wise precept and ex- 
ample of the fathers, which forbade en- 
tangling alliances with European pow- 
ers.”

Knoxville, Sept. 13.—Judge C. D. Clark 
of the United States circuit court, in 
session here, severely condemned pension 
attorneys in his charge to the grand jury 
yesterday. He denounced pension at- 
torneys as members of a trade in which 
there was not so much done to aid worthy 
soldiers as to put upon the government 
payrolls and cause to be maintained the 
Srossest frauds. Judge Clark said he 
believed that it was doubtful if any 
other government would suffer such a 
burden of fraud as the people were now 
bearing, and that it would be a happy 
day when the law should establish com- 
missions and eliminate the vocation of 
the pension attorney.

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ONE OF THE WORLD'S RICHEST MEN. 


Death of Cornelius Vanderbilt, Who Won His 
Wey !n Early Life on Mert. 

New York, Sept. 13.—Cornelius Van- 
derbilt died at his residence here Tues- 
day morning. Mr. Vanderbilt's death 
was caused by a stroke of paralysis, the 
second which he suffered. The first at- 
tack was in July, 1896. The stroke 
which caused death occurred about mid- 
night. The patient was semi-conscious 
until death. 

Mr. Vanderbilt left Newport Monday 
to attend a meeting of the directors of 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
railroad, which was to be held yesterday. 
He was feeling as well as usual, and had 
no premonition of approaching death. 
He reached his home here about 9 
o'clock, and went to bed about 10 
o'clock. He woke up Tuesduy morning 
feeling very ill, and called his wife, who 
immediately sent fora physician. Mr. 
Vanderbilt died very soon afterwards, 
and before any physician arrived. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt was 40 years old 
when the sudden death of his father 
(William) on Dec, 8, 1885, raised him to 
the head of New York's greatest mon- 
eyed family. 

Mr. Vanderbilt was born at New Dorp, 
S. L., in 1843, upon the 70-acre farm which 
his grandfather had presented to «his 
father. He was the second child and the 
oldest son. His mother taught him the 
rudiments of education, and when he 
grew up he caine to the city every day 
and received a thorough academic edu- 
cation. As a boy he was noted for his 
diligence and thoroughness. In his 18th 
year he went into a bank on Wall street, 
and had been twice promoted when the 
old commodore, who up to this time had 
tetally ignored his eldest son's family, 
began to look into his namesake's char- 
acter. The investigation was satisfac- 
tory, and young Cornelius was made as- 


sistant treasurer of the Harlem rail- 
road, which the commodore virtually 
owned, In this office and in that of the 


treasurer the younger Cornelius re- 
mained for 10 or 12 years. 

Here he distinguished himself ag one 
of the most conscientious, hard-working 
and painstaking men in the office, win- 
ning the respect and esteem of all who 
met him by his sincerity, his directness 
and thoroughness. 

He worked his way up the ladder, un- 
til at his father’s deathe he was ready to 
take the vacant place at the head of the 
management of his great railroad inter- 
ests. 

There were few more public-spirited 
men than Cornelius Vanderbilt.

Wealthy Jeweler Murdered. 

New York, Sept. 13.—Paul Roechricht, 
a wealthy jeweler of this city, was shot 
and killed at his summer place at North 
Plainfield, N. J., yesterday by Mrs. Peter 
Fingerhuth. Mrs. Fingerhuth and her 
husband have been arrested, and a son 
has been held as a witness. Roech- 
richt employed Fingerhuth as a land- 
scape gardener, but became dissatisfied 
with Fingerhuth’'s work and discharged 
him, and ordered him out of the house 
he occupied. The gardener refused to 
move, and the matter was to come be- 
fore the court yesterday. Instead of 
appearing before the court, Fingerhuth 
went to New York, leaving his wife in 
charge. Roechricht, his counsel, Rob- 
ert M.' Clark, and several others, at- 
tempted to force Mrs. Fingerhuth out 
of the house, and finally forced an en- 
trance. The woman fired at Roech- 
richt, the bullet striking him near the 
heart. He died within five minutes.

NO PHILIPPINE NATION, 


— 


Tribes In Islands Have Nothing In 
Common Except as to Race, 


Tagalogs the OnlyOnes Openly 
Opposed to America. 


. 


President Schurman Talks of Present Con- 
ditions and Possibilities of Future. 


Ithaca, N. Y.,. Sept. 14.—President 
Schurman yesterday gave out a state- 
ment to the Associated Press on Phil- 
ippine affairs, repeating the information 
in regard to the present conditions that 
he has already given in interviews, and 
continued: 

“It is very important that the public 
should know the actual facts of the sit- 
uation. The American public should 
understand them, whether they agree 
with or run counter to the public’s 
wishes. 

“First, it requires some effort to realize 
the vastness of the archipelago, which 
extends in triangular form through 16 
degrees of latitude. Never going out 
into the Pacific ocean on the east nor 
the China sea on the west, I madea 
circuit of 2000 miles all south of Manila. 
This gives some idea of the difficulty of 
maintaining an effective blockade, as the 
coastline of all the islands embraced 
in the archipelago is many more thous- 
ands of miles. 

“Second, the multiplicity and hetero- 
genous nature of the tribes is something 
astounding. Over 60 different lan- 
guages are spoken in the archipelago, 
and, though the majority of the tribes 
are small, there are at least half a 
dozen each having over 250,000 members. 
The languages of these people are dis- 
tinct from one another, so that the 
speech of any one tribe is unintelli- 
gible toits neighbors. These tribes are 
all civilized and Christianized, but small, 
uncivilized tribes, among whom the 
Igorotes seem best known in America, 
inhabit the mountains in Luzon, and 
form a large part of the population of 
Mindanao. In this island also there is 
a large Mohammedan population, which 
is independent of the Mohammedans in 
the neighboring Sulu archipelago. 

“Third, it is the Tagalogs inhabiting 
some of the provinces about Manila who 
are resisting the authority of the United 
States. Other civilized Filipinos are 
neutral, except where they are coerced 
by armed hands of Tagalogs, who seized 
upon their governments during the mak- 
ing and ratification of our treaty of 
peace with Spain. It would be incor- 
rect to assume, however, that these 
tribes are allies of ours. They are not. 
Indeed, they are not without suspicion 
of the white race, of which they have 
had experience only through Spain. But 
there are men of intelligence and pros- 
perity, and the masses, when not stirred 
up by the Tagalogs, recognize the ad- 
vantages to them of American sover- 
eignty, and so remain passively neutral, 
although robber bands from time to 
time descend from the mountains to 
plunder and burn the estates of the 
peaceful inhabitants on thei plains. 

“Fourth, the insurrection, though se- 
rious enough, as experience has proved, 
is notanational uprising. Indeed, there 
is no Philippine nations As I have al- 
ready said, there is a multifarious col- 
lection of tribes, having only this is 
common, that they belong to the Ma- 
layan race. The inhabitants of the 
archipelago.no more constitute a na- 
tion than the inhabitants of the con- 
tinent of Europe do.

Cornelius Vanderpilt’s Funeral. 

New York, Sept. 15—The funeral of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt took place today.

Greer officiated, and Bishop Potter as- 
sisted, Previous to the church service, 
a short one was held at the house, at- 
tended only by members of the family.

A National Object Lesson.

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TRUST RESOLUTIONS, 


Conference, After Heated Discussion, 
Votes For a Platform Committee, 


Practically a Defeat For Anti- 


Trust Partisans. 
i. 


Tariff Debate Disappointing, Neither Side Mak 
ing a Good Showing. 


Chicago, Sept. 15.—The anti-trust del- 
egates to the conference organized in 
earnest yesterday and declared that 
they would place the delegates to the 
convention on record as anti- or pro- 
trust. A steering commiittee and a com- 
mittee of resolutions were appointed. 

The preliminary sparring in the com- 
mittee on program and rules will sit 
continued for several hours and devel- 
oped considerable acrimony, did not in 
any Way promise to lead to any bitter- 
ness in open conference or to disturb in 
any way the real work of the confer- 
ence. 

The selection of William W. Howe of 
New Orleans, ex-president of the Amer- 
ican Bar association, for chairman of 
the conference was a wise one, and will 
assist in producing harmony. The tall 
Texan, Wooten, won his place as first 


vice president by his vigorous oratory 


Wednesday. The other vice presidents 
are also apparently anti-trust men, and 
this indicates that that faction is press- 
ing tothefront. It held another meet- 
ing at the Palmer House and listened to 
other vigorous speeches 

The contention again arose between 
the two factions at the opening of the 
Session yesterday, when a motion was 
offered providing for the selection of a 
resolutions committee by the chairman. 
At once Mr. McQuirk of Iowa moveti as 
an amendment that the committee be 
appointed by the several state delega- 
ons. This was clearly a slap at the 
chairman, and showed that the “antis” 
were bound to get hold of that com- 
mittee. This amendment was carried 
by a vote of about twotoone. Thena 
debate ensued on the question as to 
whether the conference should adopt any 
resolutions at all. 

Mr. Prince of Texas, on behalf of the 
anti-trust men, made a strenuous pro- 
test against a platform committee, hint- 
ing that it was a scheme of the pro- 
trust men. Collins of Illinois thought 
Such a committee would be necessary 
and ought to be constituted. When it 
reported then the conference could de- 
cide whether it should pass any resolu- 
tions. Ely of Iowa declared that he 
Was against any resolutions, and they 
ought not to be passed. Rosewater of 
Nebraska declared vehemently that he 
did not believe any resolutions com- 
mittee would bring in resolutions wholly 
indorsing trusts, and if it should, such 


resolutions would be defeated. “God 
hates a coward,” and he believed that 
the conference should make a stand. 


McQuirk of Iowa indorsed this view. 


After a wearing speech from a Mary- 
land delegate, 
the situation by a brief 
that unless the committee were appoint- 
ed great confusion would ensue, and reso- 
lutions could be offered and debated at 
any time, and the program laid out by 
the commiittee could be utterly dis- 
turbed, The conference was not now 
ready because its mind was not made 
up. He moved the previous question. 

His statement won all, the previous 
question was ordered unanimously, and 
the motion to appoint the committee was 
earried by a large majority, which was 
in effect a defeat for the anti-trust par- 
tisans, for while a few of the anti-trust 
men spoke for the resolutions, it has been 
the purpose of the radical faction to 
prevent the appointment of such com- 
mittee. 

It was also provided that Saturday 
should be devoted to the resolution com- 
mittee—whether it should be discharged 
or not, and what disposition should be 
made of these resolutions. The pro- 
gram was then taken up and the state- 
ment by the various speakers on the 
problem of the bearing of the tariff on 
trusts as arranged by the committee 
began. 

This whole tariff debate was a disap- 
pointment. Neither side made a good 
showing; the free traders did not satisfy 
their assertions that the tariff produced 
trusts by facts, nor did they attempt to 
show what would be the effect on the in- 
dustries themselves if the tariff were 
withdrawn from them. And they did 
not show why they demanded that the 
tariff be withdrawn from all industries, 
both those which produce monopolies 
and those whith do not. On the other 
hand, the protectionists did not really 
take up the problem at all, claiming 
that the tariff has built up our industries 
and merely asking that that industry be 
allowed to take its course and work out 
its own future. 


Red Brethren Will Fight For Us. 

Washington Sept. 15.—James H. Till- 
man, a son of ex-Representative Till- 
man of South Carolina, and who served 
as colonel of the First South Carolina 
volunteers in the Spanish war, has been 
promised by the president a captaincy 
in one of the new volunteer regiments. 
Colonel Tillman was told by the president 
that there was no objection to enlisting 
a certain proportion of Indians in a com- 
pany which he authorized Captain Till- 
man to organize. A. A. Girard, formerly 
of the Rough Riders, has been named 
as first lieutenant of Captain Tillman's 
company. One platoon will be composed 
of educated Indians, leading men of the 
Chippewa, Nez Perces and other tribes. 
The two remaining platoons will be com- 
posed of South Carolinians,

Historie Article on Dorothy Q. 
and Early Quincey. 


An article entitled, ‘*Dorothy Q., a 
Colonial Maide,’? by Miss Elizabeth 
Porter Gould of Boston, makes the 
National Magazine for this month of 
special value to Quincy people who are 
interested in ye olden times. We quote 
in part: ‘‘Dorothy, strictly speaking, 
was not a Daughter of the Revolution, 
since, born in 1709 (Jan. 4,) she died 
in 1762. But connected as she was with 
those who were ardent patriots,she was 
doubtless familiar with the discussions 
and principles leading to that result, 
She_was an aunt of that fervid orator 
Josiah Quincy, Jr., who ‘expended his 
life for the cause of his country, dying 
on shipboard in sight of home, as he 
returned from England only even days 
after hostilities had begun. 

And today 1n the year of grace, 1899, 
Boston, the three-hilled town, honors 
that ancient name in its mayor, Josiah 
Quincy. It was through Dorothy's 
grandfather, Josiah Flynt—the honored 
pastor in Dorchester for many years— 
that the first Josiah came into the 
Quincy family; and as one said ona 
festive family occasion, the descent 
in their case has been from ‘‘Siah to 
siah, instead of from sire to son!”’ 

Dorothy was the daughter of a dis- 
tinguished man, Edmund Quincy, a 
Harvard graduate (1699) who, besides 
holding high office as Judge in his 
own land, and as one of his Majesty's 
Council, was agent at the Court of St. 
James for the Massachusetts Bay 
Province. He was engaged in the im- 
portant business of a settlement of the 
boundary line between the Massachu- 
setts Province and New Hanpshire, 
when he died in England of smallpox 
in October, 1737. 

The pastor of the Braintree 
Reverend Jolin Hancock, preached a 
sermon to his memory, which was pub- 
lished at the time, can be seen today in 
the Boston Public Library. It is 
dedicated to the bereaved family, in- 
cluding Dorothy, her sister Elizabeth, 
and two brothers Edmund and Josiah. 

Edmund Quincy (the third of 
his name) with his wife Dorothy Flynt 
and his family, which incladed Dorothy 
Q., lived in the ancestral Quiney lands, 
which a Sachem had granted to the 
first Edmund Quincy, after his arrival 
in this country in 1633. This 
grandfather of Dorothy Qy, 
panied by six servants, had come to 
Boston from England with the Rey. 
John Cotton, and had become a repre- 
sentative of the town of Boston in the 
first General Court ever held in Massa- 
chusetts Bay. 

This old home of the Quineys, still in 
existence on Hancock street, (the 
Peter Butler house) though notin the 
Qunicy name, is a interesting 
specimen of colonial structure. Built 
in 1685, by Dorothy’s grandfather, 
Edmund Quincy 2d, it was inherited 
by her father. It was noted for its 
hospitality. Judge Sewall in his 
diary, describes a funeral there of 
‘“*Uncle Quinsey.’’ When Dorothy 
was a little child three years old, the 
Judge came there himself (March, 
1712,) when, as he tells in his diary, 
‘*the day and he being in a manner 
spent,’’ he turned in to Cousin 
Quincy, where he had the pleasure to 
see ‘‘God in his Providence is shining 
again upon the persons and affairs of 
the family, after long distressing sick- 
ness and loses.** The ‘‘chamber next 
the brooke’’ was where he lodged. An- 
other important room in the house was 
the one occupied by Dorothy's bachelor 
Uncle, Henry Flynt, the brother of her 
mother now famous as the tutor of 
Harvard College for more than half a 
century, and Fellow of the Corporation 
through sixty-five years.3 Among the 
pleasant remembrances Dorothy had of 
her uncle was a trip he took when 
nearly eighty years old (June, 1754,) 
from Cambridge to Portsmouth. Even 
in this journey he did not inivte one 
of his old friends to accompany him 
but a undergraduate of Harvard, David 
Sewall of York, Maine. Perhaps there 
is no more interesting journey of the 
kind preserved than this as told by 
David years afterwards, to his 
mate John Adams (found among the 
Adams papers). 

Dorothy mast have been a favorite of 
the old tutor, for on his death, two 
years before hers, there fell to her the 
silver teapot given him by his Harvard 
pupils over twenty years before. On 
it, besides the year 1738, and the 
words, Ex Dono Pupillorum, there 
were engraved for armorial bearings, 
three nodules supposed to represent the 
mineral, suggesting Flynt, the 
recipient’s name. 

At the time of Dorothy’s death in 
1762, her niece Doruthy, the daughter 
of her brother Edmund, was coming 
into notice as a charming girl of 
fifteen, later to honor the Quincy name 
as the wife of Governor John Han- 
cock. She lived with her attractive 
sisters in Dorothy’s old home which 
her father inherited. We are shown 
today a room with the quaint Chinese 
paper which tradition says was put

This article is understood to be the out- 
come of an important Afrikander caucus 
held to discuss the Chamberlain note, 
and it is understood that the argument 
has been fortified by strong messages 
to Pretoria, urging the volksraad to 
forego the suzerainty objection and to 
concede the British proposals. There is 
every reason to believe that Mr. Hof- 
meyer, the Afrikander leader, has wired 
President Kruger to the same effect, and 
similar representations have been tel- 
egraphed from the Orange Free State. 


The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle says that when Mr, 
Greene, the British diplomatic agent, 
suggested 48 hours as the period within 
which the reply-of the South African 
republic was expected, the Transvaal 
representative replied: “If your sug- 
gestion is serious, the reply will be ready 
in 48 minutes.”

k, Croker and O her Prominent Men 
Appear on the Witness Stand. 

New York, Sept. 15.—Before the Mazet 
investigating committee yesterday 
Mayor Van Wyck was the first witness. 
Thé mayor said he could not give the 
date when the Ramapo company first 
made proposals to furnish the city with 
water. The condition of the water sup- 
ply: in Brooklyn had alarmed him at the 
time he wrote his first annua! message. 
He was still alarmed over the matter, he 
said. 

Yesterday's session was certainly the 
stormiest and perhaps the most interest- 
lag ever held. Besides Mayor Van 
Wyck, Richard Croker, Edward Lauter- 
bach, Hugh McLaughlin, ex-State Sen- 
ator Rice, President Dutcher of the 
Ramapo Water company, Edward M. 
Grout, and a number of other officials of 
Greater New York participated in the 
proceedings. : 

Richard Croker enlivened the session 
by producing 4 typewritten document, 
which he handed to the reporters, but 
made no attempt to get it before the 
committee in a formal way- This docu- 
ment was an extract from the opinion 
of the justices of the general term, first 
department, in the case of the people 
vs. Scholey. At the conclusion of this 
opinion, Van Brunt, J. P., concurring, 
condemned in rather strong language 
the action of one of the notaries, Frank 
Moss, in acknowledging a signature upon 
a mere personal introduction at the time 
of the execution of the paper to which 
the signature was attached. 

Mr. Moss, who is the attorney for the 
Mazet committee, retaliated by present- 
ing Mr. Croker with a clipping from an 
English paper, showing that the Tam- 
many Hall! leader was regarded as the 
mayor on the other side of the water. 
The clipping read: “Among our latest 
distinguished American visitors is Mr. 
Richard Croker, mayor of New York.” 

The Ramapo Water company, the cor- 
poration anxious to obtain the $200,- 
000,000 contract with the city of New 
York, was the subject under investiga- 
tion. Mayor Van Wyck, while on the 
stand, intimated that Mr. Moss was 
anxious for a nomination fora position 
on the supreme bench. He said he 
would not act on the Ramapo water case 
until it came before him officially. The 
mayor added that Mr. Moss seemed to 
think that Silas B. Dutcher, Levi P 
Morton and General Tracy were a ‘pack 
of thieves.” This was the first time ex- 
Governor Morton's name had ever been 
connected with the Ramapo Water com- 
pany. and Mr. Moss pressed Mr. Van 
Wyck for the purpose of ascertaining 
What the mayor knew about the ex-gov- 
ernor’s stockholdings In the corporation.

Asked by Mr. Moss whether 
he did not consult a judge of the supreme 
court as to whether he was bound to 
obey a Mazet committee subpoaena, Mr 
Croker replied: “No, sir; you are 
dreaming.” 

Take it all in all, little important in- 
formation could be obtained concerning 
the Ramapocompany. Edward Lauter- 
bach informed the committee that he 
had endeavored to obtain the consent of 
the stockholders to the publication of 
their names, and that by*"Monday next 
he hoped to have the necessary consent.

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WAR DRAWING NEARER, 


Boers Not Inclined to Yield to All 
the Demands of Great Britain. 


Will Adhere to the Seven 
Years’ Franchise Law. 


Haim to Have Been Misled by Chamberlain 
and Diplomatic Agent Greene. 


London, Sept. 16.—In the forecasts of 
President Kruger’s reply there is un- 
doubtedly a large basis of truth, which 
f6eems to bring the dispute within a mea- 
surable distance of war. 

Last evening the Press association is- 
sued a statement to the effect that as 
e00n as the garrison in Natal had been 
sufficiently strengthened, the Transvaal 
government would be called upon to 
complete a new convention already 
drafted which, while guaranteeing the 
integrity of the Transvaal] state, pro- 
vides for the demolition of the forts and 
limits the armed force of the Tyansvaal 
to a number deemed sufficient to main- 
tain internal order. 

According to the Press association, the 
convention will demand that the diplo- 
matic agencies be suppressed and the 
judiciary be made independent of the 
executive. 

This statement, which realizes the ex- 
tr. me demands of the outlanders, must 
be accepted under reserve at the present 
®‘age, but it is not unlikely to be a semi- 
official hint as to the next move of the 
government, should President Kruger 
prove obdurate.

BUT FEW NEW FEATURES. 


Busin~ss In Genera! Continues to Boom Along ; A Colenial Dame to W 


at a Rapid Pace. 

New York, Sept. 16.—Bradstreet’s says: 
With comparatively little stock or other 
speculative activity, and with few strik- 
ingly new features presenting them- 
selves, the general business of the coun- 
try goes forward at a good pace, and in 
unprecedented volume for this period of 
the year. Reports indicative of this 
come from most leading markets, ad- 
fitional proof being furnished by the 
fteadiness of most prices on the high 
plane recently reached, the very heavy 
business being done by the transporta- 
tion interests, as reflected in enormous 
railroad earnings, reports of expanded 
demand, heavy export trade totals and 
reported cheerfulness of the outlook as 
to the balance of the year. 

Fall trade activity would appear to be 
at its maximum, judging from advices 
of activity and strength of demand, re- 
ported alike from western and eastern 
markets, and shared in also by most 
south Atlantic and interior southern 
cities. Yellow fever at some southern 
points, resulting in quarantine regula- 
tions, has tended to restrict business at 
a few markets, notably New Orleans, 
while unfavorable crop and weather 
conditions limit business at Galveston. 

Iron and steel are very quiet, but very 
strong, at the east. Blast furnace re- 
ports show that current consumption 
and production are not far apart, but 
production fails to show the expansion 
looked for, and, while current work is at 
the rate of 14,000,000 tons per year, esti- 
mates of the year’s production do not 
run much beyond 13,500,000 tons. 

The notable stren_... in cereals this 
week is shownincorn. Little changeis 
to be noted in wheat, though the govern- 
ment report was stimulating. 

Weather conditions are partly respon- 
sible for the better demand for butter. 

Crude petroleum is also stronger, and 
tobacco and hides are scarce and high. 

Cotton is a shade lower on the week, 
owing mainly to the failure of foreign 
epinners to accept current advices as io 
cotton crop conditions. ‘Lhe strength 
of cotton goods is, however, notable. 

Lumber retains its old strength, and 
new buying is responsible for advanced 
quotations at several centres. This is 
true also of most building materials, 
with the exception of brick, which is 
rather weak, owing to reported over- 
production. 

Woo! is firm at all and higher at some 
markets. Woolen goods are strong. 
though some manufacturers complain 
that the advance in raw material has 
outstripped the gain in the manufac- 
tured product. A number of mills are 
reported to have instructed their agents

Dividing bees discourages them, be- 
cause it weakens them. 
It is necessary to feed while the 


weather is warm, as the honey should 
be sealed over thoroughly. 

At night is the worst of all times in 
which to handle bees. In the heat of 
the day, when the most of them are on 
the wing, is the best time. 

Eggs laid by fertile workers always 
hatch drones. It matters not where the 
eggs are laid, in worker or drone comb. 
They often prove very troublesome. 


Comb honey is easily damaged. One 
of its worst pests is ants. If they be al- 
lowed access to comb honey, they will 


cut the capping and destroy the appear- 
ance of the honey. 

Combs that are infested with worms 
can be cleaned up in good shape by plac- 
ing them in a strong colony of Italian 
bees. They are better for a job of this 
kind than the black bees. 

One of the best ways of rendering out 
beeswax is to put the comb into a sack, 
place this into a kettle of water and boil 
it. The wax will ooze out of the sack 
and rise to the surface. Then it can be 
skimmed off.—St. Louis Republic.

Mr. Bryan surprised the com- | 
mittee by declining to speak at the night 
with Mr. Cockran, in accord- 
ance With the program previously ar- 
ranged. Mr. Bryan explained that he 
did not Wish to let the impression go out 
that he was to enter into a debale with 
Mr. Cockran. 

Mr. Cockran was sent:for, and he and 
Mr. Bryan discussed the situation. Mr. 
Bryan asserted that he never said he 
would follolw Mr, Cockran with an ad- 
dress on the same evening.

Wehave butto 
provide a simple statute, that any stock- | 
holder shall have the right to examine 
the of a company, and know 
everything about its concerns. And 
that is the law today, if the courts would 
enforce it. In addition to that, every 
corporation should be compelled to file 
with the secretary of state when it or- 
f£anizes a statement of property, and 
then let the public buy at any capitaliza- | 
tion it chooses to make. Every year it 
should report to some competent au- 
thority a full statement of its business. 
That is the law today in nearly every 
State, and itis always evaded. The re- 
ports are misleading where they are not 
incomprehensible. Let those reports be 
fair, honest statements of their business, 
and then finally extend the powers of 
your superintendents of insurance and 
banking to all corporations, and let these 
verified and then you will 
have management of corpora- 
tions, and this public distrust and hatred 
of corporate entities will disappear from 
the minds of a liberty-loving people. 
Against the monopoly that depends upon 
government, favored in any shape or 
form, there I am as truly opposed as any 
gentleman, even from Texas. But, when 
we come to consider an organization 
which dominates the market without 
any aid from government, we face a 
proposition of a radically opposite char- | 
acter.

“Let us see what the objection to that 
is. We are told that it defeats compe- 
tition, but that is an obvious mistake. 
I must say that an industrial organiza- 
tion that cheapens to me the cost of 
something I need, I regard as a benefit. 

“Monopoly is a word whieh suffers 
from a very bad name, and deservedly 
so. It has been associated for ages 
with the very worst form of government 
practices. I do not believe that there 
fs any single industry existing in this 
country today that is a monopoly in the 
sense in which that word can be used. 

“I believe the Standard Oil company, 
which is generally considered the lead- 
ing monopoly, supplies about 62 percent 
of the entire product of allits consumers. 
But I suppose a better word would be a 
dominating industrial enterprise. 

The gentlemen who object to this form 
of domination or monopoly on the 
ground that it destroys competition, are 
fllogical. It does not destroy competi- 
tion. It is the very product of compe- 
tition. You cannot have competition 
without competitors, and if you have 
competitors, one must prevail. The 
competition of men in any department 
of human endeavor, if it be absolutely 
free, always develops excellence, and ex- 
cellence is monopoly. He who seils 
cheapest must always dominate the 
market. I have heard it said that the 
Successful industry throws the men who

do not beiieve, have thrown anybody out 
of employment who deserves employ- 
ment There have been two or three 
greet industrial changes, and my firm 
belief is that a period of industrial 
change is a period of apprehensions that 
are never realized. JI think I could dem- 
onstrate here that anything which 
syheapens a commodity or article, and, 
therefore, increases the volume of the 
commodity, cannot throw anybody out 
2f employment. As soon as the rail- 
roads became so far organized that the 
Btage coach was driven out, the demand 
for drivers and horses to distribute mer- 
chancise and passengers from railway 
stations was more than three times 
greater than the demand for drivers of 
ttage coaches. When there was con- 
structed a machine for the manufacture 
of shoes the cobbler bemoaned his fate, 
and the weaver, working for a miserable 
pittance, bemoaned the approach of the 
day when the steam loom would deprive 
him of the bare crust he was able to 
earn, but the putting of newer and 
cheaper goods on the market gave em- 
ployment to many men, and the cobbler 
Was taken from the cellar and the weav- 
er from his back room and placed in a 
light and airy factory, and he got bet- 
ter wages. 

“One gentleman here declared that 
this method of combination must be 
stopped because 30,000 commercial trave!l- 


| €rs had been thrown out af employment. 
| Suppose that a new industrial organiza- 


tion produces results of great moment 
to 70,000,000 of people, cheapens the cost 
of some article of necessity; and suppose 
it did throw 30,000 out of employment, 
would you hold back the general welfare 
of the community to suit that particular 
30,000? If we do it for 30,000 we ought to 
do it for 15,000 or 1000; if for 1000, why not 
for one. 

“The man who is displaced by one ele- 
ment of progress is not absolutely re- 
tired from the field of industry, but he ts 
transferred from one field where he is 
no longer most useful, to another where 
his capacities are sure of greater devel- 
opment.” 

Mr. Cockran referred to the manner in 
which Mr. Bryan secured the nomination 
for the presidency and asked if anybody 
would deny that the result of that free 
competition was the selection of the best 
man qualified 

Continuing, Mr, Cockran said: “Inmy 
judgment there is but one test of pros- 
perity which is absolutely infallible, 
that is the rate of wages paid to labor. 
One of the most hopeful signs of our fu- 
ture prosperity is that the movement of 
Wages is upward. Labor unions do not 
affect the rate of wages much at all. 
And yet they are of enormous benefit to 
the whole body of the community, The 
great strikes of this country have arisen 
from the refusal of the employers to dis- 
cuss the questi¢n at issue between them 
and their employes, with the agents that 
the employes select. There is no reason 
Why a state should not provide by a 
properly framed law that where a public 
service is interrupted by the failure of a 
corporation to discharge the function 
for which it holds a franchise, that the 
attorney general should bring an action 
to forfeit the franchise it has received. 
If these great corporations exercising 
public franchises be compelled to set an 
example of discussing matters with 
their employes the results will be so 
beneficent that all other employers of 
labor will be eager to follow their ex- 
ample.

The inevitable desire of all Americans 
to win their fight appears to hamper the 
work of the conference. Ever since the 
first day of the session there has been a 
pronounced desire to count noses to see 
At 
first it was the anti-trust faction which 
protested that it was not to have a fair 
hearing and its claims given an adequate 
presentation. Now the pro-trust faction 


| is complaining that the anti-trust men 


are being allowed too many privileges, 
and are given more time and chance to 
speak. 

All this strife, with the disturbing dis- 
cussion as to the effect the conference 
will have on the great political parties, 


is making this conference more like a 


great convention, and the oft-declared 
statement that “I am here to listen 
rather than to speak” has become ab- 
surd. All efforts are now being directed 
toward gaining advantage, and one 
hears more arguments and spt culation 
as to the outcome of the fight over the 
committee on resolutions than over the 
real question. That is to say, the time 
for serious reflection on the subject it- 
self sems to have passed, and both sides 
are lined up as partisans eager for wordy 
combat and directing all energies to- 
ward gaining their ends. 

The Bryan-Cockran case is an indica- 
tion of the trend of affairs. It would

will be remembered that the two great 
speeches made for and against the in- 
come provision of the Wilson bill were 
made by Mr. Bryan and Mr. Cockran. 
So, in the campaign of 1896, these two 
men were the chief orators on the gold 
and silver sides of the money question. 
So far Cockran has been the command- 
ing figure of the conference. 

There have been no new ideas brought 
forth of any consequence, It has been 
stated that no one was moving for the 
abolition of trusts, but that statement 
must be qualified. The radical anti- 
trust people are really advocating this 
sort of thing, but it does not seem possi- 
ble that they will have much weight in 
the conference, as they all, like Governor 
Pingree, are very chary of processes by 
which this is to be done, except the Ar- 
kansas man who wished the trust to be 
considered an outlaw and to be proceed- 
ed against criminally. There is yet no 
answer to the argument that many 
states have anti-trust laws, but they 
have not been enforced.

Collapse Due to Rise In Price 


Lynn, Mags., Sept. 16.—The failure of 
the Hurley Shoe company, with such 
enormous liabilities, has set the shoe 
manufacturers of Lynn talking, as it 
Was entirely unexpected, Again the 
danger of engaging in the manufacture 
of a ‘special shoe is brought into promi- 
nence by the failure of a fourth firm in 
this city in the past year, which had 
dropped the standard lines for a special 
shoe manufactured at a special price. 

While there are fortunes for the few 
in a special shoe which wins the favor of 
the publiic, the women’s shoe manufac- 
turers who have made a success of a 
&pecial shoe are in the proportion of one 
to five of those who have tried and failed. 
A retired manufacturer who retains a 
keen interest in the shoe business of the 
country, and especially of Lynn, declares 
that he was fully prepared for the fail- 
ures Whi¢h have been such adisappoint- 
ment to the people interested in the 
growth of the city and its industries, 
Who believe that in advertising and in- 
troducing a special shoe of Lynn make, 
the city was benefited as much as the 
manufacturer. He believes that the rise 
in price of all the material which enters 
into a shoe has been mainly responsible 
for the collapse of these firms and the 
‘ondition of the leather market has 
Weighed doubly hard on this class of 
manutlacturers, 

“They have tied themselves down toa 
certain grade of shoe made for a fixed 
price’ he said, “and no allowance is

made for the fluctuations in the price of 
| 
| 


materials, which the manufacturer of 
standard lines of shoes is prepared for 
and overcomes easily by changing the 
grade of his goods or insisting on an 
increase in price when the supply market 
takes an upward rise. Another great 
trouble is that many makers of special] 
shoes are selling too good an article for 
the money. They underestimate the 
cost of selling the shoe. 

The margin of profit that would insure 
a handsome return to the standard 
shoe manufacturer vanishes before 
the increased expenses which the man 
who, engages in the manufacture of a 


until the price question had been settled 
with the jobbers, have every department 
in the factory running, and many of the 
factories have all the orders that they 
can fill, Mr. Currier of the firm of Lud- 
dy & Currier, declares that the generai 
shoe business of the city is on a better 
basis than it ever has been, as the manu- 
facturers have at last a firm footing on 
the price question and the labor problem 
has settled itself, the workmen recog- 
nizing that they could not keep the 
wages paid in this city at the high figure 
which prevailed when Lynn was practi- 
cally the shoe city of New England. 
There have been no cutdowns and no 
labor disputes beyond trifling differences 
for the past two years, except in a very 
few shops, and relations between the 
manufacturers and employes are on a 
better footimg than formerly. An in- 
crease of business has foliowed the lull 
caused by the sparring about prices for 
the spring trade, and both employers 
‘and employed facing the future 
with cheerfulness and hope.

17—Comment by Rev. 5. li. Doyle. 
Toric.—Unhesitating confidence in Christ.—II 

Tim. i, 1-12. 

Paul isa splendid example of ‘‘un- 
hesitating confidence in Christ.”’ He 
had confidence in Christ, and a confi- 
dence that was shaken by nothing. So 
great was his confidence that prison 
walls had no terror for him, the faith- 
leseness of friends never unnerved him, 
and death had no sting for him. He had 
been beaten for Christ's sake, stoned 
for Christ and shipwrecked in the cause 
of Christ. He had been ‘‘in journeyings 
often, in perils of waters, in perils of 
robbers, in perils by mine own coun- 
trymen, in perils by the heathen, in 
perils in the city, in perils in the wil- 
derness, in perils in the sea, in perils 
among false brethren, in weariness and 
painfulness, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness,’’ yet none of these 
many and varied experiences ever shook 
his faith in Christ. They rather seemed 
to strengthen it as the storms strength- 
en the roots of the great oak in the 
earth. 

The secret of the great apostle’s un- 
founded faith in Christ was his positive 
assurance that Christ was worthy of it. 
He had Jearned from faith, love and ex- 
perience that Christ was able to do al) 
that he had premised to dofor him. He 
had intrusted the eternal welfare of his 
soul to Christ and knew that Christ was 
able to keep the trust. As one deposits 
his money in a bank for safe keeping, 
Pau! had deposited his soul into Christ's 
care and keeping, and, as the knowl- 
edge that the bank is worthy of our 
trust gives us unbounded confidence in 
it, so Paul’s knowledge of Christ’s 
worthiness gave him unbounded trust 
and confidence in Christ. 

The importance of having this posi- 
tive assurance is evident to all, yet how 
many do not possess it! How many 
Christians are fearful and timid and, 
amid trials and troubles and afflictions, 
are filled with doubts and mistrusts! 
Whence came Paul's abundance of as- 
surance? It was undoubtedly a God 
given assurance. ‘‘I can do all things 
through Christ that strengtheneth me,’’ 
he had written to his friends before, 
and can we not be sure that God in 
Christ gave him this assurance and con- 
fidence in Christ? We may be natural- 
ly of a timid, despondent disposition, 
and yet God can by his power strength- 
en us and enable us to meet with un- 
hesitating confidence the trials, doubts 
and troubles of life. He can strengthen 
the weak hands and confirm the feeble 
knees. Let us live closer to Christ in 
our daily lives and learn from experi- 
ence that Christ is able to do for us all 
that he has promised to do, and this 
knowledge will give us confidence in 
Christ.

companied by his wife and his Servant, 
Harding. The latter will travel right 
through, but Mrs. De Windt will, after 
accompanying her husband as fur as 
Irkutsk, in eastern Siberia, retura to 
Europe and subsequently meet Mr. De 
Windt at Wincipeg on the coaclusion 
of his voyage in 1901. After leaving 
Paris Mr. De Windt will travel to Mos- 
cow, thence by train via Slataousk, 
Omsk and Krasnoyarsk to Irkutsk, 
which place will be reached in Septem- 
ber. There Mr. De Windt will remain 
until the beginning of November, when 
he will proceed by horse sleigh north 
to Yakutsk. There a stay of three 
weeks will be made to get together the 
dog sleighs, etc., and on Jan. 10 a start 
will be made for East Cape, Siberia, 
on Bering straits, the most northeast- 
erly point of Asia. The route thither 
will be via Sredni-Kolynsk and Nijni- 
Kolynsk to the mission settlements. 
From Kolynsk the journey will be due ; 
east along the shores of the Arctic 
ocean and by way of Tehaon bay, 
Cape North and Wankarem to East 
Cape, which, it is hoped, will be reach- | 
ed about the end of March, 1901. 

Arrangements have been made for a 
San Francisco whaling steamer to 
meet Mr. De Windt at East Cape when 
navigation opens at the end of June, | 
until which time he will live with the} 
Tchuktchis at East Cape. If the ice 
conditions allow, the whaler will con- 
yey the explorer to Herschell island, in 
the Arctic ocean, near the mouth of 
the Mackenzie river. Entering the 
Mackenzie, 70 miles from Herschell 
island, late in July, the river will be 
ascended as far as Fort Good Hope 
by open boat. At the latter place it is 
hoped to get a river steamer which 
plies twice a year between there and 
the lakes and to proceed via Fort 
Simpson, Great Slave lake and Lake 
Athabasca to Edmonton, Winnipeg 
and New York, reaching there in Oc- 
tober, 1901.

‘onsidering Qualities. 


“The proposals, now taller through, 
contained in the Transvaal di <patches of 
Aug. 19 and Aug. 21, were ¢!; ited from 
this government by suggestions made 
by the British diplomatic a. -nt in Pre- 
toria (Mr. Greene) to the Transvaal 
State secretary (Mr. Reitz), suggesiions 
which this government acted upon in 
good faith, and after specially ascertain- 
ing whether they would be likely to 
prove acceptable to the British govern- 
ment. This government had by no 
means an intention to raise again need- 
lessly the question of its political status, 
but acted with the sole object of en- 
deavoring, by the aid of the local Brit- 
ish agent, to put an end to the strained 
condition of affairs. 

“This was done in the shape of a pro- 
posal which this goverment deems, 
both as regards its spirit and form, to be 
£0 worded as, relying upon intimations 
to this government, would eati=fy her 
majesty’s government. This government 
Saw a difficulty as to the acceptance of 
those proposals by the people and leg- 
islature of the Transvaal, and also con- 
templated possible dangers connected 
therewith, but risked making them on 
account of a sincere desire to secure 
Peace, and because assured by Mr. 
Chamberlain that such proposals would 
not be deemed a refusal of his proposals, 
but would be settled on their meritz. 

“As regards the joint co:amission the 
Transvaal adheres to the acceptance of 
the invitation thereunto given by her 
majesty’s government, and cannot un- 
derstand why such commission, which 
before was deemed necessary to explain 
the complicated details of the seven 
years’ law, should now be deemed un- 
necessary; why it should now, without 
such inquiry, be thought possible to de- 
Clare this law inadequate. 

“Further, there must be a misappre- 
hension if it is assumed that this gov- 
ernment was prepared *o lay proposals 
for a five years’ franchise and a quarter 
representation of the new population 
before the volksraad for the uncondition- 
al acceptation. As to the language, this 
fovernment never made any offer such 
as is referred to, considering, as it did, 
buch a measure both unnecessary and 
unde sirable. 

“The proposed conference, as distinct 
from the joint commission of inquiry, 
this government is likewise not unwill- 
ing to enter upon; but the difficulty is 
that an acceptance thereof is made Ge- 
pendent upon the acceptance, on the 
side of the Transvaal, of precedent con- 
ditions which this government does not 
feel at liberty to submit to the volksraad, 
and, moreover, the subjects to be dis- 
cussed at the conference remained un- 
defined. 

“This government ardently desires 
and gladly accepts arbitration, as its 
firm intention is to adhere to the terins 
of the London convention of 1884.’ 

The dispatch concludes by trusting 
that the British government, on reccn- 
sideration, may not deem it fit to make 
more Onerous Or new proposals, but will 
“adhere to Great Britain's proposal for 
a joint commission of inqui, »s previ- 
ously explained by the secretary of state 
for the colonies to the imperial parlia- 
ment.” 


The Daily Chronicle says: We re- 
gret that the Boers are rejecting a fair 
offer, made in fair language and have 
taken a line giving fresh point to the 
argument of their enemies that Presi- 
dent Kruger is a shifty and impracti- 
cable politician, fit only to be spoken to 
across a line of bayonets. 

These extracts fairly represent press 
Opinion in London.” All the papers 
characterize the attempts to represent 
Mr. Greene as suggesting the Trans- 
vaal’s former proposals as mere shifty 
prevarications. 

The Morning Post says: The Boers 
mean to fight. That is the plain Eng- 
lish of it. 

The Standard says: The Transvaal 
note is unsatisfactory, and, indeed, a 
dangerous composition. It might be 
going too far to say that the last 
hope of peace has vanished, or that 
diplomacy has vaid its final word, but 
it is idle to deny that the rulers of the 
Transvaal have brought their country 
very close to the brink of a disaster 
which the British government has done 
its best to avert.

Declaration That It Will Bea 
War to a Finish. 


To Get Good Players by Abolishing Reserve 
Rule---Lower Admission Prices. 


Chicago, Sept. 18—A new bas¢hall 
league whose circuit will include cities 
in both the national and western leagues 
and which will be known as the Amerli- 
Can Association of Basebal| clubs, was 
formed here yesterday at a meeting of 
baseball men and lovers of the national 
fame, The circuit as decided on will 
include the following cities: St. Louis, 
Milwaukee, Detroit and Chicago in the 
west and Baltimore, New York, Phila- 
delphia and Washington in the east. 

The platform of the new league was 
announced ag follows: “Honest com- 
Petition, no syndicate baseball, no re- 
serve rule, to respect all contracts and 
popular prices.” 

It was said that President Johnson of 
the western league had been invited, 
but he did not meet any of the promoters 
during the day. He strongly disavowed 
any connection with the league and as- 
serted that his own league kept him 
busy. 

The Detroit and Baltimore representa- 
tives kept in the background and were 
not present at the regular meeting. It 
Was given out that disclosing their iden- 
tity might embarrass certain influential 
league people, 

The real backers of the new organiza- 
tion were not disclosed, but it is claimed 
that the league will have the support of 
a brewing company in St. Louis. A re p- 
resentative of the St. Louis concern was 
in the city but he did not attend the 
meeting, and he also kept away from 
the hotel where he Was registered. 

The surprise of the conference was the 
avowal of the promoters to invade west- 
ern league territory. All of the gentle- 
men present disclaimed any intention 
of going to war with the minor league, 
but they strongly intimated that it was 
war to the finish with the national organ- 
ization. 

The platform, which is the keynote to 

the campaign to follow, was prepared 
before the delegates reached the city. It 
is said to be Von Der Ahe's production. 
The platform occasioned no discussion, 
but Was unanimously adopted. 
; By abolishing the reserve rule the 
new league thinks it will get hold of the 
best baseball talent in the country, and 
by catering to the public with lower 
prices is certain to get the masses, The 
promoters also argue that the evils en- 
gendered by forcing upon the public 
syndicate bal] is too patent to be over- 
looked. 

The advent of Anson into the councils 
of the new league means that Chicago 
will have two baseball teams should the 
new league be a reality. It is claimed 
that grounds have already been secured 
on the south side and that work will be- 
gin On the grand stand just as soon as 
permanent officers have been chosen,

Butier’s Pond Dry. 

Ever since the section of the brick 
sewer from the Pumping station to 
Canal street was built, the water in 
Bultler’s pond has been growing lower 
and lower, until today it is practically 
dry. Just what caused the pond to be- 
come so low isa mystery. Some say 
it is the dry weather while others 
claim that the sewer is responsible for 
it. That in some way the water passes 
through the underdrain, which is said 
to have been broken and cemented 
when the sewer was completed. Cer- 
tain it is that the pond is dry and the 
residents of that section are anything 
but pleased. They have called upon 
the Sewerage Commissioners to find 
out the trouble and remedy it. Up to 
the present time nothing has been 
done. This week, however, an effort 
is to be made to find the cause of the 
waters disappearing. The planis to 
fill the pond from the dead end of the 
water pipe by means of a hose. If 
when this is done the water remains 
in the pond it will be evidence that 
the dry weather was the cause. If on 
the other hand the water should dis- 
appear a shaft will be sunk near the 
sewer on Butler road and an effort 
made to stop the outlet. 

While the residents believe that the 
sewer is in some way responsible for 
the disappearance of the water, the 
Commissioners do not want to go to 
the expense of sinking a shaft until 
they are certain that is the cause.

one thing for the peons to do. As fast 
as they exhaust the supply of green 
fruit saved from the storm, and use up 
all the edible roots that grow in the 
mountains, they pack up their belong- 
ings and come into the city. Here they 
overcrowd the houses of the poor, sleep 
by hundreds in the city hall and other 
public buildings and on doorsteps, in 
the parks and wherever they can find 
room. 


As a matter of fact, people are starv- 
ing to death almost every day in the city 
ef Ponce, and, while this sad state of 
affair, exists, there is a failure to af- 
ford the commercial relief which is the 
only true and lasting relief. Unless a 
permanent government 1s established, 
unless the status of the island is de- 
termined, unless the policy to be fol- 
lowed here in the future is soon out- 
lined, existing conditions will be ag- 
gravated, and it will soon be necessary 
to feed the whole population through 
relief agents. What Porto Rico wants, 
however, is not charity, but rather the 
develcpment of her commercial and ag- 
ricultural interests, and while the pres- 
ent relief is necessary, that necessity 
wculd soon disappear if those interests 
were properly cared for. 

The distribution of relief is in the 
hands of the quartermaster depart- 
ment of the army. In each city the 
aleade appoints a committee which is- 
sues printed slips to be filled in with 
the names of destitute people. Can- 
vassers, in some cases committees of 
ladies, visit the city wards and is- 
sue these slips, which, in turn, are ex- 
changed for rations at the depots of 
supplies. 

More than this, when the Panther ar- 
rived in the harbor of Ponce, the sea 
was rough, and there was a very heavy 
rain, yet for some reason the work of 
putting off the supplies was not post- 
pcned, and I am reliably informed much 
of the cargo dropped into the bay in- 
stead of reaching the lighters. Then 
again, what reached the lighters was 
tossed upon the waves in the rain for 
86 hours. The tarpauling only partly 
protected the supplies, and 50 percent of 
what was finally landed was damaged 
by water. Tons of rice and oatmeal 
ave since been thrown into the ocean 
Or given away, to be fed to chickens or 
pigs. By a strange irony of fate, the 
boxes of fancy straw hats and un- 
trimmed theatre bonnets came through 
safely. 

The island, as a whole, has been yery 
fortunate in avoiding an epidemic. 
There is more sickness than is usual 
among the peons, but this can be easily 
explained. The city hospitals here are 
overcrowded, and the temporary hos- 
pitals have more patients than they can 
properly accommodate. Of 110 cases 
In the latter institutions 58 are reported 
as having aenemia. 


~? Negro Hiding In Woods. 

West Dennis, Mass., Sept. 18.—A young 
man, who was gunning in the Yarmouth 
woods Saturday afternoon, was startled 
by a negro who suddenly darted from a 
clump of bushes towards which the 
hunter was walking, and ran farther 
into the pines, until he disappeared from 
view. The negro, who was hatless, 
angwefs the description of the Bourne 
desperado, Potter, and no one in this 
vicinity will feel at ease until he and 
his companions are captured. The po- 
lice authorities are being severely cen- 
sured for not organizing a large posse 
#f men to run the criminals down. 


Fatal Burning Accident. 

Rockport, Mass., Sept. 18.—By the up- 
setting of a lamp, Mrs. Samuel Perkins 
was frightfully burned Sunday, and 
died from her injuries. Mrs. Perkins, 
who was ill, is supposed to have at- 
tempted to heat something over the 
lamp, which was overturned and fell on 
her bed, setting fire to the bed clothes. 
Her husband was in the next room, but, 
being deaf, did not know anything was 
wrong until he smelied the smoke. In 
an attempt to extinguish the flames, Mr. 
Perkins was severely burned about the 
bands.

Leominster, Mass., Sept. 18.—Bridget 
Drury is under arrest for an alleged 
attempt to poison Dr. G. H. Woodbury's 
family, in which she was employed as a 
domestic. The allegation is that she 
mixed sugar of lead in the sugar, the 
members of the household being made 
ill, which furnished the first clue of the 
intended crime.

IN BRIEF. 


Much excitement was caused at Hav- 
erhill, Mass., by the circulation of pos- 
ters, signed by President Jewett of the 
Haverhill Temperance union, offering a 
reward of $50 for evidence leading to 
the conviction of persons violating the 
liquor law. 

Daniel Ermentrout, who was elected 
on November last to his sixth term to 
congress from the Ninth Pennsylvania 
district, died at Reading, Pa. He was 
62 years of age. A piece of meat lodged 
in his throat and a physician had to be 
called to save him from strangulation. 
Paralysis of the parts affected followed, 
but his death was unexpected. 

Steamer Merrimac, which 
aground in the Merrimac river, near 
Haverhill, Mass., two weeks ago, has 
been raised and beached on the Newbury 
shore.

The action of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Yacht Racing Associa- 
tion of Massachusetts at its meeting at 
Young’s hotel, Boston, on Monday 
evening in throwing out the Quincy 
Yacht club open race of Saturday, Sept. 
9, on a slight technicality, that one 
boat the Jeannettee, owned by Walter 
Burgess of the committee, claimed 
that it had not been notified of the 
race in question, will have, it is feared, 
a grave tendency to strain the relations 
between the two organizations. The 
throwing out of an entire open race be- 
cause one boat, which is seldom raced, 
claims that it did not receive a notice, 
is a ruling which is arbitrary as well 
as unprecedented in the annuals of 
yacht racing in these waters. It will 
add fuel to the increasing dislike of 
the Association among yachtsmen, who 
are true racing men. 

Another point which came before_the 
Committee were several appealed cases 
from various boards of judges along the 
coast. One was where the Privateer of 
the Quincy club was interested. In 
every instance, with one exception, 
and that was when the Wollaston 
judges came to the rescue ina body 
and stood their ground, the Privateer 
was downed on trivial technical points 
where she had come in first and an- 
other boat had repeatedly protested. 
Out of 18 races she sailed with the 
Arab IV she lead her in 11, but not- 
withstanding that and also the fact 
that she won more first (nine) than any 
other boat in her class (class D) the 
committee have thrown her down on 
infintisimal technacalities in favor of a 
slower boat, as the Association records 
show, and have awarded the champion- 
ship prize for 1899 to a boat without a 
fast record. 

Another point which exasperated the 
Quincy members, who were compelled 
to attend the meeting, was that Arab 
IV had a counsel appear for her and 
attempt to cross question the wit- 
nesses. The Executive committee 
upbeld this business, but the Priva- 
teer’s crew, through its representive 
refused point blank to recognize the 
awyer, or to answer his 
claiming that if sports like yacht rac- 
ing had got to be won by lawyers and 
technacalities other than speed and 
good seamanship, they would have 
nothing to do with the Association if 
in the future it could be helped.

form Germans who volunteer their help 
that they will be aiding President Kru- 
ger at their own risk.

WAR POSSIBILITIES. 


Great Britain Unprepared For a Rub 
With Dutchmen In South Africa. 


Raid Upon Natal Is Expected 
at Any Moment. 


? 


General Panic Caused Among British Resi- 
dents Near the Border. 


London, Sept. 19.—The Daily Tele- 
graph publishes a communication from 
a military correspondent, who, discuss- 
ing the effect of the Orange Free State's 
throwing its lot with the Transvaal, 
says: 

In event of war, this will greatly in- 
crease our difficulties, and will lengthen 
the duration of the campaign, but the 
work will be accomplished, and the 
union jack will float over consolidated 
South America between the Zambesi 
and the cape. 

The principal danger which besets the 
British position is a sudden outbreak of 
hostilities, enabling the Boers to score 
a few minor successes, which would 
bring down upon us every Dutchman in 
South Arfica, and probably, the state- 
ment that the Boers are sending com- 
pressed forage to the Natal border, seems 
to signify that they will not wait for 
new grass, but are preparing an im- 
mediate advance. 

For this we certainly are not prepared. 
It is doubtrul if the few troops and vol- 
unteers now in Natal could even main- 
tain the defensive. ‘The Cape frontier 
from Mafeking to Kimberly, including 
the diamond fields, is practically de- 
fenseless, and a combined attack by the 
Orange Free State and the Transvaal 
might result in disaster and the retreat 
of our forces toward Durban, leaving the 
border towns in the hands of the enemy. 
Small wonder js it that these towns are 
alarmed. The movement of British 
troops into Natal has not begun a mo- 


ment too soon. 


A dispatch from Johannesburg says 
that the Boers are rushing troops to the 
border and a raid upon Natal is expected 
at any moment. 

The Boers are evidently anxious to 
open hostilities, They seem to realize 
that war is a certainty, and that by tak- 
ing time by the forelock, and occupying 
Natal, they can win a tremendous ad- 
vantage over England. 

Large bodies of cavalry and several 
batteries of artillery have been assem- 
bling right on the frontier during the 
past 24 hours, and it only needs a word 
to Iet this picked force, consisting of the 


flower of the Boer troops, loose upon 
Nata. 
The Boer enthusiasts say that beforg 


the British reinforcements now at sea 
could arrive, NWruger’s forces would have 
possession of every important position in 
Natal. 

A general panic has been caused among 
the British residents near the border. 
They have been fleeing in droves all day, 
They expected a raid at any moment, 
and in many cases they fled so _precipi- 
tately as to leave their possessions be- 
hind. 

The families of the Boers are being 
hurried into camps, where they will be 
safe when hostilities open. Camps of 
refuge have been established at Amers- 
foont and other parts of the province of 
Wakkerstrooom, on the border, for the 
safety of the Boer families along the 
frontier. Many have already sought 
refuge there, and others are now on their 
way in large and constantly increasing 
numbers. Huge stocks of provisions 
have been supplied, and every precau- 
tiom has been taken to guard against 
Starvation ff a long siege is made. 


Special dispatches from South Africa 
confirm the report telegraphed yesterday 
that the Boers are massing artillery in 
positions commanding Laing’s Nek. 
Small Boer detachments occupy posi- 
tions above Buffalo river, 

The members of the Afrikander bund 
in Cape Town intend to convene the 
bund in congress to consider the situa- 
tion. 

A Bloemfontein paper reports the dis- 
missal of several Englishmen from the 
Bloemfontein police force because of 
their refusal to promise to serve on the 
command. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says: The United States 
consul in Cape Town has gone to Bloem- 
fontein, at the request of the govern- 
ment of the Orange Free State, to con- 
fer regarding the crisis. The Orange 
Free State executive are anxious to se- 
eure American intervention. -Boer spies 
infest all the border towns. Two thou- 
Sand troops will be dispatched to Kim- 
berley within a week. Five hundred 
started last night and others will go for- 
ward today. 


A dispatch from Pretoria says: The 
Transvaal state secretary, Mr. Reitz, in 
the course of an interview yesterday, 
declared that the government, the volks- 
raad and the people were unanimous 
regarding the attitude which.the Trans- 
vaal had assumed, and that there was 
no foundation whatever for the reports 
of differences. Mr. Reitz also asserted 
that the Transvaal’s decision Was ar- 
rived at in conjunction with the Orange 
Free State. 

The volksraad yesterday re-adopted 
the mining article in the gold law, elim- 
inated last year, empowering the gov- 
ernment to confiscate the claims and 
mines belonging to people convicted of 
treason or conspiracy against the state, 
and empowering the government ¢» or- 
der that the mines be worked, and” if 
this instruction is disregarded, to work 
them through its own agents. The re- 
adopted article comes into foree im- 
mediately. 

Mr. Chamberlain came to London from 
Birmingham yesterday afternoon, and 
spent the evening at the colonial office 
While there he received a dispatch from 
Lord Salisbury. who is at Hatfield 
House, and sent a special messenger 
without dispatches, to the premier.

A GOLD LADEN SHORE. 


Congregational Missionary Writes of Vast | 


Riches of Cape Nome District. 

Boston, Sept. 19.—The Congregational 
Sunday school and publishing society 
makes public a report by Missionary 
Loyal L, Wirt, written on board the Yu- 
kon river steamer Sybil, aground on a 
sandbar under the Arctic circle, near 
fort Yukon, July 25 last. He says: 

“The Cape Nome diggers are produc- 
ing. beyond the wildest dreams. The 
very sand on the shore is full of gold 
for 75 miles. Hundreds of men 4are, 
with crude ‘rockers,’ taking out from 
$20 to $100 per day. Anvil City will be 
a close rival for Dawson next year. 

“Seven or eight miles back from the 
town is a hill of some prominence, per- 
haps 1000 feet above sea level. Skirting 
this hill we soon came upon Anvil creek, 
where gold was first discovered last Oc- 
tober. The ‘strike’ was made by three 
Scandinavians who had been employed 
as government reindeer herders. Win- 
ter closed down soon after these men 
started their claims, so no development 
work was done until after the ground 
thawed out, late this spring. When we 
therefore reached claim ‘No. 1, below 
Discovery,’ the method of extracting the 
gold from the gravel, called ‘sluicing,’ 
had been in operation less than two 
months. In that time, despite all sorts 
of hindrances and primitive machinery, 
the claim had yielded upward of $100,000. 

“In this visit to the creek diggings, we 
had seen enough to make it evident that 
this is to be a very rich district, but our 
visit the next day to the beach diggings 
revealed the peculiar feature of this 
marvelous camp—a feature which must 
soon command wide attention, Three 
weeks before my visit to Anvil City, it 
was discovered that the very sand of the 
beach contained gold in large quantities. 
As the United States government re- 
serves 60 feet above tide on all shores, 
the local United States commissioner 
held that the beach could not be con- 
trolled by private parties. This kept off 
claim locators, but permitted any one 
to mine the beach anywhere. The result 
of this ruling is, that every man who has 
not been fortunate enough to get a creek 
claim may provide himself witha rocker 
and go to work rocking the ruby sand on 
the beach. 

“Seldom, in the history of mining, has 
there been a camp where everybody 
could turn his labor to gold; but here 
every man, who is not doing better, may 
be found down on the shore line rocking 
out from $10 to $100 per day. The aver- 
age is not far from $50. We found about 
1500 thus employed. There are probably 
4000 people in this district with Anvil as 
a trading center.” 

Mayor “‘Sasses” the Governor. 

Carterville, Iils., Sept. 19.—There {fs 
little change in the situation here, but 
what little there is is for the better. 
Mayor Zimmerman has come out ina 
signed statement in which he says that 
Governor Tanner sent a personal repre- 
sentative to him and told him that, if the 
better class of citizens would sign an 
agreement to the effect that they would 
guarantee that there would be no more 
loss of life or rioting the governor would 
remove the troops. Mayor Zimmerman 


sent the troops here without consulting 
the citizens of Carverville; that he could 
remove them the same way, but that as 
long as the negroes remained at the 
Brush mines just so long might he expect 
to hear of trouble. 
The Lubig Bay Bombardment. 

Washington, Sept. 19.—Admiral Wat- 
son has not yet reported to the navy 
department upon the reported bombard- 
ment of the forts in Subig bay by the 
Charleston Sunday, so the officials are 
not informed as to the purpose of the 
demonstration. General Otis was re- 
cently Informed by cable that he could 
have the fullest co-operation of the navy 
in any movement, and jt is thought at 
the navy department that in execution 
of this promise, Admiral Watson is in- 
itiating the new campaign. Subig bay 
is the site of a projected naval station. 


Fur'her R: ports of Disas’er. 

St. John’s, Sept. 19.—Sixteen names 
have been added to the death roll result- 
ing from Thursday's hurfricane. Schoon- 
er Angler went down in Placentia bay 
With five men; schooner Lilly May was 


the loss of seven men; and schooner 
Daisy lost one man overboard and sub- 
sequently had a boat capsized, drow ning 
three.

WEEKLY CROP 6ULLETIN. 
Present Drought the Most Severe Ever Ex- 
perienced In New England. 

Boston, Sept. 19.—Following is 4 state- 
ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New England, compiled from the 
reports of correspondents throughout 
the section, for the week ending Sept. 19: 
Excepting light showers, widely scat- 
tered, the weather during the past W eek 
was fair in all sections of New England. 
i There was abundant sunshine. Frosts 
occurred in some parts of all sections on 
from one to three days. In the northern 
parts of the district the frost was 
heavy with freezing temperature, espe- 
cially on the morning of the 16th. The 
fair, sunny weather Was Most favorable 
to all farm work, which made good pro- 

gress in all sections. 

The average temperature for the past 
week shows a marked dropping off, the 
average, 56 degrees, being six degrees 
lower than for the week ending the llth 
instant. The mercury fell several points 
below freezing in sections of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont on the morn- 
ing of the 16th, It fell to dangerously 
near the freezing point in some of the 
most southern sections of the district. 

The rainfall for the past week was 
very light, and unevenly distributed. 
The average was 0.43 0f aninch, Except- 
ing seasonable conditions in a small 
section of Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
there is great need of rain throughout 
New England. Numerous correspon- 
dents mention the drought as the most 
severe ever experienced. 

Killing frosts, near the close of the 
week, damaged late corn more or less, 
especially in the northern sections of the 
district. They have checked vegetable 
growth generally, and in many instances 
vines, tomatoes and beans have been 
| killed. So far indicated, however, 
by the reports at hand, no great or W ide- 
spread, damage has resulted from the 
cool weather. Fall plowing and seeding 
are retarded in about all sections by the 
severe drought, the soil being too dry 
for cultivation, Stock water is scarce, 
resulting in much inconvenience to farm- 
ers and also a shortage in the milk sup- 
| ply.

Big Steamer of Clyde Line Has a 
Hole Stove In Her Hull, 


Se 


Struck a Rock While Envel- 
oped In a Dense Fog. 


Possibilily That She May Be Savea If the 
Wea'her Continues Favorable. 


Pasque Island, Mass., Sept. 20.—The 
Clyde lina steamer Cherokee, Captain 
McKee, bound from Jacksonville, Fla., 
for Boston, with a large cargo of mis- 
cellaneous freight, and six passengers, 
went ashore on the southeast end of 
Naushon island, in Vineyard sound, 
shortly after noon yesterday, in a dense 
fog, stoving a large hole in the forward 
part of her hull. Her No. 2 hold is full 
of water, but the full extent of her dam- 
age cannot be ascertained until she is 
floated. Her after compartments re- 
inain free from water, owing to. the 
water-tight bulkheads, and her engines 
remain in good working order. The ves- 
sel is on even keel, heading eastward, and 
perfectly easy. It is thought that with 
favorable winds she can be floated. 

The passengers, who showed no fright 
whatever, at first declined to be taken 
off by the tugs that went to the steamer's 
assistance, but later, with the exception 
of one lady, they were induced to go 
on board the revenue cutter Dexter, 
which landed them at New Bedford, 
from which place they proceeded to Bos- 
ton. 


Captain McKee states that he sighted 
Gay Head upon entering Vineyard 
sound, but immediately after a dense 
fog shut in, and a few hours later the 
ship struck the rock, the place where the 
Cherokee now lies being very near the 
spot where the steamer Gate City 
stranded 14 years ago. The vessel was 
running at a slow rate of speed when she 
struck, 

Captain McKee at once wired the Clyde 
line agents in New York and Boston, who 
at once dispatched assistance to the 
steamer. Tug Taurus, towing a lighter, 
left Boston for Naushon in the after- 
noon, and was followed a few hours later 
by the tug Pallas, and another lighter. 

When the cutter Dexter left the Chero- 
kee she was making water so freely that 
it was thought best not to attempt to 
pull her off in her present condition, but 
with the arrival of powerful pumps and 
other wrecking appliances, it is believed 
the steamer can be saved, if the weather 
continues favorable. 


The Cherokee is one of the largest 
steamers of the Clyde line. She has 
been running regularly to Boston since 
June. She was built by William Cramp 
& Sons, at Philadelphia, in 1896, is con- 
structed of iron, had four bulkheads, and 
her general dimensions are as follows: 
Length, 269 feet; breadth of beam, 43 
feet, and depth of hold 20.6 feet. Her 
net tonnage is 1967, while the gross is 
2557. 

Captain McKee, the commander of the 
Cherokee, is one of the oldest skippers 
in the Clyde line service. He has been 
for years in the employ of the company, 
and during his long term of service has 
commanded many vessels of the fleet. 
Those who know him claim that he isa 
careful and skillful navigater, and they 
believe that the causes leading up to the 
disaster, when known, will exonerate 
him from blame. 


Generous Gift to Dartmouth. 
Hanover, N. H., Sept. 20.—The exer- 
cises of “Dartmouth night” closed with 


the transfer of securities to the value of 
$200,000 to the trustees of Dartouth 
college, the gift of Edward Tuck of the 
class of 1892 as a memorial to his father, 
Amos Tuck, of the class of 1835 and a 
trustee of the college from 1857 to 1866. 
The only conditions attached to the gift 
are that it shall be held as a separate 
fund bearing the name, “the Amos Tuck 
endowment fund,” that the sécurities in 
which it is given shall not be changed 
during the lifetime of the donor without 
his consent, and that the annual! income 
($12,000 at present) shall be applied ex- 
clusively to the purposes of instruction. 


Getting Their Money Back. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—The work of re- 
funding to the taxpayers of Boston the 
money that was paid into the city treas- 
ury last year under the law for the main- 
tenance of the sewers, which iaw was 
Meclared unconstitutional by the su- 
preme court of the state, was begun yes- 
terday at city hall. No less than 40,000 
persons had paid the illegal tax, and a 
very large number of those determined 
to come early and avoid the rush, with 
the result that the rush was even greater 
than it would have been if so many had 
not decided to avoid it. Certainly 1000 
people were at the treasury office yes- 
tordav clamoring for the return of their 
money. 


Fall River Mill Situation. 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 20.—The di- 
rectors of the Cornell mill yesterday cde- 
cided to send circulars to stockholders 
touching on the trust offers, The dis- 
eussion of recommending the trust of- 
fers to the stockholders resulted in the 
negative. It was believed that the mill 
is worth more than the amount offered. 
The corporation is tatKing of building 
another mil] elsewhere. The Flint and 
Wampanoag directors have also decided 
to send out circulars to stockholders. 
But one signature is now wanted to ex- 
tend the power of the selling committee,

Boston, Sept. 20.—The emergency hos- 
pital reopened today under the name of 
the wage earners’ emergency and gen- 
eral hospital, with trustees in control 
representing all classes of the wage 
earners of Boston and vicinity. The 
working plan of the hospital, under the 
continued direction of Dr. Galvin, the 
founder of the Boston emergency hos- 
pital, will continue such as to give 
treatment to all who need its services, 
its ambulance corps being retained in its 
full membership for the duty it has per- 
formed the last eight years. 


Robber Got Away. 

Attleboro, Mass., Sept. 20.—A houses 
breaker entered Edward Firth’s resi- 
dence yesterday, skeleton keys being 
used. A large amount of silverware, 
valued at several hundred dollars, had 
been placed in a bag, ready to take from 
the house, when Mrs, Firth appeared. 
The booty was too heavy for the man ta 
carry away, and It was dropped as the 
man ran from the house, and escaped. 
Considerable money ,however, was se- 
cured by the man. 


McCoy the,Better Fighter. 

New York, Sept. 20.—Charles McCoy 
had very little difficulty in getting away 
with Steve O'Donnel! in the arena of the 
Broadway Athletic club last night. For 
some yettrs there has been a disagree- 
ment between these two pugilists as to 
who was the better man, Despite 
O’Donnell’s advantages of height, reach 
and weight, McCoy went at-him gradu- 
ally, and soon had his big adversary in 
trouble. O'Donnell never landed a good 
blow on McCoy, while the kid was gain- 
ing ground in each succeeding round 
O'Donnell was puzzled. He staggered 
frequently, and in the sixth round went 
down from a left swing. He remained 
down as long as the rules allowed him, 
but it was all up with the big fellow. 
McCoy went after him with swinging 
lefts and rights and soon floored him 
with another hard left swing, from the 
effects of which he was unable to recover 
until counted out. Steve had to be as- 
sisted to his feet by the referee, while 
McCoy walked to his corner smiling 
and without a mark. 

Unrest In San Domingo. 

San Domingo, Sept. 20.—At a meeting 
of all the foreign consuls a joint protest 
Was drawn up against the action of the 
government in destroying the value of 
the paper currency. This action was 
rendered necessary by the contradictory 
decrees issued on successive days. The 
signatories say that their governments 
will not permit their subjects to be the 
losers on account of Dominican domestic 
troubles. The protest was formally de- 
livered yesterday after tho arrival of the 
United States cruiser New Orleans. 
There was a popular demonstration 
against the “interference f eign- 
ers." The streets of the city are carefully 
patrolled and there are no disturbances. 
The last decree on the subject of the 
currency announced an intention to 
make Mexican silver, instead of Ameri- 
can, the official coin. There is a strong 
movement in favor of overthrowing the 
constitution and making immediate ar- 
rangements for the presidential election. 


Croker’s Face Turned Towards the Wall. 
New York, Sept. 20—Democratic pri- 


maries were held in the various as-! 


sembly districts nere lastnight. Some 
of the contests were exciting. Partic- 
ularly was this the case In the Ninth as- 
sembly district, where John C. Sheehan 
defeated the Crokef faction. At the Pe- 
qued club, when it became known that 
Sheehan had won his fight, a great crowd 
gathered. Jn a large hall there hung 
a portrait of Richard Croker. The crowd 
hooted the face of the chief and turned 
it toward the wall. At Mr. Sheehan's 
direction, it was later turned back again, 
but in a moment it was looking toward 
the wall again. Later the crowd took 
Mr. Croker’s picture, smashed the glass 
in and threw the picture into the street. 


Hoon Ccmmitted Forgery. 

Washington, Sept. 20.—Secretary 
Root has sent the following letter to 
Governor Bushnell of Ohio: “Your let- 
ter of Sept. 24, to the president, Inclos- 
ing a*letter frcm L, F. Hoon, relating to 
his conviction by court martial in the 
Philippine islands, has been r-ferred 
to me for reply. I have the honor to 
enclose a copy of a dispatch from Gen- 
eral Otis by which you will see that the 
Houng man was regularly tried and 
convicted for attempting to secure ].ro- 
motion by means of a petition upon 
which he forged the name of six non- 
commissioned officers and vrivates of 
his regimental commander, and that 
sentence Was approved by General Law- 
ton.” at 

Hundreds Fighting Forest Fires. 

Albany, Sept. 20.—The protracted dry 
weather spell has caused the forest fires 
in the Adirondacks, which have been 
smouldering, to start up afresh, and they 
are increasing rapidly in the northern 
part of the woods. Over 1200 men are 
now fighting fires in the woods, and over 
$10,000 has already been expended for the 
purpose.

SIGNS OF WEAKENING, 


Insurgents Want to Negotiate For 
Release of American Prisoners. 


Also Express a Desire to Con- 


fer With General Otis. = 


Proposals, However, Will Not Restrain Mili 
tary Operations in the Slightest Degree. 


Washington, Sept. 20.—A cablegram 
was received at the war department 
yesterday from Genera] Otis, relative to 
the American prisoners in the hands of 
the insurgents. 

General Otis says that General Mac- 
Arthur has been approached by a prom- 
inent Filipino, who asked if he were 
willing to enter into negotiations with 
Aguinaldo for the release of the Amer- 
ican prisoners held by the Filipinos. He 
also asked whether General MacArthur 
would permit a Filipino army officer to 
pass through the American lines in order 
that he might confer with General] Otis. 

This cablegram wus at once taken by 
Secretary Root to the cabinet meeting, 
and formed the main topic for discus- 
sion at the beginning of the session. 
However, upon reading the 
carefully, its apparent importance 
seemed to diminish. . Secretary Hoot 
himself did not regard the matter as of 
importance at this time. He recalled 
frequent efforts on the part of the in- 
Surgents in the past to gain time at 
critical moments by opening negotia- 
tions, ostensibly with the object of mak- 
ing peace, and he was not sure but this 
last offer was something of the 
kind.

the secretary was of the 
Opinion that it would fail to afford the 
insurgents any advantage. General 
Otis would receive any mess¢ nger and 
listen to him, and make answer to his 
proposals, but this would not restrain 
the military operations in the slightest 
degree, and the American arms would 
lose no ground, no matter how the ne- 
gotiations turned out. There is a pos- 
sibility also that the insurgents may 
have become disheartened at the re- 
newed and intense activity in the di- 
rection of reinforcing General] Otis, and 
concluded, in view of the great force 
Gathering to open the campaign in the 
dry season, that further resistance w ould 
be useless. 

It is pointed out as a notable’fact that 
Aguinaldo’s name does not appear in 
General Otis’ dispatch, and though this 
may not be of great significance, still, 
among some of the army officers, it is 
surmised that there are serious dissen- 
sions among the insurgents, and that 
perhaps some of the discordant elements 
are acting on their own responsibility. 

The capture of Lieutenant Gilmore and 
his party was one of the most stirring 
incidents of the insurrection. It oc- 
curred while the cruiser Yorktown was 
making a survey of the western coast of 
Luzon, with a view to locating some of 
the detached Spanish garrisens, which 
had been long cut off from the populous 
centres. 

It was known that a Spanish garrison 
had been surrounded at Baler, on the 
eastern coast, and Lieutenant Gilmore, 
with a boat party from the Yorktown, 
Was sent ashore to reconnoitre the sur- 
rounding country. He divided his com- 
mand, one party remaining near the 
shore, while the other pushed inland. 
This was the last heard of the lieutenant 
and the 15 men who accompanied him. 
The other members of the party waited 
for a long time, but got no trace of their 
companions, and finally were obliged to 
return to the ship without them. Ad 
miral Dewey at once reported the loss 
to the navy department, and before he 
left Manila used every possible means 
to learn of the condition of the captive 
Americans, 

At first it was feared that they had 
lost their lives, but later definite infor- 
mation was received that the following 
were alive at San Isidro, an insurgent 
stronghold: 

Lieutenant Gilmore, Chief Quuarter- 
master William Walton, Sailmaker’s 
Mate Paul Vandoit, Coxwain John Elis- 
worth, Apprentice (third class) Peter- 
son and Landsmen Silvio Brisolese, Ly- 
man Paul Edwards and Fred Anderson. 

Captain Charles M. Rockefeller of the 
Nineteenth infantry is also supposed to 
be a prisoner with the insurgents. He 
disappeared last April, and no trace of 
him has been discovered. 


Newspapers Asked to Aid. 

Washington, Sept. 20.—Director of the 
Census Merriam is a strenuous advocate 
of regular business methods among those 
following unorganized avocations, es- 
pecially farmers and producers. “If 
everybody would keep an accurate ac- 
count of income and expenditures,” he 
Says, “the work of gathering census 
statistics would be lessened more than 
one half, and their value and accuracy 
more than doubled. If the 22,000 news- 
papers in the United States would take 
up the subject ef bookkeeping among 
farmers now, while harvesting and 
marketing are in progress and the cen- 
sus pending, and advocate making a 
record of the acreage, quantity and value 
of all crops and products, I think the 
resulting benefit would be immeasur- 
able.” 


Goes Where Duty Calls. 

Washingtog, Sept. 20.—Rear Admiral 
Schley will succeed Rear Admiral Howi- 
son in command of the South Atlantic 
station. He called upon the president 
yesterday and ;told him that he had no 
complaint to make, that he would cheer- 
fully assume the duties of any post se- 
lected by the authority which it had been 
his pride to serve for 43 years. Rear 
Admiral Schley was reticent when he left 
the White House after his interview 
with the president.

Best New York Management In 
Charge of Arrangements—Rare Op- 
portunity For Inspection of Blood- 
ed Horses and Fine Equipages, 


In this day and generation it is difficult 
for the management of an outdoor enter- 
tainment to secure novelties. The Brock- 
ton ‘Agricultural Society has each year 
planned to introduce some hew depart- 
ment which would meet with public ap- 
proval, and at the same time it has not 
lost sight of the established features 
whieh have been constantly enlarged and 
improved. Last year the outdoor horse 
show was the departure which was of- 
fered, and it sprang into immediate 
favor, When it was decided upon, the 
society followed out its customary rule 
and at once secured the best management 
possible to attend to the arrangements. 
Mr. Frank M. Ware of New York, who 
had capably managed the big horse 
shows in New York, Newport and else- 
where, was engaged, and under his ex- 
perienced guidance, assisted by the able 
committee from the society, the entries 
of horses which later in the season se- 
cured all of the blue ribbons at the New 
York and Boston shows were secured.

The 
judges’ stand and the south stage have 
been moved north about 40 feet, and

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 

Lime and ashes help to secure a good 
development of roots. 

The plum orchard is benefited by the 
fowls having run of it. 

Currants do better if mulched 
the bushes come into bearing. 

In orchard planting select with a view 
to good bearing, good quality and good 
marketing. 

The best budded peach tree for plant- 
ing has a 2-year-old top. Little, if any- 
thing, can be gained for early bearing by 
planting older trees. 

When it becomes necessary to water 
trees or plants,.always apply enough 
to thoroughly wet the soil around the 
roots. Sprinkling is of doubtful benefit. 

It is best to cut off the tops of the 
asparagus plants before they mature 
seeds. Gather up and burn them. Pull 
up the weeds that may have started up. 

If tree seeds of any kind are to be 
planted, care must be taken not to allow 
them to get too dry. A good rule is to 
plant as soon as they are sufficiently 
patured.

Closes But One Act of Drama Which 
Has Stirred France to Its Depths. 


Captain’s Friends to Pursue 
Campaign Against Generals. 


Cabinet’s Decision Discounted by Predictions, 
and There Was No Excitement. 


Parts, Sept. 20.—The council of min- 
isters decided Tuesday to pardon Drey- 
fus in principle. Dreyfus has relin- 
quished his appeal for a reversal of the 
judgment of the court-martial. 

Pardoning Dreyfus does not drop the 
Curtain on the drama. The Dreyfusards 
are determined to pursue the campaign 
against the generals and other officers 
of the general staff who have lied and 
committed gross illegalities in order to 
keep the prison door closed on the vic- 
tim. 

The Aurore, the leading organ of the 
Drefuzard body, today publishes an ar- 
ticle in this sense by M. Francis de 
Pressense, the distinguished journalist, 
who from the first was a leader in the 
revision movement. A proof slip of the 
article, which is headed “Pardon—and 
What Afterward?” was handed to The 
Assoclated Press. The writer says: 

“If the president, by pardoning Drey- 
fus, Wished to spare France the inefface- 
able shame of a judicial! crime, this ex- 


ercise of his prerogative called mercy, 
so far from impairing ‘thé necessary 


work of justice, will only prepare and 
facilitate it. For we must speak straight 
out. 

“If it was imagined that immunity for 
criminals could be purchased by pardon- 
ing an innocent man; if it was thought 
that the friends of law would barter 
amnesty to the scoundrels who perpe- 
trated those crimes for the bruised body 
of the man from whom they have torn 
Out the soul, then we throw from us this 
degrading and deceitful offer. Dreyfus 
would be the first to reject as an infamy 
such traffic with his honor. 

“No. The pardoning of Dreyfus can 
only be the natural, and 
spontaneéons action by which the repre- 
sentatives of the civil power refuse to 
associate themselves with the obstinate 
iniquity committed by the military 
judges. It is the government of republi- 
can France repudiating with horror any 
part in this denia] of justice. As for us, 
we shall pursue with increased ardor the 
task of public salvation to which we 
have devoted ourselves. There have 
been crimes and offences committed in 
obscurity by a gang of pretoriar«; 
spirators With Mercirat its head. We

are going to pursue more energetic ally 
than ever the work of obtaining their 
chastisement 

M. de Pressense goes on to declare, 
that when the generals have been pun- 
ished the Dreyfusards will continue the 
campaign until “court martial have been 
abolished and iron and fire have been 
carried into the sores of the diplomatic 
corps and society.” 

The foregoing article clearly outlines 
the militant attitude of the Dreyfus- 
ards and shows that France will not be 
allowed to rest quietly even though 
Dreyfus be set at liberty. 

The campaign for his release 
given the Socialist party a weapon of 
which they will avai] themselves to the 
utmost and Dreyfusards will be extend- 
ed more and more into socialistic agi- 
tation. Moreover, the Zola trial and 
Mme. Henri’s prosecution af M. Joseph 
Reinach for defaming the memory of 
her husband will shortly come on, and 
they will be used by both sides as levers 
again to excite public feeling. 

Fardoning Dreyfus, therefore, or ly 
closes one act of the drama: and Fran 
will probably again find herself in th 
throes of party passion before the Paris 
exposition-opens its doors next May.

The announcement that Dreyfus was 
to be pardoned had already been dis- 
counted by predictions, and there was no 
excitement displayed anywhere nlong 
the boulevards when the newsboys ran 
along, at about 3 p. m., with the first 
editions, containing the statement that 
the cabinet had decided to pardon Drey- 
fus. The newspapers sold quickly, but 
there was no rush for them upon the 
part of the boulevardiers. 

Those who bought the papers sat down 
in front of the cafes and read the an- 
nouncement without comment. Every- 
one expected it, and the decision met 
with no opposition. 

In front of the offices of the Libre Pa- 
role, Where a crowd usually assembles in 
the evening to gaze upon the huge col- 
ored transparencies outside the windows 
of the leading anti-Semite organ, there 
Was not the slightest gathering or the 
faintest sign of a demonstration either 
for or against Dreyfus, One would 
think that the fire of the Dr« yfus agita- 
tion had burned itself out. 

The anti-Dreyfusard papers tried to

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THE TRANSV’AL CRISIS. 
Gist of Ncw: From the Interes‘ed Centers 
British Cabinet Meeting Summoned. 

London, Sept. 20.—The lull in 
Transvaal crisis gives opportunity for 
the contintance of unofficial negotia- 
tions. The government of the Nether- 
lands is privately exerting its influence 
in favor of a pacific solution; and it is 
understood that President Kruger, 
through Dr. Leyds, the plenipotentiary 
of the South African republic to the 
European governments, has unofficially 
approached three powers With a view to 
their intervention. 

From Cape Town comes a report that 
the government of the colony contem- 
plates introducing a motion in the Cape 
house of assembly urging the Transvaal 
to accept the demands of Great Britain. 
Sir Alfred Milner has addressed further 
inquiries to President Steyn of the 
Orange Free State. Whatever the offi- 
clal attitude of the Orange Free State 
may be, the temper of its burghers, judg- 
ing from numerous meetings held in 
Bloemfontin and elsewhere, is to assist 
the Transvaal actively. The Free State 
commandants in Pretoria are discussing 
the position with the Transvaal com- 
mandant general, and the meeting of the 
Free State volksraad on Thursday will 
have an important influence on the sit- 
uation. 

A curious rumor is spreading in the 
lower ranks of the army that Great 

3ritain will be involved with Afghanis- 
tan as well as the Transvaal. 

The correspondent of The Daily Mail 
at Pietermaritzburg, Natal, telegraphs 
that the military authorities there have 
received word from Johannesburg that 
the Boers have purchased considerable 
quantities of cyanide of potassium, for 
the purpose of poisoning the streams in 
the Transvaal likely to be used by Brit- 
ish troops. 

Other special dispatches report various 
details of preparations for war on both 
sides. Boer troops now control both the 
Berra and Newcastle railways, as they 
enter Transvaal territory. 

The British authorities are shipping 
troops daily from India to South Africa. 

The Johannesburg correspondent of 
The Morning Post says that a consign- 
ment of 1,600,000 cartridges was sent from 
Pretoria to Bloemfontein last Thursday. 

A special dispatch from Pretoria says: 
The reports received here through offi- 
cial sources that Great Britain con- 
templates proposing a new convention, 
with disarmamant, though discredited 
Officlally have created the greatest in- 


the 


dignation. The burghers say they would | had several wordy rows during

Membersof the 
government declare that if this report 
be a real reflex of England's intentions, 
nothing will avert war. 

According to a special dispatch from 
Rome, President Kruger has _ wired 
King Humbert invoking the intervention 
of Italy. 

It is announced that the British first- 
class cruisers Terrible and _Pawerfyy 
have both geen ordered to the Cape. 
They have reliefs on board capable of 
forming a naval brigade of 1000 men. 

The reply of the Transvaal govern- 
ment to the latest British note is va- 
riously commented upon at Pretoria, but 
the Pretoria Press, printed in English 
and Dutch, and other papers, profess to 
believe that a joint commission will yet 
be held, and that there is still a pos- 


sibility of an understanding being 
reached. 
The Volkstein declares that, in the 


event of war, Holland will send an am- 
bulance corps to the Transvaal. 

The volksraad, as a matter of urgency, 
yesterday referred the new draft law, 
providing for the confiscation of the 
property of persons found guilty of 
treason and lese majeste, to a special 
committee for consideration and report. 

At the request of President Kruger, the 
chamber then went into secret session. 

Summonses were issued late yester- 
day afternoon for a cabinet council, 
which, it is understood, will be held Fri- 
day. This is regarded as the result of 
the visit of Lord Salis®4-y to London. 
He remained at the foreign office from 
4:30 to 6:30 p. m. 

Joseph Chamberlain was present in the 
building at the same time, and as a 
private doorway connects the offices, it is 
presumed that the summonses were the 
result of their joint deliberation.

Chosen as the Nominee. 


John H. Mack of North Adams 
For Second Place. 


Purely State Issues Brought to the 
Front In Convention. 


Party Policy Outlined In Speeches of Messrs. 
Callahan and McNary. 


Boston, Sept. 21—The declination of 
the who headed last year's 
Democratic ticket—A. B. Bruce and E. 
J. Slattery—to run again this year, 
proved the sensation of the preliminary 
gathering of the Democrats for the state 
convention.

Mr. Bruce announced his intention to 
withdraw late yesterday afternoon, and 
Mr. Slattery followed suit soon after, 
and for a few hours there was congider- 
ble commotion among the delegates. 
Robert Treat Paine, Jr., of this city con- 
sented to head the ticket, but there was 
quite a contest for escond place. There 
was, however, a general sentiment in 
favor of John E. Mack of North Adams. 

There was great surprise manifested 
Over the declination of Bruce and Slat- 
tery to head the ticket thig year. Mr. 
Bruce gave as his reason that he was a 
very busy man, and did not care for 
further honors, while Mr. Slattery gave 
as his reason his retirement from pol- 
itics altogether. The state committee 
Was not long without a candidate, for as 
soon as the announcement was made 
that Bruce had declined, Robert Treat 
Paine, Jr., was called upon to fill the 
gap, and he gave the state committee 
every assurance that he would accept if 
nominated. Mr. Paine is regarded as 
a particularly strong candidate, and, be- 
ing a Boston man, with friends in all 
factions of the party, it is expected he 
will be able to poll a majority in Béston. 
Mr. Paine comes of a family long and 
favorably known in Boston, which has 
been identified with the business pros- 
perity of the city. 

The second man on the ticket is a 
young lawyer of North Adams, John H. 
Mack, who has done great service for 
the party in thestate. Both candidates 
are members of the state committee. 
As to the remainder of the ticket, Harry 
Lloyd will be named for secretary of 
state, J. B. O'Donnell of Northampton 
or Judge Moffett of Boston for attorney 
general. 

George Fred Williams wrote the reso- 
lutions, which endorse William Jennings 
Bryan for president, the Chicago plat- 
form, including the free coinage of sil- 
yer, and against trusts, while it also 

declares against any foreign alliances, 
against the continuation of the war in 
the Philipines, which is styled a war of 
criminal aggression. It is in favor of 
state ownership of the Boston and Al- 
bany railroad, in favor of state super- 
vision and control of public utilities, and

perialism up to this day. He who 
rescued the Democracy of Jefferson 
from the clutches of its enemies suffered 
defeat in behalf of his cause, as did 
Jefferson, who founded Democracy just 
100 years before.

IMMENSE STOCK RANCH 


Thousands of Acres of Land to Be De- 
veloped In Pine Tree State. 


Creates Producing Station | 
Nearer Eastern Markets. 


Also Affords an Opportunity to Stoch Aban- 
doned and impoverished Farms. 


Ellsworth, Me., Sept. 21.—A project of 
importance, which has for its object the 
making of Maine a beef, pork and mut- 
ton raising state, has advanced to such 
a point that its promoters already lcok 
upon it as assured. In brief, it is pro- 
posed to establish an immense stock 
farm or ranch, which will be stocked 
with cattle, sheep and swine. For this 
purpose 64,000 acres of land in Washing- 
ton county have been secured. 

This land lies in the towns of Cherry- 
field, Debloise, Columbia and township 
No, 18, and embraces an extensive plain 
or high tableland from 300 to 400 feet 
above the sea level. There is in the 
tract one plot of 20,000 acres, on which 
there is not a rock or a tree, and the 
whole piece can be cultivated with a 
steam gang plow such as Is used in the 
west. The soil is a mixture of clay and 
loam. Where it has been cultivated it 
has proven very productive. 

What first attracted cattlemen to the 
Place as favorable for cattle rai g was 
a species of winter grass which grows 
in great abundance, and which will af- 
ford grazing for cattle early in April, or 
two months earlier than on the Maine 
Sea coast. This grass is found in quan- 
tity in no other part of Maine. There is 
atso in the tract 50 miles of streams, 
which would furnish an abundance of 
water for stock. 

The work of stocking the ranch will 
begin as soon as possible and within 
three years, say the projectors, there 
will be 10,000 head of cattle on this ranch. 

But the plan does not stop here. It is 
proposed also to redeem the abandoned 
and impoverished farms of Maine, and 
from the Washington county ranch 
stock as many of them as will support 
cattle. When the owner of one of these 
farms cannot afford to pay the farm wilt 
be stocked by the cattlemen and pay 
taken in cattle raised. United States 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, who 
has devoted much time to the study of 
the abandoned farms of New England, 
has given this project his endorsement 
and will soon send a commissioner to 
Maine to make an inspection of some of 
the farms and report as to the adapta- 


bility of the soil to stock raising pur- 
poses. Some work in this direction has 


already been done, and the reports were 
favorable. The men interested in the 
project are New York and westerncapl- 
talists now interested in cattle raising 
in the west. They have an abundance 
of capital at their command, It is not 
proposed to establish competition with

Williams he worked as journeyman in 
his employ some seven years and then 


carried on the currying business for

Williams, went to Boston, and under 


the firm of Williams & Rodgers, suc- 
Levi A. Dowley in the hide 
and leather commission business and 
was one of the largest and most promi- 
nent dealers in the trade, 

Mr. Williams’ place was subsequently 
taken by Lysander S. Richards and bis 
nephew John L. Rodgers, the 
name being changed to Rodgers, Rich- 
ards & Co, 

This house controlled a large leather 
commission business for a number of 
years. Mr. Rodgers after accumulating 
a large competency, retired to his na- 
tive place at Marshfield Hills (then 
East Marshfield), where he lived in 
ease, to the advanced age of 90 years, 
with a mind clear and active in man- 
aging successfully to the last day of 
his life his large property, 

He was a large man, and possessed a 
large brain, aud whatever yocation in 
life he might have chosen would 
haye been a sucecess. He was highly 
by townsmen, 
In belief he was a Spiritualist, and 
when living in Quincey he was a leader 
in that faith, He bought and fitted 
up the old Methodist church there, 
and gave the use of it for Spiritual- 
ists’ meetings way back in the earliest 
days of Spiritualism.

KRUGER TO VICTORIA. 


President Beseeches Queen tq Inter- 
fere to Prevent Bloodshed. 


Great Britain Not Likely to 
Precipitate Matters. 


Much Interest Centers on Action to Be Taken 
by the Orange Free State. 


London, Sept. 21.—The Cape Town cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail says: 
President Kruger has cabled a strong 
personal appeal to the queen, bseeching 
hr to intervene to prevent bloodshed. 
It is about a column in length and is in- 
tended to “‘scarify the consciences of the 
‘unco guid’ "’ when published. 

Sir Alfred Milner has wired a cour- 
teous message to President Steyn, assur- 
ing him that the northward march of 
the British troops is not meant as a 
menace to the Orange Free State, and 
requesting to be informed regarding the 
latter's attitude. 

Reliable information has been re- 
ceived at Cape Town that a large com- 
mand of Free State burghers has been 
concentrating near Boshof, on the Kim- 
berley border. Two hundred burghers 
were dispatched to that point from 
Bloemfontein durimg the week past. If 
the Free State joins the Transvaal the 
first battle is likely to be fought at 
Boshof. : 

The Cape cabinet has determined to 
prolong the session of the assembly in- 
definitely, so that it may be sitting when 
hostilities begin. 


According to the Cape Town corre- 
spondent of The Dally News, President 
kruger, in his personal appeal to her 
majesty, addressed the monarch as 
“Dear Queen.” 

A special dispatch from Rome says 
that the Italian government, in reply 
to Mr. Kruger'’s request for interven- 
tion, has advised him to yield.. 

The Johannesburg correspondent of 
The Morning Post says: The Boer 
preparations are as complete as the gov- 
ernment can hope to make them. It is 
believed that martial law will be pro- 
claimed on Thursday if no reply has 


been received from England by that 
time. It is understood that the dis- 
patching of British troops to South 


Africa will be regarded as a casus belli. 
The Boerofficers are urging the govern- 
ment te begin hostilities forthwith. It 
is felt that the Orange Free State can 
best be forced to action by a successful 
military demonstration on the part of 
the Transvaal. 

England is not going to be caught 
napping any more than the Transvaal. 
While Lord Salisbury is quite at home 
in Hatfield House, Mr. Chamberlain is 
buried in work at the colonial office, and 
double forces at the royal arsenals and 
dock yards are straining every nerve to 
equip and transport troops to the Cape. 
It may be set down for certain that Great 
Britain will do nothing to precipitate 
matters, and the colonial office is far 
from admitting that the case is hopeless. 
The report that Great Britain had de- 
manded the disarmament of the forts 
at Johannesburg, together with a ma- 
terial reduction in the armament of the 
burghers, the colonial office would 
neither confirm nor deny, although it is 
much doubted. 

Meanwhile, the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
secretary of state for war, has held long 
conferences with General Wolseley and 
General Wood, and the activity at bead- 
quarters is reflected in the contract, sup- 
ply and transport department. 


The Marquis of Lansdowne has issued 
a strict order to the staff of the war office 
warning all subordinates to refrain from 
giving the press any information with- 
out the authority of their superiors, and 
caling attention to previous breaches of 
duty in this respect, which, the order 
Says, “‘will be no longer tolerated.” 

Advices from Cape Town are to the 
effect that the Afrikanders declare that 
the Transval will not yield further, and 
that if the imperial government does not 
recede from its present position war is 
inevitable. The South African News 
supports the contention of the Transvaal 
that the convention of 1884 abolished the 
suzerainty. 


According to other advices the burgh- 
ers are rapidly going into Laager, while 
the exodus from Johannesburg yester- 
day reached 1000 persons. The stock ex- 
change at Johannesburg has resolved to 
close the moment martial law is pro- 
claimed. In the meantime the mer- 
chants are erecting barricades in front 
of their shop windows. 

At Pretoria the Interest seems to be 
centered in the meeting of the Orange 
Free State volksraad, which, it is hoped, 
may somehow suggest a modus vivendi 
that would save the situation. 

On the other hand advices from Bloem- 
fontein announce the arrival there of a 
large number of members of the raad, 
adding that the result of today’s sitting 
is already agreed upon, as the Orange 
Free State will throw in itsjlot with the 
Transvaal, all the Free State burghers 
being fully armed and ready to start at 
a moment's notice, 


Liperly Nothing Without Honor. 
Paris, Sept. 21.—The Aurore today 
publishes the following declaration from 
Captain Dreyfiis: “The government of 
the republic has given me my liberty. 
But liberty is nothing to me without 
honor. From today I shall continue to 
seek reparation for the frightful judicial 
error of which I remain the victim. 1 
wish France to know by a definitive 
judgment that I am innocent. My heart 
will only be at rest when there remains 
not a single Frenchman who imputes to 


me the abominable crime perpetrated 
by another.”

prosp*cts or victory whicn would pé 6D- 
tained by casting Bryan out; by drop- 
ping bimetallism; by being conserva 
tive on trusts, and by being easy an 
indefinite as regards imperialism. Then, 
they declare, we would have Bavmons 
and success. But harmony on the basis 
of sucha negative platform we absolute- 
ly refuse. In 1896 the Democratic party 
cut loose from negative platform decla- 
rations, and placed itself firmly worcee 
the people as the champion of its his- 
toric doctrines of equal rights for all. 
In the Chicago platform it pronounced 
in favor of the rights of man as against 
the priveleges of property and of ac- 
cumulated wealth. The line was 
drawn; the die was cast, and the 
Democracy must hereafter stand for the 


rights of the people and against. the 
privileges of the favored few--corpora~ 
tions, monopolies and +rusts, which have 
grown great and rich through special 
privileges granted by legislation. 

We hold to the declaration of principles 
laid down in that platform. We pro- 
nounce for bimetallism, for the money 
of the constitution, for the free coinage 
of both gold and silver, the policy which 
was followed by this country from 1789 
to 1873, and under which we grew great, 
happy and prosperous. . 

On the question of income tax, the 
Democratic party stands today as it 
stood in 1896—in favor of placing the 
burden of taxation upon the shoulders 
of those best able to bear it. On the 
question of injunctions, the Democratic 
party, as in 1896, demands that the 
usurpation of law by federal judges and 
federal courts in the interests of cor- 
porations and against the working men 
should cease, and should be prohibited. 

Meanwhile, under the fostering legis- 
lation of the Republican party, there has 
been during the last two or three years, 
great, alarming and portentious increase 
in the combinations of corporations and 
of accumulated wealth into that form 
of corpulent monopoly known as trusts. 
These great combinations of cap‘tal 
stifle competition in all directions. The 
enormous aggregation of wealth into 
those great monopolies and trusts is a 
menace, not only to the ordinary indi- 
vidual, but to the very state itself; for 
who can say that, as against the enor- 
mous power, influence and money of one 
of these great corporations, the legis- 
lature of one of our states can prevail, or 
that, in a short time, even the national 
congress will not be powerless. 

Under the fostering policy of the pres- 
ent administration, these trusts have 
grown and multiplied at an appalling 
rate. The attorney general of the Mc- 
Kinley administration declares that 
there is no law and no method of pre- 
venting their organization, development 
and existence. The task which the 
American people are going to demand 
from the Democratic party is that they 
grapple with this great and moment uy. 
evil and present a plan for the control of 
these great corporations, by the state 
and national government, or for their 
dissolution and extinction, and the Dem- 
ocratiec party will accept the people's 
commission, and will do 
will. 

We denounce the policy of the Mc- 
Kinley administration in its treatment 
of the islands wrenched from Spain, as 
antagonistic to the principles contained 
in the Declaration of Independence, and 
the provisions of our national constitu- 
tion. The war, which was begun in 
behalf of the oppressed people of Cuba, 
and not for the acquisition of foreign 
territory, which President McKinley de- 
clared would be criminal aggression, is 
now, under the direction of the same 
president, being turned into a policy of 
conquest and subjugafion. The people 
of the island of Cuba, to whom we prom- 
ised freedom and independence, are still 


the people’s 


under the control of the government of | 


the military forces of the United States, 
with no declared policy on the part of 
the administration as to their ultimate 
destiny. The United States is in honor 
bound to keep its sacred pledges made 
before the world to maintain its honor 
untari'shed, and to give freedom to 
those oppressed and heroic people who 
struggled so manfully for it. 

Nobody pretends that the Philippine 
islands could ever become states of the 
American Union, and, therefore, must 
be held as a vassal country, subject to 
ourcontrol. Along what path does this 
McKinley policy of colonial expansion 
lead us? Inevitably to the establish- 
ment of a large standing army, which 
would call for a grievous burden of in- 
creased taxation on the American work- 
ing man for the holding in subjection 
of conquered peoples. 


The further development of the Mc- 
Kinley colonial policy would, inevitably, 
be a participation in the control of the 
conquest and partition of China by Eu- 
ropean nations, and already we are 
urged by some of our commercial bodies 
to such action. This meansan associa- 
tion with England in the commercial 
exploitation of that vast country, an 
alliance with her along the lines of co- 
lonial expansion, and sooner or later a 
conflict of our ancient friends, England’s 
ancient foe, the great empire of Rus- 
sia. Here, again, the McKinley policy 
runs counter to the policy and the wise 
advice @f the founders of the republic, 
which was to avoid mixing ourselves in 
the controversies of Europe, or impTicat- 
ing ourselves in the ordinary vicissitudes 
of her politics or the ordinary com- 
binations and entanglements of her 
friendships and her enmities.

He was followed by Mr. Haggerty of 
Southbridge in opposition to the plan, 
and Patrick Gilroy of Springfield, who 
favored it. The latter declared that the 
delegates should not “bow the knee to 
Mayor Quincy of Boston.” 

The excitement was at fever pitch 
when, amid the cries of hundreds for the 
right to speak, the chaimman recognized 
Congressman Fitzgerald. He was 
greeted with cai cries, hisses and cheers. 
He bitterly arraigned Mr. Williams and 
the action of the state committee, and 
his remarks so enraged a portion of the 
audience that it was only upon the ur- 
gent demands of the chairman that he 
Was allowed to continue. So violent, 
however, became his personalities that 
the chairman called upon a captain of 
Police to restrain him. He etyled the 
convention a “snap” one, and said the 
committee had arranged a plot to make 
a regular “trust” out of the delegates 
present. He warned the committee 
that its downfall was certain. Heasked 
for an honest count and a fair show. 

Mr. Gallivan of Boston replied to the 
utterances of Mr. Fitzgerald, and said 
that the delegates had just heard the 
Wail, and declared that the congress- 
man Was “so steeped in political crime 
that he ought to be ashamed to raise his 
head upon the platform.” 

The tumult became almost without 
bounds at this point, but was somewhat 
quelled by sturdy wielding of the gavel 
by Chairman McNary, with the aid of 
the police. Mr, Gallivan then declared 
that the gentleman who had just 
“yelped” had brought into the hall a 
number of men from the cattle ships. 

Senator Kelliher, the next speaker, 
protested against the participation in 
this convention of men who had no 
right there, and could not be elected 
delegates, He declared that if al- 
legiance to Mr. Williams is a test of his 
Democracy, then he is not a Democrat. 
He protested against the election of 
delegates to a convention that has not 
yet been called. He declared that the 
question at issue is the most vital that 
has been presented in the purty for 25 
years, and should be settled rightly. 

Mr. Crowley of Boston followed. He 
caoted Lincoln's words in regard to 
“fooling the people.” He declared that 
the city employes from the city hall had 
been sent to the convention by Mayor 
Quincy, to break up the convention. He 
referred to Congressman Fitzgerald as 
the Concord Junction “megaphone,” and

DECOYED BY GREENE, 


President Steyn Considers That Kru- 
ger’s Proposals Were Fair. 


Orange Free State Bound to 
Assist the Transvaal. 


London Papers tmpressed With the Added 
Gravity of the Situation. 


London, Sept. 22.—A dispatch from 
Bloemfontein states that the 
Free State volksraad met yesterday with 
a full attendance, and President Steyn 


read a carefully prepared speech.

He expressed regret that the relations 
between Great Britain and the Trans- 
vaal had become strained. Members, 
he said, were aware of the meeting of 
Sir Alfred Milner and President Kruger 
at Bloemfontein, when President Kruger 
which, although re- 
jected by the British high commissioner, 
were unanimously considered through- 
out the Orange Free State to be ex- 
ceedingly fair. 

Proceeding to review the negotiations, 
President Steyn said the Transvaal had 
been decoyed by the British diplomatic 
agent at Pretoria, Mr. Greene, and he 
practically accused the imperial govern- 
ment of a breach of faith. He gaid he 
was disinclined to advise the Transvaal 
government to accept the latest British 
demands. The present critical state of 
affairs could not be a matter of indif- 
ference to the Orange Free State, which 
Was bound by treaty to afford assist- 
ance to the Transvaal, and he had, 
therefore, convened the volksraad to de- 
cide what attitude should be taken. 

“There is nothing,” declared the presi- 
dent, “that warrants war or an attack 
upon the Transvaal. Such differences 
as exist Can be solved by arbitration. 
War would be an ingult to religion and 
civilization.” 

In conclusion, President Steyn said he 


‘made proposals 


would take this opportunity of laying 
certain draft laws before the volksraad 


for consideration, praying God to give 
the members strength to pass resolu- 
tions not only conducive to peace and 
prosperity, but also in the interest of 
their beloved state. 

Immediately after the speech Presi- 
dent Steyn asked the volksraad to go

Milton, and more particularly East 
is alarmed over its water sup- 
ply and very few families are using the 
supply for drinking purposes. People 
have complained for some time of the 
odor and taste of the water, and when 
last week a young girl die d,as alleged, 
from typhoid fever, there were mut- 
terings that the cause of her death 


was the town water supply. 

These mutterings grew rapidly until 
there are now few in East Milton who 
do not believe that the water was the 


cause of her death. People immedi- 
ately began to stop drinking it, and 
every day the bucket brigade can be 
going back and forth from a 
spring. Others get their supply from 
their neighbor’s well. 

The next rumor started was that 
water supply system had been 
demned and everybody forbidden to 
use it for drinking purposes. 

Dr. Walter C. Kite of the Milton 
Board of Health, when seen Thursday

in regard to the water supply, said 
that it was true that there were ru- 
mors that the water had been con- 


demned, but up to the present time no 


such action had been taken by his 
board. 

He further said that while it was 
true that there was a disagreeable 


odor at times to the water, samples of 
it were sent to the State Board of 
Health every month and they had pro- 
nounced it all right. 

When asked about the case of 
typhoid fever.at East Milton, Dr. Kite 
said that there had been no case of the 
fever in town, as far as he knew, and 
to his knowledge the East Milton case 


of fever, if that is what it was, had 
never been reported to the Board of 
Health, to his knowledge. The laws 


provide that all such cases shall be 
immediately reported to the Board of 
Health, and if this was acase, then 
the physician had neglected his duty, 
and he would look into the matter im- 
mediately. 

The physician who the 
case was from Quincy. 

Whether or not the water is bad is 
an Open question, but it is certain that 
few people in Milton are using it for 
drinking Spurposes.

7—Recognizing that trusts are usually 
composed of corporations, and that cor- 
porations are but creatures of the law 
and can only exist in the place of their 
creation and cannot migrate to another 
sovereignty without the consent of that 
sovereignty, and that thls consent may 
be withheld when desired, we recom- 
mend the sense of this conference 
that each state pass laws providing 
that no corporation which is a member 
of any pool or trust in that state, or else- 
where, can do business in that state. 

Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
conference that all the capita] s®eck of 
Private corporations should be fully 
paid either, first, in lawful money; or, 
Second, in property of the actual cash 
value of the amount of the capital stock;

Governor McMillin, in presenting the 
resolutions, said that he was aware that 
trusts and combinations to restrain 
trade Were In a degree always dé pend- 
able on federal, state of municipal gov- 
ernménts for their continuance. “This 
Is no assemblage,” he said, “to war on 
corporations or capital in any form. The 
object of these resolutions is not to crush 
corporations, or destroy capital, but to 
regulate them. That is the whole ob- 
Ject of this conference, and when that 
is obtained its whole duty will have been 
done.” 

Attorney General Davis of Arkaneas 
Made a few remarks In favor of the reso- 
lutions, in the course of which he de- 
plored the fact that anything had come 
up during the conference to mar the 
harmony of its proceedings. 

Chairman Sayers then put the ques- 
tion and the resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted. 

Chairman Sayers made a short ad- 
dress, telling of his disinterestedness in 
calling the conference. He said he did 
not believe the trust was a question of 
politics, but one purely of patriotism. 

Secretary Moore promised to have a 
copy of the proceedings furnished to the 
governor of every state in the Union. 


The conference then adjourned sine 
die.

It is reported that fresh arrests 
of journalists and outlander leaders are 
imminent in Johannesburg. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle says: I have the best 
authority for the statement that the 
Orange Free State unanimously resolved 
to assist the Transvaal against British 
aggression. 

The Pretoria correspondent of The 
Daily Chronicle says: I am positively 
informed that when the raad discussed 
the last dispatch, a majority favored the 
five-years’ Milner’s fresh 
demands had an electric effect on the 
raad, however, even those who favored 
the outlanders directing President Kru- 
ger to take his present course.

The Milton Water. 

The Quincy physician who attended 
the last illness of the Paterson girl at 
East Milton was Dr. Dion. When seen 
yesterday about the case, Dr. Dion 
said the girl died of typhoid fever. The 
cause of her death was undoubtably 
due to drinking water. 
did not think that {the water of the 
town supply was the cause, but was 


inclined to believe that it was well 
water. The girl bad drank water from 
a well near her home in which the 


water was low and which was reported 
to be bad. To what extent she had 
drank of this water he did not know. 


The water in many wells was bad for 


drinking purposes and there was much 


more danger in drinking well water | 


than there could be from the use of 
the town system. 

When asked about reporting the 
case to the Board of Health, Mr. Dion 
said that in some places the rules of 
the Board of Health required such 
cases to be reported immediately but 
that he did not know about Milton. 
He had looked their rules over and 
bad found nothing in reference to the 
reportivg such cases.

DEFENDING THE BOERS. 


A Baltimore Tourist Talks on 
the Transvaal Controversy. 
& 


|THE WAR SENTIMENT IN LONDON. 


Great Britain's Policy In Dealing 
With the Little Republic Declared 
to Be Unjust—The Heroic Spirit of 

the Stardy Burghers. 


The. Baltimore Sun publishes an in- 
terview with Mr. O. F. Hershey, a 
prominent attorney of that city, who 
has just returned from an extended 
trip abroad. Discussing the Trans- 
vaal controversy, Mr. Hershey says: 

“When I left London everybody ex- 
pected war. The expansionists want 
it, and the peace party realize that 
Kruger is standing up for right and 
will not yield except to bullets. There 
is the same division of sentiment in 
England on this question that there ifs 
with us on the question of expansion. 
The independent press aud the so call- 
ed ‘intellectuals’—writers, professors, 
scholars—are bitterly opposed to Eng- 
land’s policy of brute force in South 
Africa. These are taunted as ‘Little 
Englanders’ by the commercial ele- 
ment, and everywhere, in the clubs 
and shops, one hears the brutal doc- 
trine that might is right. England is 
strongest; therefofe England is sov- 
ereign. She desires the Transvaal; 
therefore it is her duty to seize it. It 
is a simple doctrine, and all the stock 
brokers, mine promoters, patronage 
jobbers and Rhodesians rise up and 
eall ‘old England’ blessed for espous- 
ing it. 

“The Boers were the first in South 
Africa. Through no fault nor wish of 
theirs England obtained dominion over 
them at the Cape, and after various 
vicissitudes they finally, 60 years ago, 
penetrated into a wilderness over 
|} which England had no claim. There, 
after the most thrilling record of strug- 
jgle and suffering known to history, 
they conquered the savage and the 
jungle and founded their little state. 
Endland had no more to do with it 
than the Luited States. 

“They are now a little nation of sim- 
| ple folk, loving the land they won 
with their blood and living in peace 
and plenty far from the rush of cities 
and the madding crowd. In their veins 
is the same Teutonic blood that made 
England and the north of Europe what 
itis. They are well governed and ask 
only to be left in peace. Among them 
and about them are many South Afri- 
can English. They are bitterly oppos- 
ed to England's present policy. 

“But for the discovery of great min- 
eral wealth in the Transvaal the pres- 
ent situation would never have arisen. 
The hunt for gold has brought into 
Johannesburg more foreigners than 
there are Boers in the whole state. It 
has brought with it all the evils and 
all the characteristics peculiar to large 
mining towns. The foreign money is 
everything. It buys legislators, cor- 
fmpts police, opens gambling and drink 
places, produces discontent. It did it 
in our mining cities; it does it in the 
Transvaal. For this state of things 
Englishmen hold the Boers responsible 
and demand that they abdicate their 
rulership. 

“The uitlanders have all the wealth 
made in the Transvaal; the Boers haye 
the taxing power. The foreigners came 
unsolicited; they can go when they 
please, but they stay and ery for blood. 
They demand the franchise and vari- 
ous rights and concessions which, if 
granted, will enable them to wipe the 
Boer state from the face of the earth. 
According to a famous Maryland 
statesman, ‘two outvote one,’ and ‘Do 
one knows this better than Kruger and 
his followers. 

“By the way, according to 
newspapers, one would infer that the 
Boers are all a set of ignorant farmers. 
On the contrary, the new generation of 
Boers has more than its percentage of 
highly educated lawyers, doctors, 
preachers, scientists, scholars. The 
simple and struggling life of the fa- 
thers is telling in the splendid vitality 
and superiority of the sons. 

“A South African whom I met at 
Edinburgh assured me that the level 
of intelligence in the Transvaal was 
considerably higher than it is in York- 
shire. The Boers, said he, will fight 
to the last ditch. They are inspired 
with the same spirit that sustained the 
Greeks at Thermopylae or the Ameri- 
eans at Bunker Hill. England can 
slaughter them, but she can never con- 
quer them. The hour of external suc- 
cess in South Africa will be the hour 
of ultimate failure. It will be the same 
sort of victory Cromwell won in Ire- 
land or Berkeley in Virginia. 

“No one denies that the situation is 
bad; that the Boers have made many 
mistakes; that foreigners suffer wrongs 
they would not suffer at home; that 
taxation is notoriously unjust; that the 
dynamite monopoly is a moral and 
economic monstrosity; that there is 
| gross corruption; that there is some 
disorder. But if this justifies armed in- 
tervention, then some other nations 
had better beware of John Bull's vir- 
tuous sword. The truth is the Boers 
have done remarkably well under the 
| situation.”

The picturesque ritual, interspersed as 
it was with frequent music by a local 
Quartet, Was quite lengthy, the sacreé 
rites of the betrothal marriage being 
especially interesting and impressive. 

The betrothal began with the great 
ectenia, followed by a couple of prayers 
and special petitions for the salvation 
of the betrothed couple, the blessing 
them with offspring and peaceful mu- 
tual affection for abiding in harmony, 
firm in faith and for 2 blessing that they 
may lead blameless Uves. The priest 
then took the rings he had received from 
the bride and groom. With the gold one, 
representing the domination of the 
groom, three crosses above the groom's 
head were made, and then it was slipped 
upon the fourth finger of the groom's 
band. Similar details were gone through 
with the silver ring and the bride. 

After this Honore Palmer, proxy for 
Grand Duke Cyril of Russia, acting as 
best man or sponsor for the prince, 
stepped forward and transposed the 
rings three times, thus finally leaving 
the gold ring on the bride’s finger and 
the silver one on the groom's, these rings 
being given in token of the life-long 
union into which they were entering. 
The exchange by the sponsor indicates 
the consent of the family. 

The rite closed by the prayer “that 
the Lord may establish these es- 
pousals in the faith, in harmony, truth 
and love, and may bless from heaven 
this putting of rings.” 

Next came the rite of marriage. The 
couple approached nearer to the lectern, 
still holding the lighted candles, the 
priest again preceding. As they pro- 
ceeded the quartette sang Psalm 
CXXVII. Halting upon a rug, the 
priest enquired of them if they had 
spontaneous wish and firm intention to 
contract the conjugal union with each 
other, and whether they had promised 
to contract the union. with any one else. 
These questions prop‘rly answered, the 
priest blessed the kingdom of the most 
holy trinity, snd with the great ectenia 
added were petitions on behalf of new 
consort, and the granting of blessings 
upon marriage, chastity, favered chil- 
dren, and joy in them, blameless life 
and unfailing crown of glory in the 
heavens and abundant good things on 
earth; that they each obey each other 
and remember the prayers of the parents 
who reared them. The priest then 

crowned the prince and the princess, 
making ritualistic re narks while so do- 
ing. 

A cup of wine was brought and blessed. 
The couple drank from it alternately 
three times each. He then took them 
by the hande and iced thom three times 
around the lectern, the best man ana 
attendants following, holding the crowns 
above the heads of the newly wedded 
pair. 

The services closed with the singing of 
the Russian national hymn, after which 
the couple received congratulations, 
while the orchestra discoursed music.

To Be 40,500 Seats on Stands, | 
Costing Nearly $2 a Seat. 


| Granddaughter of Famous General 
Becomes the Wife of a Prince, 


The Hero of Manila Will Be Welcomed by 


InterestingNuptial Rites Per- Probably 150,000 People Afloat. 


formed by Russian Priest. 


New York, Sept. 25.—All the general 
arrangements for the reception of Ad- 
miral Dewey are now completed, and 
there are only a few minor details to be 
settled. The majority of these cannot 
be attended to until after the arrival 
of the admiral, and his wishes have been 
consulted. 

All the subcommittees have about fin- 
ished their work, and have presented 
their reports to the general committee. 
The committee on the distribution of 
tickets was at work all yesterday in the 
mayor's office until late into the night. 
They apportioned nearly 20,000 tickets, 
all there were at their disposal. 

There were applicants for more than 
100,000 tickets. Their work did not in- 
clude the distribution of tickets to mu- 
nicipal and assembly and the school 
children’s stands. These tickets will 
be at the disposal of the municipal legis- 
lators and the president of the board of 
education. 

The committee on stands will hold its 
final meeting today and decide exactly 
what will be the capacity of the new 
stands. If the committee is responsible 
for all the expenditures it has author- 
ized, it will have spent more than $6,- 
000 in excess of the first appropriation 
made to it of $30,000, and $4000 more than 
it has in sight, even if the municipal as- 
sembly votes to give it the additional 
$25,000 that is to be asked for at Tues- 
day's meeting of the aldermen and coun- 
cll. 

For the seventy odd thousand expend- 
ed, the committee has furnished about 
20,000 seats to the ticket committee 
4000 on the two city hall stands, 6000 for 
the school children, 10,000 for the mu- 
ricipal assembly and 25,000 for the vet- 
erans of the G. A. R., a total of about 
40,500 seats, for about $74,000. ‘This is 
nearly $2 a seat. 

Work on the big Dewey triumphal arch 
is rapidly being pushed, and (he erch will 
be in proper condition in good time. 

Secretary Foster received a dispatch 
from Governor DeForest Richards of 
Wyoming, asking leave to withdraw his 
previous refusal to participate in the 
celebration. Mr. Foster wired that New 
York would be pleased to welcome him. 

Concerning the committee of seven 
that is to attend Admiral Dewey during 
his stay in this city Mr. Foster said he 
had received a reply in writing from 
Chauncey Depew and in person from 
Richard Croker and William McAdoo.

Newport, R. I, Sept. 25.—Princess 
Cantacuzene, Who Was until last even- 
ing Miss Julia Dent Grant, is the eldest 
daughter of Brigadier General Frederick

The bride is 23 years old. She was born 
in the White House at Washington, and 
when young was oft 'n referred to asthe 
“Daughter of the Republic.”” She isa 
tall, stately brunette, with eyes that 
have been likened to brown pansies, rich 
olive complexion and a wealth of dark 
hair that a poetic admirer once described 
as “tresses of the night.’ She is an ac- 
complished linguist, speaking French 
and German with fluency and fast ac- 
quiring the Russian tongue. Her smile 
is a delight.

MISS JULIA DENT GRANT. 

“Little Miss Sunshine,”’ as she was 
called by her grandfather, General 
Ulysses S, Grant, in the days when he 
used to trot her on his knee, has had 
three winters in New York socicty, three 
summers at Newport and one summer at 

3ar Harbor. At odd times she has been 
a favorite in Washington's cosmopolitan 
society since her debut. 

In accordance with ta2 rites of the 
Russian Orthodox church, Miss Grant 
last night became the bride of Prince 
( Cantacuzene, Count Speransky of Rus- 

sia, after simple but impressive ceree 
monies, conducted by Father Hotovitsky 
of the Russian church, New York. 


From conservative estimates by ex- 
pert shipping men, based on the num- 
bers participating in former naval pa- 
rades, on the squadrons, fleets and flo- 
tillas of yachts, merchant craft, tugs, 
steam lighters and even steam canal

More than 80 yachts have applied for 
positions in the first division of the es- 
corting column. Secretary Oddie of the 
New York Yacht club said that nearly 
every yacht from which the parade will 
be viewed will itself be a part of the 
parade. All the big fachts are home 
from the Mediterranean on account of 
the yacht races, and al] but one or two 
of the big fellows are in commission. 

The 85 steam yachts which will follow 
the official boats of the city in the first 
division of the escorting column will 
carry smal! parties only, composed of the 
immediate families and friends of the 
yachtsmen. Commodore Morgan will 
be in command gf this division on his 
floating palace, the Corsair. Nearly 
4000 spectators will view the parade from 
these yachts alone. 

Unattached yachts, big and small ex- 
cursion boats, tugs, steam lighters, the 
merchant marine not in the procession, 
ferry boats within the range of vision 
of the parade, scows and such craft an- 
chored in shore will carry large crowds. 

From Gravesend bay, through the 
narrows, up the bay and the North river 
to and above Grant's tomb the proces- 
sion of ships and the ships at rest will 
stretch, the greatest and most imposing 
and crowded fleet tte new world ever 
witnessed, 


All the preparations were made on a 
scale of unusual magnificence, but this 
was especially true of the floral dec- 
orations, both at the church and at 
Beaulieu, the Newport residence of Mrs. 
Potter Palmer. The church, with its 
simple structure and broad, long aisles— 
especially the centre aisle leading from 
the entrance to the chancel—was par- 
ticularly adapted to adornment of this 
sort. 

The decorations were begun at the 
sidewalk with large banks of palms and 
other tropical plants on both sides of the 
entrance, and continued up the centre 
aisle to the altar. From the ceiling was 
suspended massive green garlands fes- 
tooned with white flowers, making a 
complete bower of white and green 
throughout the chapel. The large win- 
dows on each side of the chapel were 
banked with fine Farleyence ferns. 

The altar decorations were the cost- 
liest ever attempted in a church. The 
altar in this chapel is exceptionally larg 
and wide, and it was banked on either 
side with massive Austrian tree ferns, 
grouped from the altar rail in a semi- 
circle on each side, making a noble 
forest of this rare plant. In front of 
these tall fern trees were placed 20 of the 
finest bushes of American beauty roses 
in full bloom. The effect was that of 
a garden of growing ferns and roses. 
The altar rail was completely covered 
with masses of the pure white rose called 
the bride. The altar steps was carpeted 
with the same flower. In the front of 
the place where the bridal pair kneeled 
was a white satin pillow embroidered 
with orange blossoms.

REQUIRES ABSOLUTE REST... 


DISPOSSESSED ENEMY. 


Probability That Vice President Hobart Wil! Naval Engagement In Subg Bay Results tn 


Be Unable to Accept Renomination. 

New York, Sept. 25.—A special to The 
Press from Paterson, N. J., says: It 
is possible that Vice President Hobart 
may be unable to preside over the next 
session of the United States senate. 
More than that, it is now recognized as 
a serious probability that he will not be 
in physical condition to accept a re- 
nomination as the running mate of 
President McKinley in the next national 
campaign. 

The disease from which Mr. Hobart 
suffers is a kidney trouble, not acute, 
but of a form requiring absolute rest 
for a long time. The fact has been 
known to his friends, but this is the first 
announcement that his illness is so 
serious as to threaten an actual with- 
drawal from the duties of his public po- 
sition. This illness began with an at- 
tack of grip in Georgia last spring. He 
returned thence to Washington, where 
he suffered a relapse, being confined to 
his house for several weeks. Then he 
went to Long Branch and recovered suf- 
ficiently to join the president during a 
part of his outing at Lake Champlain. 

Since his return to his home in Pater- 
son the vice president has not visited his 
office. It is said that he can make no 
effort without exhaustion. 


In Neeg of Repairs. 

San Francisco, Sept. 25.—The United 
States transport Leelanaw came into 
port yesterday with pumps steadily at 
work to overcome the effect of a hole in 
the ship's bottom. The Leelanaw sailed 
for Manila on Sept. 2 with a cargo of 
‘commissary stores and 200 horses for 
army use. After leaving this port dis- 
temper Was developed among the horses 
and so many of the animals died that the 
Leelanaw put into Honolulu and landed 
there the commissary stores and the 
surviving horses. The transport then 
Started on the return trip to this city. 
During the three days prior to reaching 
this port so thick was the fog that the 
Leelanaw struck the reef bar Montara. 
It will be necessary for her to goto dry 
dock for a considerable overhauling. In 
addition to the leak, the vessel was badly 
strained. 

“Big Doc” at Liberty. 

New York, Sept. 25.—A cablegram from 
Manchester, Eng., announces the re- 
lease from prison there on Friday of 
Daniel F. Dougherty, alias Big Doc, the 
notorious American bank robber and 
murderer. The ex-convict is now prob- 
ably on his way to the United States, 
In a quarrel, most likely over the di- 
vision of plunder in England on Dec. 21, 
1887, Dougherty killed an American con- 
federate named Graham. He Was con- 
victed of murder and sentenced to life 
imprisonment at Manchester. His 
pardon was secured on account of the 
prisoner's ill health. Dougherty was ar- 
rested in 1868 for bank robbery and wits 
sentenced at Charlestown, Mass. He 
served his full term and was released im 
1883. 


Big Strike Threatened. 

Buffalo, Sept. 25.—The Lake Carriers’ 
association has until] noon today toavert 
a strike of the marine engineers on the 
Great Lakes. Last Saturday President 
George Uhler of the National Marine 
Engineers’ Beneficiary association 
served upon the lake carriers an ulti- 
matum to the effect that if an advance 
im wages, which the marine engineers 
demand, is not granted he will call out 
all the engineers on the lakes. It is 
claimed that the threatened strike would 
tie up the commerce of the Great Lakes 
as effectually as would a December 
blizzard. There are between 3000 and 
4000 engineers in the association. 


Had Enough of Klondike. 

Wrangel, Alaska, Sept. 20, via Seattle, 
Sept. 25.—Several more Klondikers, off 
the Edmonton trail, reached here Sun- 
day, having gone down the Stickeen 
river from Glenora in canoes. All the 
survivors were in good health, and had 
spent the past lew months laboring onthe 
Cassiar Central railway, and have 
enough money with which to reach the 
states. There are still a few on the 
trail, and as navigation closes in about 
six Wteks, it is likely that they will pass 
the winter on Deas lake.

A GREAT WAR ENGINE, 


Battleship Kearsarge Attains an Av- 
erage Speed of 16:54 Knots, 


cesstutly lautichéd yesterday afternoon. 
She was christened by Miss Amy Craven 
of Philadelphia, granddaughter of th> 
late commander for whom the boat was 
named, After the launching, lunch was 
ferved in the office of the Bath Iron 
Works, the builders of the craft. The 
construction of the Craven was author- 
ized by congress in the act passed June 
10, 1896, and her contract price for the 
hull and machinery, exclusive of ord- 
Nance and outfit, was $194,000. The 
Boat is 152 feet long, 16 feet 4% inches 
wide and has a displacement of 150 tons. 
She is of the “Norman” type, and is 
similar in genera! design to a very suc- 
cessful class of boats now in the service 
in the French navy. She kas two Nor- 
man water-tube boilers and twin-screw, 
vertical, triple-expansion engines of 4200 
horsepower, and her contractors guaran- 
tee a mean speed on her trial trip of 30% 
knots per hour. Her bunker capacity 
is 30 tons of coal. She is fitted with two 
deck-discharging tubes for 18-inch 
Whitehead automobile torpedoes, and 
carries a battery of four one-pounder 
rapid-fire guns. “Her extreme draft 
to the bottom of the propeller is eight 
feet eight inches. She is fitted with 
two conning towers, and just abaft of 
the forward one on each side a one- 
pounder gun is mounted, the other two 
being similarly mounted just abaft 
the after tower. One of the torpedo 
tubes is located on the centre line of the 
boat, over the after bulkhead of the en- 
gine room, and the other is at the end of 
the boat. The officers’ quarters and the 
berths for petty officers are aft. The 
erew's quarters are forward.

FATTENED CAMPAIGN FUNDS. 


New York Judges Testify That They Were 
Compelied to ‘Chip In.” 

New York, Sept. 26.—Yesterday was 
“judges” day at the session of the Mazet 
legislative investigation commission. A 
number of the judges of the city were 
called for the purpose of ascertaiving 
their opinions as to the advi: ) Jility*of 
the passage of a stringent law prohibit- 
ing the paying of election expenses by 
the candidates for judicial offices, 

Justice Patterson of the appellate 
division of the supreme court testified 
that he paid for election expenses several 
thousand doliars. Me could not remem- 
ber exactly how much. He thought that 
political parties needed money for leg-t- 
imate expenses, but that it would be ® 
great relief and a wholesome thing if 
contributions were not allowed. 

Justice Gildersleeve’s electiog ex- 
Ppenses were $4000. He opposed the pay- 
ment of large sums, but did not object 
to reasonable expenses being paid by 
judicial candidates. 

Justice Geigrich paid Tammany hall 
$5000. He did not see why judicial can- 
didates ought to be exempt as long as 
political parties needed money. 

Justice Scott’s expenses were $9955. He 
thought it would be an advantage tothe 
public if aH candidates, judicial in- 
cluded, could be relieved from election 
expenses, 

Justice Bischof paid Tammany hall 
$10,000. He thought judicial candidates 
should be exempt. 

Justice McAdams said that he paid 
$10,000 at the time of his nomination. He 
did not see why judicial candidates 
should be exempt. 

Justice Dugro paid about $1000. He 
thought a law doing away with contri- 
butions would be a good thing. 

Justice Fitzgerald paid $5000. He 
favored a law forbidding contributions 
by judicial candidates, 

Justice Beach paid Richard Croker 
$5082. He knew of no reason why a 
judicial candidate should Le relieved of 
the payment of legitimate election ex- 
penses, 

Justice Beckman paid $4797. He fav- 
ored exemption for judicial candidates. 

Justice Truax said he paid over $1500. 
He could see no harm in the payment of 
Small sums, 

Justice MacLean said that no sugges- 
tion had eevr been made to him to paya 
campaign contrihution. He had no 
opinion as to whether it would be a good 
thing to abolish the system of assessing 
candidates for the bench. 


Type Fully Up to the Indiana 
and Iowa Classes. 


Remarkab'e Accomplishm2nt With a Green 
Crew and Under Econom'cal Conditions. 


Boston, Sept. 26.—The United States 
her official 
speed trial over the Cape Ann course 
yesterday, averaged 16.84 knots an hour. 
On the outward run of 33 knots she 
averaged 17.32 knots with smooth sea 
and wind abeam. On the 
averaged 16.37 knots against a head wind. 
The contract requirement was 16 knots. 
The trial was successful in every par- 
ticular. 

The run over the famous Cape Ann 
course, in short, came up to the expecta- 
tions of the Kearsarge’s builders—the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock company—and delighted the of- 
ficial representatives of the government 
beyond measure. Greater interest, it 
may be said, centered in the trial of this 
battleship of honored and historic name 
than in any previous trial runs of our 
line of battle craft. There were many 
reasons for this, chief of which was the 
desire to compare the Kearsarge type 
with the Indiana and Iowa classes, both 
of which so remarkably proved their 
worth in the recent war. 

The new battleship, with her sister 
ship, the Kentucky, now nearing co} - 
pletion, descriptively, is distinguis ed 
by super-imposed turrets, called Sa: sp- 
son turrets, after Rear Admiral Samp- 
son, Who stands sponsor for them. These 
turrets carry 13-inch guns in the lower 
and 8-inch in the upper barbettes, and 
the main and secondary batteries con- 
Stitute the heaviest armament of any 
ship in the world. Again the new bat- 
tleship differs from the Indiana type in 
having two masts instead of one, and 
likewise much additional ponderous ma- 
chinery. 

On her speed trial she carried four 
bilge and two docking keels, the lowa 
alone being presented in this shape for 
her trial run, and it is to the credit of the 
Kearsarge that her ~elative speed, vith 
600 horse power les» and 350 tons greater 
displacement, was approximately equal 
to that of the lowa, although the latter 
on her trial made 17.02 for an average. 

The Kearsarge and Kentucky, while 
nominally 16-knot craft, will probably 
be spoken of in naval circles ag of the 
17 knots, based, no doubt, on her per- 
formance With a green crew, and, as the 
builders say, under economical condi- 
tions. The latter important fact has 
intervened through the abolition by our 
government of payment of bonus for an 
extra quarter knot or greater over the 
contract. Besides, the Newport News 
company, being certain of reaching the 
required 16 knots, had the glory alone of 
adding to that figure. As to the sta- 
bility—determined by her performance 
in sea way, and as a gun platform—that 
is to be proven later, but on the word of 
Rear Admiral] Rodgers, president of the 
board of inspection and survey, she is 
remarkably stiff, and a fine boat in every 
respect, 

In the course of the run two remark- 
ably fine marine pictures were pre- 
gented, aside from the one of this mass 
of steel being forged through the water 
at great speed. The most impressive of 
these Was when, after crossing the finish 
line, the ship's helm was put hard over, 
and around she went in a circle, the 
diameter of which was scarcely more 
than twice her length. As the screws 
churned up the water the wake madea 
great wave of boiling green water which 
rushed towards a center with the force 
of a tidal rip, the foamy tops meeting in 
miniature cataracts. With this remark- 
ably close radius of action the inclina- 
tion of the craft was Scarcely three de- 
grees. The other picture was durizg the 
homeward run, when, witha huge “bone 
in her teeth,” the forward deck was 
bathed in clouds of spray. 

The day was perfect overhead andin 
the air, except that on the run back the 
wind freshened and the speed fell quite 
noticeably. This was due to an acci- 
dent. Shortly before the ship turned the 
stake boat on the homeward run a hot 
water feed tube burst, letting cold water 
into the boilers, running the steam down, 
thus decreasing the revolutions of the 
propellers eight turns per minute. 

Captain William Folger, who will com- 
mand the Kearsarge, after the trial ex- 
pressed his admiration of the Kearsarge 
and her performance, saying he was con- 
vinced that with a trained crew she is 
good for 1744 knots. He further praised 
her as being a very stable boat and a 
magnificent platform. 

Rear Admiral Rodgers said that the 
board were united in satisfaction with 
the vessel. For himself, he said she 
was stiff and strong, and the greatest 
addition to the navy. He thought the 
run was remarkable, and would wait 
for her final figures as to her speed abil- 
ities. 

Captain Evans sald the Kearsarge was 
a fine boat, and one that in speed com- 
pared with the Iowa. It could not be 
expected, Captain Evans said, that with 
the difference in horse powér and dis- 
rlacement, that the Kearsarge would 
go as fast as the Iowa, but he was sure 
that she was equal to 17 knots. 

Other officers were equally well dis 
posed in their comments on thé ship’s 
performance.

New England Crops, Excepting Hay and Ap- 
ples, Will Reach Average Yield and Quali'y. 

Boston, Sept. 26.—The New England 
section, climate and crop service of the 
weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending Sept. 25: 

Copious rains fell in about all sections 
of New England on the 20th and 21st. 
The exceptions were extreme eastern 
sections of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island and northern part of Vermont, 
where only light showers occurred. For 
the remainder of the week the weather 
Was generally fair and with abundant 
sunshine. 

The past week was decidedly warmer 
than the preceding one. The average 
temperature was 6? degrees, which is 
6 degrees higher than the week previ- 
ous. There were no reports of killing 
frosts and light frosts occurred only in 
the lowlands of some of the northern 
sections of the district, 

The average rainfall for the week was 
1.50 inches, which was the largest fer 
any week of the season. The amounts 
in coast sections from Eastport to Bos- 
ton were from 1.50 to 3. The rainfall 
Was sOmewhat iess in the interior sec- 
tions of the district, though sufficient to 
thoroughly wet the surface of the 
ground. The raln was of great and im- 
mediate benefit, putting the soil In fine 
condition for plowSug and fall sceding, 
filling streams and starting springs, and 
improving late vegetables and vegeta- 
tion generally. 2 

The rain and warm weather oF the 
past week have improved the condition 
of crops. The chief benefit resulted to 
cabbage, turnips, meadows and pas- 
tures, and to fall sown seed. Crops are 
nearly all secured, except apples, pota- 
toes and late corn. The recent rains 
have placed the ground in good tillable 
condition and fal] plowing and seeding 
are being rushed in many sections of 
the district. There are still parts of 
northern Vermont and eastern Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts where the soil 
is too dry for cultivation. In some sec- 
tions of Vermont the question of water 
supply is becoming serious, and _ the 
Scarcity of water for stock causes much 
inconvenience to farmers. Now _ that 
the season has closed the prevailing 
Opinion, as expressed by correspondents, 
is that, excepting hay and apples, crops 
Will reach the average in yield and 
quality. The weather was especially 
favorable to farm work, and the season 
as a Whole satisfactory. 

This bulletin is the last issue of the 
season of 1899.

The only union that 
has not decided to join is the Cartmen’s 
union, but it is expected that the cart- 
men will go out with the rest. The 
strikers are confident of winning. it 
is not known how long the strikers can 
hold out. They say that even if they 
lose they will have struck a blow in the 
right direction. The closing of the 
laundry establishments is a veritable 
godsend to the drygoods stores, as peo- 
ple are driven to buy extra linen.

SERVIAN CONSPIRACY, 


Conviction of Alleged Leaders a Sub- 
ject of General Condemnation. 


One Publicly Shot and Eight- 
een Condemned to Prison. 


f'ory Showing How Former King Milan Was 
Given an Opportunity For Revenge. 


Belgrade, Sept. 26—The Servian court 
yesterday rendered judgment in the 
case of the prisoners who have been on 
trial for some time past, charged with 
the attempted assassination of former 
King Milan of Servia, July 6, when h2 
was shot at by a Bosnian, Knezevic. 
Knezevic and Paisitch, the leaders of the 
eonspiracy, were sentenced to death, 10 
others were condemned to 30 years’ im- 
prisonment, and seven to five years’ im- 
prisonment. Six of the men on trial 
were acquitted. 

Knezevic was shot publicly yesterday 
afternoon, in the presence of a large 
crowd. In view of the absence of trust- 
worthy evidence, the finding of the tri- 
bunal is the subject of general condem- 
nation. After the sentences were read, 
Paisitch was informed that King Alex- 
ander had pardoned him. 


EX-KING MILAN OF SERVIA, 
The recent attempt on the life of King 
Milan Was in all probability the outcome 
of suppressed popular emotion, and, as 


such, would be strictly im accordance 
with Servian precedent. The criminal 
act has furnished the ex-king with the 
long-wished-for opportunity of making 
a clean sweep of his political and per- 
sonal foes. He has doubtless a long 
score to settle with many of them, ard 
revenge is sweet. But some limits must 
be imposed on the process of retaliation, 
which, if carried to extremes, may be 
productive of a dange.ous ferment not 
only in Servia, but in the whole region 
of the Balkans. 

The fact hat Austria has added her 
protests to those of Russia against the 
severities which the ex-king was be- 
ginning to put in practice is all the more 
significant when the understanding be- 
tween the two great powers is taken into 
consideration. The friends of liberty in 
the Balkans can only express the hope 
that King Milan may be wise in time and 
that Seryia may escape the humiliation 
of foreign intervention. But events in 
southern Europe during the past few 
years have begun to familiarize the great 
powers with the idea of exercising a 
police supervision over turbulent little 
states which cannot be allowed to forma 
Standing menace to the tranquility of 
their neighbors. 

It is scarcely possible to imagine a more 
effective rebuke than that just adminis- 
tered to the authorities in Belgrade by 
the czar in conferring a Russian decora- 
tion upon the Servian ex-premier, Gen- 
eral Sava Gruitch. There would appear 
to be practical agreement between the 
views of the two powers as to the pro- 
ceedings in Belgrade, which have been 
described as brutal. In Vienna a hope 
was exprested that this Russian hint 
would serve aS a warning to ex-King 
Milan, who is held solely responsible for 
the present policy of the government. 
The best proof that the co-operation of 
the nomina! head of the Servian cabinet 
Was not considered indispensable is the 
fact that Premier Georgevitch has 
throughout the whole trouble quietly 
continued his cure at Marienbad. Ser- 
vian official and judicial methods must 
leave much to be desired when Austria, 
who is interested not merely in the main- 
tenance of the Obrenovitch dynasty, but 
in the prestige of the ex-king, who Is 
considered to be its most reliable bul- 
wark, feels called upon to repeat day by 
day her warnings against the present 
system of wholesale arrests and denun- 
ciations. 

The prisoners in custody, of whom 38 
were semi-officially acknowledged, were 
Said to number as many as 80. It is per- 
tinently asked, if the conspiracy be in 
reality so widespread, what guarantee 
can there be for the security of the 
throne? Altogether, the inadvised ac- 
tion of the Servian rulers is calculated 
to damage their own cause and to give 
a certain show of justification to the 
view propagated by the opponents of the 
dynasty, who boldly maintain teit the 
real conspirators are ex-King Milan and 
his instruments, and that Knezevic was 
Merely a tool in the hands of the police.

PREPARING 10 FIGHT. 


Boers Believe That British Notes Are 
For Purpose of Gaining Time. 


Joubert Expects to Have Fifty 
Thousand Troops. 


Text of Chamberlain’s Letter of Sep‘. 22 to 
Milner Is Made Public. 


London, Sept. 26.—A special dispatch 
from Pretoria says that the members of 
the volksraad, belleving that the British 
notes are intended to gain time for the 
concentration of troops, urge the govern- 
ment to adjourn the raad immediately 
and to send Great Britain a note declar- 
ing that further mobilization will be re- 
garded as an unfriendly act. 

Trenches, earthworks and sandbag de- 
fenses are being erected in all available 
approaches to the capital. 

It is reported from Pretoria that Com- 
mandant General Joubert reckons on 18,- 
000 Transvaal troops, 16,000 from the 
Orange Free State, 8000 from Cape Col- 
ony, 2000 from Natal, and 6000 Holland- 
ers, Germans and other volunteers, 

Seven hundred and fifty men of the 
Leicestershire regiment, 750 of the Royal 
Dublin fusiliers, 200 mounted infantry 
and the Eighteenth hussars have ar- 
rived at Dundee, Natal, from Lady 
Smith. These troops will form a new 
camp at Glencoe, their places being filled 
by others from India 

The movement was executed so smart- 
ly and unexpectedly that the Boer spies 
were unaware of it until it was actually 
accomplished. 


The officials of the foreign office gave 
out last evening the text of the letter of 
Secretary Chamberlain to Sir Alfred 
Milner, dated Sept. 22. The British re- 
ply expressed regret that her majesty’s 
offer, No. 5, of Sept. 8, had been refused, 
and said: 

“The object her majesty’s government 
had in view in the recent negotiations 
has been stated in a manner which can- 
not admit of misapprehension, viz, to 
obtain such substantial and immediate 
representation for the outlanders as will 
enable them to secure for themselves 
that fair and just treatment which was 
formally promised them in 1881, and 
which her majesty intended to secure for 
them when she granted privileges of 
self-government to the Transvaal. No 
conditions less comprehensive than those 
contained in the telegram of Sept. 8 can 
be relied on to effect this object. 

“Tale refusal of the South African gov- 
ernment to entertain the offer thus 
made, coming as it does after four 
months of protracted negotiations, 
themselves the climax of five years of 
extended agitation, makes it useless to 
further pursue the discussion on the lines 
hitherto followed, and the imperial gov- 
ernment is now compelled to consider 
the situation afresh and formulate new 
proposals for a final settlement of the 
issues which have been created in South 
Africa by the policy constantly followed 
for many years by the government of 
South Africa. They will communicate 
the result of their deliberations in a 
later dispatch.” 

In a later communication, the imperial 
government takes up the charge of 
breach of faith insinuated by Secretary 
of State Reitz, Sept. 16, “which,” it is 
pointed out, “we cannot pass over in 
silence.” Mr. Chamberlain then Says: 

“The proposals made by the South Af- 
rican republic, in its letters of Aug. 19 
and Aug. 20, were not induced by sug- 
gestions given by the British agent from 
the state attorney, as claimed, and that, 
on the contrary, the state attorney 
sounded the British agent, both in writ- 
ing and in conversation, as to the con- 
ditions under which the imperial gov- 
ernment would waive the invitationtoa 
joint inquiry, and these communications 
resulted in proposals made by the South 
African government in those letters. It 
is impossible that the South African 
government could have had any doubt 
as to the imperial government's answer 
to the conditions named, and my reply 
Was actually the same as the British 
agent had foreshadowed to the state at- 
torney, and which, therefore, they must 
have anticipated in making the pro- 
posals, 

“The imperial government also denies 
that its telegram of Sept 8 substituted 
an entirely new proposal for the invita- 
tion to the joint commission of inquiry.” 

The imperial government then quotes 
the dispatch from South Africa of Aug. 
19, containing an alternative proposal 
identical with that which the imperial 
government is said to have substituted, 
and the communication proceeds ag fol- 
lows: 

“The imperial government sees no 
ground for misapprehension on the part 
of the South African republic as to its 
answer regarding non-interference and 
suzerainty, as the imperial government 
had already stated that it would not 
press for the appointment of a joint 
commission of inquiry, in view of the 
fact that such an inquiry would, in the 
epinion of the government of the South 
A Rane republic, prejudice the right of 
si ependence, repeatedly recognized 

y the imperial] government.

The Pretoria Volkssteim, the official 
organ of the Transvaal governinent, de- 
clares that the Transvaal executive 
ought to give Great Britain at the most 
48 hours to reply to the Transvaal's de- 
mand that no further troops be landed 
pending the receipt of the British pro- 
posals. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily News says: The Boers have be- 
gun looting on the western border of the 
Transvaal. A house at Lichtenburg Le- 
longing to a British subject was looted 
in his absence, everything portable bcing 
carried away 

A dispatch to The Daily Maltl from 
Pietermaritzburg, Natal, says that the 
colored muleteers at Lady Smith inu- 
tinied and declined to go tothe front 
with the artillery. 

The secretary of state for the home 
department, Sir Matthew White Ridley, 
speaking last evening at Blackpool, in- 
dicated that the question of suzerainty 
would not be used to force an issue in the 
Transvaal. He said, however, that the 
British government would insist upon 
a redress of the grievances of the out- 
landers, under the convention of 1881 and 
1884. If these conventions had een ad- 
hered to, he declared, the quarrel would 
never have been heard of.

New York, Sept. 27.—A number of non- 
union compositors, who took the places 
of the locked-out printers on The Sun, 
struck last night. They complain that 
they have been unjustly treated, and 
that the management of that paper has 
not kept the agreement made with them.

Every en- 
deavor will be made to inculcate the 
principles of self-government, the foun- 
dation of which is true, self-respecting 
liberty. Modern civilization demands 
an enduring respect for law and the 
rights and liberties of others. : 

“The workingmen of Havana are being 
tempted toward a fatal step, W hich, if 
taken, will set back their exercises of 
liberty and the enjoyment of the rights 
of man for an indefinite period. They 
are being urged to a general strike, to 
a total suspension of the ac customed oc- 
cupations and labors W hich are essen- 
tial to the common welfare, and upon 
which depend even the very lives of the 
people. 

“The reason assigned is a demand for 
a Working day of eight hours. Asa mat- 
ter of fact, such a demand has not been 
made. No body of employers has been 
asked to shorten the day to eight hours. 
No petition has been submitted to the

Given Olympia as She Moves 
Up to Her Anchorage. 


Noisy Demonstration Became 
Almost Continuous. 


Thrilling Scenes Witnessed by Thou- 


sands at Tompkinsville, 


Chicago Arrives From Its Southern Trip, With 


Acm‘ral Howison on Board. 


New York, Sept. 28.—The Olympia left 
her anchorage in the lower bay at 9:06 
Wednesday forenoon and started for the 
naval anchorage off Thompkinsville. 
The forts gave forth noisy greetings, 
and ferryboats and railroad engines 
turned their boilers loose through the 


Whistle valves. Persons aboard the 
various craft yelled at the top of their 
voices, the whistles screamed unceas- 


ingly, and the weird screech of the sirens 


made up a terrible din. Through this 
gauntlet of welcoming sounds the 
Olympia moved slowly, dipping her 


colors and replying to gun salutes, while 
the admiral waved his acknowledgmert 
to the cheering crowds. Ag the flagship 
came to anchor, craft farther up the bay 
took up the noise and whistles sounded 
far up the Hudson and on both sides of 
the river. 

Never, perhaps, did a triumphant war- 
rior returning from a viciorious cam-

receive a more impressive wel- 
Although thousands upon thou- 
sands witnessed it from the shore, bal- 
cony, Window or housetop, and the men 
of war anchorage at Tompkinsville 
fairly swarmed with tugs, yachts and 
steamers and every sort of harbor craft, 
@1) blacle with . 
the walls of the city beyond were brave 
with a million welcoming flags, Wed- 
nesday’s greeting to Dewey was the 
greeting of his comrades of the navy. 
To outward appearances the welcome 
he received from the fleet was strictly 
professional. One can find all the cere- 
monies done in his honor described in 
the naval regulations as due to one of 
his rank. But the naval regulations, 
rigerous as they are, could not restrain 
occassional rounds of cheers any more 


{ than it could the bell cords of the skip- 


pers and the shouts of people aboard 
the excursion boats. 

It was a perfect day, though clouds, 
driven by the strong land breeze, ob- 
scured the sun during the morning, and 
the waves of the lower bay were capped 
with foam. In the afternoon the clouds 
disappeared, the breeze died away and 
the sun bathed the Sea in brilliance. 


CRUISER CHICAGO. 


Very early in the morning, before 
Dewey left his anchorage inside Sandy 
Hook, Rear Admiral Howison, com- 
mander of the South Atlantic squadron, 
aboard his flagship, the Chicago, which 
errived outside Tuesday night, ending a 
journey of 21,000 miles around South 
Africa, came in past the Hook, expect- 
ing to join the North Atlantic squad- 
ron in-receiving Dewey upon his ar- 
rival. As he rounded the Spit, there, to 
his surprise, lay the Olympia. Dewey's 
flagship was no sooner rec ognized than 
the sides of the Chicago were manned, 
the marine guard was paraded, and 17 
guns roared in honor of Dew ey’s fiag. 
The Chicago's jackies cheered wildly as 
she steamed past. The Olympia re- 
sponded with 13 guns, and the two ad- 
mirals waved a welcome to each other 
from the bridges of their respective ves- 
sels. The Chicago continued on to the 
upper bay, and upon arriving there was 
saluted by the New York. The re- 
mainder of the fleet gave only a silent 
welcome to the voyager. 

Long lines of crazy quilting fluttered 
from the signal halyards of the New 
York, Rear Admiral Sampson's flagship, 
and the Chicago, and after a good deal of 
wig-wagging from the bridges of both 
ships the Chicago dropped anchor at the 
of the column, close in under the 
lee of Staten Island. 

Rear Admiral Sampson's blue flag 
came down as soon as the Chicago found 
her berth. Rear Admiral Howison is 
his senior, and to the main truck was 
two-starred pennant, 
which indicates that Admiral Sampson 
was outranked.

SOME VERY CLOSE CUNIEsIs. 


Ciose of the Eates-Guild Campaign Finds the 
Former In the Lead. 


Boston, Sept. 28.—The results of the 
Caucuses held In 10 citles last night, and 
many towns, give Speaker Bates a ma- 
jority of the delegates for Heutenant 
governor, and indications are that he 
will have a lead over Colonel Guild of 300 
delegates. 

For weeks it has been a battle royz? 
between the two candidates and the cam- 
paign, while fought with the greatést 
generalship and with the utmost vigor 
by both sides, has been devoid of per- 
sonalities unpleasantness and has 
been a particularly attractive and inter- 
esting one because of the friendly 
rivalry. 

Although over half ‘of the total num- 
ber of delegates to the state convention 
were chosen on Tuesday ev®ning, the 
voting was so close that no positive 
statement as to the final result for either 
side could be made, although it was 
acknowledged that on the face of the 
returns Bates led by a smal] margin. 
The returns from the towns and cilies 
in which cauceses were held last night 
show a decided gain for Guild, particu- 
larly in the Cape Cod districts, where he 
had a clean sweep over his opponent. 
The western towns also came out strong- 
ly for Guild, and the lead which Bates 
secured at the capeusés held Tuesday 
Was materiaghgTeduced. 

The chief 


‘factor of. interest was the 
manner in which the forecasts of the two 
candidates were overturned, particularly 
with regard to that of the Guild mana- 
gers in respect to the vote in the city of 
Boston. It had been claimed by them 
from the first that Bates would oniy 
carry the two wards of his own resi- 
dental district, East Boston, but instead 
Bates carried the entire city by 163 dele- 
gates to 100 for Guild. It was charac- 
teristic of the voting that Bates swept 
the larger cities with good majorities, 
while the towns and many ef the smaller 
cities went for Guild. 

So close has been the result in many 
places that recounts have already been 


asked. This is the case in some of the 
“fighting” wards of Boston and in the 


city of Waltham. The returns froma 
few of the very small, out-of-the-way 
places, like Gosnold or Gay Head, which 
are always late, will not be received for 
a day or two, but these will in no way 
affect the result, 

McCoy V.nd cates Himself. 

New York, Sept. 28.—Charles McCoy 
has at last clearly proved that 
Jack McCormick won by a fluke a few 
Weeks ago in Chicago, when he knocked 
McCoy out. ‘hey met at catchweights 
last night for a 20-round go, and McCoy 
reversed matters in a thorough manner.

Boston, Sept. 28.—Shali Boston and 
Albany railroad directors be chosen at 
this time, or on Nov. 15? This is the 
question which is still undecided by the 
stockholders of that road after an all day 
session, Which was very lively. The 
stockholders have cast their ballots on 
this question, but the canvass is not 
completed. The great issue ‘mt stake 
pertains to the acceptance of the Bos- 
ton and Albany stockholders of a lease 
of the roads proposed by the New York 
Centra] and Hudson tiver railroad. 
Strong opposition to such a lease on the 
terms offered early developed, which 
opposition was based on the claim that 
the dividends guaranteed are not suf- 
ficient, based on the past earnings on 
stock of the road.

SHAMROCK IS EXPOSED 


—_—_—_— 


To the Eyes of the Public For the 
First Time Since Her Launching, 


Topsides Probably Composed 
of Alumihum and Nickel. 


Experts Express ihe Opinion That She Is Nol 
the Columbia’s Equal. 


New York, Sept. 28.—The America’s 
cup challenger, Shamrock, was placed 
in the dry dock at Erie basin yesterday. 
It is expected that Shamrock will leave 
the dry dock Friday, but it is more 
likely that she will not go out before 
Saturday. It is sure, at all events, that 
the Irish yacht will not be under sail 
again until Tuesday, the day of the race. 

There was no attempt to hide the lines 
of tne yacht. The yard was open to the 
public from morning until night and 
hundreds of yachtsmen stood for hours 
while the water was being pumped out, 
that they might get a look at the under- 
body and kee! of the challenger. It wae 
too late in the day for secrecy, and so 
the “clouts” and “petticoats” that pre- 
vented the people from seeing the Sham- 
rock when she was launched at the 
Thornycrofts’ yard in England early 
this summer, and afterward when she 
was docked at the Erie basin shortly af- 
ter reaching this country, were not used. 
Everyone had a fine look at the craft. 

Early in the morning her crew was put 
to work scraping off the green paint that 
covered her topsides, exposing the true 
metal underneath. Just what metal 
these two upper streakes of plates are 
composed of is a secret, but it jooks very 
much like a composition of aluminum 
and nickel, very light and at the same 
time very strong. It is quite probable 
that Shamrock will not have herupper 
body repainted for fear it may retard 
her speed. Captain Wringe, when asked 
about the matter, said he did not know 
about the paint, but if any was put on 
it would be the true Irish green. 

At the time her keel touched there was 
about 21 feet of water from the blocks 
to the surface, which makes her draught 
about the same figures, or an inch or two 
less. As the water receded the body of 
Shamrock came in view, and it was seen 
that she was a big, powerful craft, with 
her greatest beam about where the mast- 
head runners fasten to the deck. The 
under body, which is of bronze, was cov- 
ered with a sort of slime, which came off 
readily with a vigorous application cf 
salt water and brushes, leaving the 

a 2. 1 awmwant 

When the hull and keel were fully ex- 
posed there were expressions of disap- 
pointment heard on all sides. The ex- 
perts expected to see something new and 
a radical departure from the old type of 
English cutter. The Irish cutter can be 
described as a vessel with a Brittania 
body and a Defender fin and lead, includ- 
ing the latter’s rocker keel, but with 
greater drauBht than either. There js 
nothing particularly handsome about 
the cutter’s lines, except that they are 
all curves, there being no straight ones 
except from the turn of the guardboards 
to the lead. 

In comparison with Columbia, Sham- 
rock is fuller bodied, especially amid- 
ships, with about a foot more beam and 
with a draught about 10 inches greater. 
Her overhangs are shorter, so that the 
lines of her hull are not so well carried 
out as in Columbia, and, being short, in- 
crease the look of bulkiness, Then, 
again, she |s higher sided than Columbia. 
She has a rocker keel like Defender, that 
is, her lead keel is rounded up like that 
of the ‘9 champion, but a little more at 
the bow than the latter. Her lead keel 
is about as thick as Columbia's, but not 
nearly so deep. From 4% to 5 feetisa 
fair estimate, while the cup defender’s 
is about eight feet. The lead on the keel 
weighs about 15 tons less than Columbia, 
or about 80 tons, but as it is about five 
feet longer than the latter's, or about 33 
feet, and not nearly so deep, it puts the 
ballast lower and therefore gives Sham- 
rock fully as much, if not greater, sta- 
bility. 

Shamrock carries more sail than Co- 
lumbia, as her mast is stepped about two 
feet further aft, giving her more head- 
sail, while the mainsail is also larger 
than the cup defender’s. Shamrock’s 
amidships sections are continuous 
curves from the deck lines to the turn 
of the garboard. Her bilge hardens 
greatly at the quarter, just opposite to 
the Columbia’s, and gives one the im- 
pression that it will retard her progress 
in sailing. Amidships Columbia has a 
line almost strgight from the bilge to 
garboard, giving hera flatter floor, while 
Shamrock is full and round. 

When the lead keel was exposed it was 
found to be unlike Columbia's in that it 
ig unprotected by bronze. It is painted 
with some sort of red composition to pro- 
tect it from the action of the salt water, 

but the crew had considerable work in 
cleaning off the slimy coating. 

When the hull of the Irish cutter had 
been well scrubbed the crew commenced 
putting up a staging about the craft and 
will use electric polishers on her metallic 
eldes. 

Captain Kane, who salis with Mr. 
Iselin on Columbia in all her races in an 
advisory capacity, said, after taking a 
good look at Shamrock: “She resembles 
the defender In general appearance, but 
her lines aft are not as fine as Columbia's, 
From her bilge to the overhang the lines 
are more abrupt. F8r bilges are well 
rounded, and the lead seems to be very 
low down. ‘Taken all in all she seems to 
be a good looking boat, but I think not as 
fast as Columbia.” 

Dr. J. C. Barron of the New York 
Yacht club, and one of the best of our 
racing yachtsmen, said: “I am rather 
disappointed in Shamrock’s underbody, 
I don’t see that she is any radical de- 
parture from the modern fin keel boat, 
Her lines are harder, much harder, than 
Iexpected. They certainly have got the 
leag down &t the lowest poszible joint,”

INPRESSIVE WELCOME 


[Continued from page 1.] 


Secretary of tne Navy Allen aboard, nad 
hurried down to the Olympia. The 
Dolphin flew the flag of the assistant sec- 
retary, and Mr, Allen was conveying to 
Admiral Dewey the greetings and com- 
pliments of President McKinley. He 
went aboard in a launch, and was re- 
ceived at the gangway by the admiral 
himself. The marine guard at present 
arms was mustered aft, and as he came 
over the side drum ruffies and bugle 
fourishes sounded in his honor. The 
assistant secretary's flag was hoisted 
to the main top, but as soonas the greet- 
ings had been exchanged, at Mr. Allen's 
request it was hauled down, and Mr. 
Allen remained aboard as the private 
guest of the admiral. An officer from 
Fort Hancock shortly afterward came 
aboard tte Olympia, to convey the for- 
ma! welzome of the army, and then a 
few minutes after 9, just as the tide 
turned flood, the Olympia weighed an- 
chor and began her journey up the bay. 

The tugs and harbor craft which had 
been hovering about for hours fell into 
her wake and puffed up behind her. 
Every vessel she passed gave her a 
salute, and~as the shipping increased 
the noisy demonstration became almost 
continuous. The figure of Admiral 
Dewey was in full relief against the sky 
as he stood upon the bridge chatting with 
Assistant Secretary Allen and a group 
of officers. He occasionally turned and 
smiled and bowed to the noisy voluntary 
escort. 


The Olympia was very stately as she 
came on. Her superstructure is ali 
painted white, and only the yellow 
stacks and red-mouthed funnels gave 
her a touch of color. The admiral’s flag 
stood out jauntily at the mainmast, and 
the national colors fluttered over the 
traffrail. She did not seem to be dis- 
turbing the waters as she glided along. 

The heights of both Wadsworth and 
Hamilton were thronged with specrators 
as she approached the narrows. Sud- 
denly a tongue of red flame leaped from 
the granite side of Fort Wadsworth, and 
like a recoil came a streak of red fire 
from the granite wall on the opposite 
side. Then alternately from each side 
came the deafening roar of an admirals 
salute of 17 guns. Slowly the Olympia 
passed the smoke-wreathed forts, an- 
swering each salute, gun for gun, until 
she became enveloped in her own smoke. 
But she pushed it aside, and stood re- 
vealed before the admiring gaze of the 
Whole Atlantic squadron, waiting at an- 
chor off Tompkinsville to receive her. 

Every bit of brass and gilt on every 
ship of the receiving column had been 
burnished and every spot on the white 
hulls painted over. Along the railings 
of the ships the jackies stood elbow te 
e'bow, and aft were the marines drawn 
up to salute A few of the tars ran up 
to the fighting tops. Every officer had 
donned his most showy uniform, and 
splendid they looked gathered in the 
waists of the ships as the Olympla ap- 
proached. 

From the New York barked the signal 
gun; a six-pounder in the starboard bow, 
and immediately every ship in the squad- 
ron belched forth flame and smoke. 
Louder and louder thundered the guns 
as the Olympia came on. She replied 
with 15 guns, to which Rear Admiral 
Tiowison’s rank entitled him. On board 
the Olympia also the sides were manned 
ard the band and marine guard were 
paraded. As she came abreast of the 
Chicago, the guard presented arms, the 
drums gave four ruffles, the trumpets 
four flourishes, and the band played 
“Home, Sweet Home.” The officers at 


the waist raised their gold-bound 
beavers, and the sailors cheered. 


Ship after ship took its turn in doing 
honor to the admiral, as the Dlympia 
swept up the line of floating fortresses 
Aadniral Dewey from the bridge ac- 
knowledged each salute with a wave of 
his cap. He alone of all the officers of 
the fieet was in fatigue uniform. As the 
Olympia swept by the New York, the last 
Ship in the column, the full marine band 
aboard the Olympia played the “El Cap- 
itan” march, and the spectators on the 
excursion fleet cheered. The skippers 
turned their whistles and sirens. 
Everything that could make a noise in 
the harbor joined. Farther than ears 
could hear, the steam jets of the whistles 
on craft lying at the battery and up the 
North and East rivers could be seen as 
they screamed their welcome. In a 
few morments, the sharp rattle of the 
anchor chain was heard, as the Olym- 
pia's anchor catted from its bed into the 
water. Then came the admiral and 
captains from all the ships, trooping in 
their swift water carriages, to pay their 
respects to the nation's hero. First, 
Rear Admiral Howison, with his aides, 
Splendid in gold braid, arrived. As they 
came aboard they were given the honors 
due their rank. Admiral Dewey was 
stillin fatigue uniform when he received 
his old class-mate at the gangway. 
There was a cordial smile and a hearty 
handshake, with a “‘How are you, How- 
ison” that thrilled the spectators. ‘The 
Official visits to the Olympia lasted for 
Over an hour. 

Meantime scores of rowboats, tugs 
launches and yachts formed about her, 
many with relatives or sweethearts or 
friends aboard. Almost the first to 
make the gangway was the Narkeeta, 
with Admiral Dewey's relatives. The 
party Was given a warm greeting, and 
taken to the cabin.  Qne officer was so 
overjoyed at the sight of the wife he 
had not seen for months, that he 
rushed down the gangway and kissed her 
in the presence of 10,000 people. Some of 
the visitors had flowers for the admiral 
and more good things for the crew. One 
man presented the crew witha rowboat 
load of watermelons,

As soon as Admiral Dewey could dé- 
tach himself from those who were so 
eager to him, he returned the offi- 
elal visits. He first called upon Rear 
Admiral Sampsor, whose ship lay next 
to his, and then upon Admiral Howison 
at the cther end of the line. For this 
ceremony the Admiral himself donned 
the full uniform of hisrank. There was 
a pretty ceremony as he went aboard the 
New York and the Chicago, and as the 
launch in which he sat passed each ship 
of the squadron, the sides were manned, 
the drums we rolled and the bugles 
blown, and the officers at the waist 
saluted Upon the return of the launch 
to the Olympia the jack staff from which

“DUTGH CONSPIRACY.” 


—- 


British Soldiers May Have to Face 
an Army of Eighty-Pive Thousand, 


Free State Will Fulfill Ob- 
ligations to Transvaal. 


Sir Walter Peace Tells What Great Britain Will 
Do in South Africa. 


London, Sept. 28.—The Daily Telegram 
publishes the foJlowing from its corre- 
spondent at Cape Ton: I regret to 
note a universal opinion that war is very 
near. Everywhere the Boers are active 
and bellicose. They are arming, equip- 
ping and storing supplies for a pro- 
tracted struggle. Boer agents are 
scouring South Africa to buy campaign 
provisions. 

Proof accumulates of the existence of 
a great Dutch conspiracy against Brit- 
ish supremacy in South Africa. The 
Free State is believed to be involved, and 
there is no doubt that the Orange gov- 
ernment is intent on war. Many Boers 
in the northern districts of Cape Colony 
are joining our probable enemy. The 
Dutch republics will together be able to 
muster 25,000 men, nearly all mounted. 
I learn that the Free State hes decided 
to put 10,000 men into the field. 

Other dispatches from Pretoria and 
Johannesburg speak of the probability 
of hostilities within a week. One corre- 
spondent says: Four thousand rifles 
and a quantity of ammunition have just 
arrived at Johannesburg and are beirg 
distributed by the fleld cornet. The 
burghers of Pretoria, 4000 in number, are 
equipped and awaiting the order ro ad- 
vance. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says: The Boers, I believe, 
will construe the occupation of Laing 
Nek an act of hostility. British 
members of the Cape house of assembly 
freely criticise England’s unprepared- 
ness and predict a serious reverse, fol- 
lowed by grave risings of colonists at 
various points in the adjoining repub- 
lies. There has been an enormous run 
upon revolvers. The price of Mausers 
has advanced from £7 to £22. Supplies 
of all kinds quickly bought up. 
President Steyn, it is reported, is about 
sending his family to the Cape. 

A dispatch from Bloemfontein says 
that the volksraad of the Orange Free 
State has unanimously resolved to in- 
struct the government to use every 
means to insure peace without violating 
the honor or independence of the ree 
State or the Transvaal. 

In a further resolution the volksraed 
declared its opinion that war would be 
criminal, but asserted that, come what 
might, the Free State would faithfully 
fulfill its obligations to the Transvaal 
in virtue of the existing political 
liance. 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily News The pass of Laing 
Nek will be occupied tomorrow (Thurs- 
day) with sufficient strength for present 
needs, under the belief that the Boers 
will attack Natal immediately, hoping 
to forestall the landing of the Indian 
contingent 
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says: 


Most important light is thrown on the 
Transvaal situation by a frank state- 
ment to the Associated Press by Sir 
Walter Peace, agent general for Natal in 
London, who fought against the Boers in 
former years. 

Sir Walter sald: “The attitude of the 
Orange Free State means its inevitable 
acquisition by Great Britain. Peace in 
South Africa can only be accomplished 
by war. In my opinion a war would not 
last more than two months. In order 
to make pacification effective Great 
Britain must assume absolute control 
over the whole of South Africa. 

“So far as the position of Natal is con- 
cerned all this talk about poor, unde- 
fended Nata! is nonsense. There will be 
little or no fighting in Natal, if it comes 
to a war, and I fear that no other issue 
is now possible. What do you think 
10,000 British troops would be doing 
while this much-talked-of Boer raid was 
in progress? Our railways are in good 
working order and our troops can be 
transported quickly. The bad weather 
conditions have been magnified. A cam- 
paign could be carried on now just as 
well as in any other season. 

“Two months from the day General 
Sir Redvers Buller lands the fighting 
will be over. If the Free State had been 
loyal, fighting would not have lasted 14 
days. It is the luckiest thing in the 
world, however, that the Free State has 
been foolish enough to take a hostile at- 
titude, for that meang her addition to 
3ritish possessions. The Free State 
would always have been a disturbing 
factor in the quiet of South Africa. 

“Great Britain has the power to work 
out ultimate peace. It remains to be 
seen Whether she has the spirit. Upon 
the conclusion of war, which must be 
unflinching in order to be effective, Brit- 
ish control must be absolute over all 
South Africa, in Cape Colony, Nataland 
other sections. Half measures would 
only prolong unrest and produce more 
disturbances,

Rear Admiral! Howison has gracefully 
yielded the precedent to Rear Admiral 
Sampson in the matter of ships’ division. 
The commander of the South Atlantic 
station will simply be present as a spec- 
tator, and bring up the end of the line 
with the Chicago. Rear Admiral Samp- 
son will follow the Olympia in the New 
York, but will fly the red flag, while 
Howison flies the blue. 

The appearance of New York harbor 
last night could best be compared to an 
immense circle of intense light with the 
warships off Tompkinsville as the hub 
from which the brilllancy radiated. The 
bay has never before had as brilliant or 
picturesque display of continuous il- 
lumination nor has the interest mani- 
fested by the shore dwellers been more 
manifest. The incerest aroused ts un- 
paralleled and it is safe to say that 
Greater New York will possibly not see 
the same display again for a long time. 
Beginning at Brogklyn bridge, with !t4 
string of white electric lights punctuated 
at stated intervals with red and green 
colored are signa: lamps, the immense, 
brilliant motto, “Welcome Dewey,” was 
suspended, as it were, in air, announcing 
the warm feeling of at least 10,000,000 
countrymen to the hero of Manila, and 
sending out distinctly its welcome. 

Looking from the bridge towards the 
Jersey coast simiiar signs could be dis- 
tinctly read on the gateway of the iron 
roads of commer e, that are bringing 
thousands to help swell the paeon of wel- 
come to the returning warrior. At 
Staten Island, where the steel] safe- 
guards of the nvetion lay, blazed forth 
a hundred encores, framed in vivid 
streams of bright red fire. At the por- 
tal to the city, where the great ships 
must ask admittance, shone out in the 
letters of the brightest light the same 
hearty greeting, “Welcome Heme,” 
flanked by an immense illuminated 
American flag that could be seen for 
miles, 

Not content with this token of thei: 
great esteem, Dr. Doty anda the residents 
at quarantine gave for the benefit of the 
sailors on the ships a display of fire- 
works, which was followed by other 
Patriotic residents along the Brooklyn 
and Jersey coasts. After the displays 
of fireworks the Olympia and New York 
gave an exhibition with their search- 
lights, lighting up passing craft and 
picking out in brilliant relief many otf 
the pretty wooded spots on the Staten 
Island hills. 


A MARKED CONTRAST, 


Columbia Has a More Thoroughbred 
Appearance Than Shamrock, 


Latter Dependent on Greater 
Spread of Canvas. 


A Comparison of the Two Racers, as Sized Up 
Out of the Water. 


New York, Sept. 29.—The cup defender 
Columbia left her anchorage in Echo 
bay, New Rochelle, early Thursday 
mowing and was towed to the Brooklyn 
navy yard by the tug Wallace B. Flint. 
The tender St. Michaels accompanied 
the yacht. At the navy yard the govern- 
ment tug Narkeeta took a line from Co- 
lumbia and assisted in getting her into 
the basin. 

Without a mishap of any kind Colum- 
bia was dry docked at the navy yard. 
She will probably remain there until 
Monday, the day preceding the first of 
the series of races for the America’s cup, 
during which period every art known to 
the builder, rigger and sailmaker will be 
employed in getting fhe craft in the best 
possible trim for the contests, 

The contrast between the lines of 
Shamrock and Columbia are very 
marked. In the former one can see a 
big, bulky craft, dependent upon a 
greater spread of canvas for superiority 
in speed, while the latter has the thor- 
oughbred appearance that comes with 
finer lines and a more slender hull. 

The Columbia was viewed from all 
sides by admiring hundreds, most of 
whom had also seen the Shamrock in 
the dry dock, and ninety-nine out of 
every hundred were of the opinion that 
the American boat was far more a racer 
in looks than the Irish challenger. Even 
the English and Scotch yachting writers 
sent across to report the cup races ad- 
mitted that Columbia was the better 
looking craft of the two, but they hope 
for heavy breezes so that Shamrock can 
make her best showing. 

The American yacht was towed up 
from New Rochelle early in the morning 
and was floated into the dry dock at 9 
o'clock. The pumps were run slowly for 
two hours in order to allow the boat to 
settle easily upon the blocks, a diver 
making several descents as the water 
settled to ascertain if the keel was fit- 
ting into the mould prepared at the bot- 
tom of the dock. 

Shortly before noon the keel rested on 
the blocks, these being at a depth of 20 
feet and a few inches at the time. Shor- 
ings were wedged into place from the 
sides of the dock to the hull and the 
pumps started at ful] speed to take out 
the water. 

When the water had receded so far 
that the Columbia’s hull below the 
waterline was exposed to view it was 
seen that the action of the water hz 
corroded the bronze plates so much tha: 
she appeared to be painted green. The 
bilge plates were remarkably bright, 
however, showing what friction will do 
when the vessel is under sail. 

The crew was set at work scrubbing 
the hull with brooms and brushes, but it 
was of little effect in removing the cor- 
rosion. A solution of acid and water 
Was tried in one spot and worked very 
effectively. The hull was as smooth as 
glass, despite the coating of green, Dut 
electric burnishers will be set to work, 
so that when Columbla goes out of the 
dry dock her underbody will glisten like 
gold. The white topsides weré sand- 
papered and a fresh coat of paint will be 
put on. 

Columbia looks like a big fin keel. Her 
lead is the thickest and deepest well for- 
ward On the keel so as to be directly un- 
der the center of effort, while on Sham- 
rock the lead is the beamiest amidships, 
The American boat is cut away forward 
much more than the Irish cutter and has 
a longer overhang aft. The former's 
lead keel is about seven feet shorter at 
the bottom than the latter's, which ac- 
counts for her superior quickness in 
stays. The bilge plates on Columbia do 
not look as smooth as Shamrock%, but 
the rest of the hull is as good a piece of 
workmanship as that of the fatter. 

John Hyslen, official measurg of the 
New York Yacht club, visited the yard 
and arranged with Mr, Iselin to put the 
tape on the Columbia next Monday. He 
declined to express any Opinion on either 
the Irish or American yacht. 

Captain Ellsworth, who designed At- 
lantic, saw Columbia. He said he be- 
lieved Columbia would defeat Sham- 
rock, but thought that the Irish craft 
would prove as good as the American at 
every point of sailing except in wind- 
ward work. Said he: “Build a boat 
with a hull like Columbia's, put on a keel 
like the old America’s, cut down the sail 
and I will bet she would defeat Columbia 
hands down.”

The Choral union, 1200 strong, the 
People’s Choral union, led by Frank 
Damrosch, paid a tribute of song last 
night to the sea heroes. About 700 of 
the singers were women. In the steam- 
er Warwick they left the pier at Beek- 
man street at 7:49 p. m., and 40 minutes 
later the Warwick lay to 50 yards frem 
the stern, of the C.rpmpia. “My Country, 
'Tis of Thee’ was the first number, and 
as soon as it was over the jackies and 
officers expressed their appreciation by 
three hearty cheers and a tiger. 

Then the flashlights played and showed 
the admiral’s flag at the masthead. 
Three cheers arose from the Warwick, 
and then the 1200 singers broke forth 
into the stirring strains, “See, the Con- 
quering Hero Comes.” The band of the 
Olympia played the “Star Spangled 
Banner,” and the band on the Warwick 
joined in and the Olympians helped the 
visitors to fill the night with the mag- 
nificent chorus, 

“Three cheers for Dewey,” some one 
on the Warwick called, and a roar went 
up from the dim, dark line along the rail 
of the Olympia as well as from the ex- 
cursion boat. The union next sang the 
Hallalujah chorus from Handel's ‘““Mes- 
siah"” as the Warwick moved away, but 
the anxiety of the singers to crowd the 
bow and try to get a glimpse of the ad- 
miral cut the singing short. Further 
away the Warwick drew, and the sing- 
ers united in the fine music of the “Men 
of Harlech.” That was well under way 
when the national colors Were run upon 
the stern of the Olympia, and with the 
searchlights full on old glory, it was 
gracefully dipped by way of salute and 
thanks. “She Star Spangled Banner” 
again rang out in swelling chorus, and 
that was the singers’ good-night to the 
great admiral. 

Then Rear Admiral Sampson's ship, 
the New York, was sought out, while 
along the line of warships, starting with 
the Olympia, red and white signal lights 
winked busily, passing the word to give 
the Choral] union a fitting reception. But 
whatever the signals, the New York's 
crew gave the singers Warm welcome as 
they approached, singing “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” 

The New York's searchlights were 
turned on the singers, and they cheered 
for Sampson, and were answered with 
cheers by the crew. Then somebody on 
the Warwick called out “Three cheers 
for Admiral Schley,” and the answering 
shout was fully as loud as that which 
went before. Then followed the “Hymn 
of Thanks,” “Hallelujah Hymn,”

A new attraction has recently been 
floated to a sheltering part of the 
northerly shore of the Squantum head 
land, namely, that unique addition te 
architecture, a house-boat.

NEAR VIEW OF DEWEY. 


Colonel Jewett Speaks of His Wonm- 
derful Foresight and Sagacity. 

Colonel C. L. Jewell of New Albany, 
Ind., who was stationed at Manila as 
judge advocate of the army of the Pa- 
cific and knew Admiral Dewey well, in 
speaking of him recently to a St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat reporter, said: “The 
real greatness of Admiral Dewey rests 
in his daily life and actions. For in- 
stance, at Manila after the battle for 
long weeks and months he endured 
that sultry, sickly climate, always on 
duty, never for an hour leaving his 
post. He had many opportunities to do 
so, but would not take advantage of 
them. He was really a sick man, and 
the Olympia needed repairs. Instead of 
going himself, he transferred his ad- 
miral’s flag to another ship and sent a 
subordinate to Hongkong on the Olym- 
pia. 

“At Manila his wonderful foresight 
manifested itself. All the gunboats and 
sinall ships of the Filipinos were seiz- 
ed. This was done quietly, and no re- 
monstrance was offered. In fact, the 
natives, including Aguinaldo, seemed 
to regard Dewey with a kind of rever- 
ential awe. After his performance in 
the bay, when he rode right over float- 
ing bombs, apparently, they seemed 
to think that there was something su- 
pernatural about him. They ran to do 
his bidding and never thought of ques- 
tioning his actions. The seizure of their 
ships deprived the insurgents of oppor- 
tunities of securing the munitions of 
war. Who can say that Dewey did not 
foresee what was coming and recog- 
nize the treacherous nature of Agul- 
naldo? At least, General Otis was sav- 
ed much future embarrassment by his 
farsightedness, and hundreds of our 
brave soldiers were saved from death. 

“I regard him as the greatest admiral 
and one of the greatest figures in 
No one can be fa- 
miliar with Dewey. He is cordial and 
considerate, not affected and informal. 
To every one he is courteous, but be- 
fore talking long to him a person rec- 
ognizes the fact that they can go so far 
and no further.”

NEW TRAIN INDICATOR. 


Unique Feature of the South Station 
In Boston, 

A novelty in railroad station equip- 
ment has been introduced by the man- 
agement of the south terminal in Bos- 
ton. This unique feature is in the form 
of an enlarged train indicator. Two of 
them have been set up on the midway 
fence at tracks 27 and 28, the latter 
used by the Consolidated system and 
the former by the Boston and Albany 
in receiving their through trains, says 
the Boston Herald. Upon the slats of 
these bulletin boards are painted the 
distinguishing titles of all the New 
York and western expresses, and when 
it Is desired to show whether or not 
they are on time a key is used in run- 
ning up the slated indicators until the 
one is reached that bears the name of 
the train next to arrive. If late, the 
variation from the schedule is shown 
by metal figures hung below. No oth- 
er railroad station in the world is sup- 
plied with a similar arrangement for 
dispensing this class of information. 

A new system for handling inward 
and outward baggage is to be adopted 
at the south station, but just what it fs 
to be has not been definitely decided 
upon. The present method did not 
give entire satisfaction when the great 
summer rush was on, and it is to meet 
its deficiencies that a change Is con- 
templated.

London, Sept. 29.—The war 
overshadows everything, and 
where there is a feeling of intense ex- 
pectancy. The general feeling is that 
war can scarcely be averted now. The 
Boers seem more determined than ever, 
and there is no sign that Chamberlain 
will back down. 

The action of the Orange Free Siate 
has hastened the crisis. The strong 
declaration for Kruger will strengtinen 
his determination, and the task of Eng- 
land is rendered much more difficult. 

In many quarters a feeling is begin- 
ming to grow that war with the Trans- 
Vaal will be a more serious matter than 
Was first expected. There are signs 
that the Boers may be able to gel all 
South Africa in rebellion agains: the 
British. 

Commandering is proceeding in the 
Wakkerstroom district and probably 
throughout the Transvaal. Two thou- 
sand burghers are assembled at Wak- 
kerstroom, whi-h is eight miles from the 
Natal border and 11 f10m Laing’s Nek. 
Twelve hundred have been ordered to 
Sandspait, 13 miles west of the Natal 
border, where they will meet Orange Free 
State artillery, which has been lying low 
in this ne‘ghborhcod for a fortnight. 

The Daily Chronicle says: We under- 
stand on the best authority that the de- 
lay attending the Boer reply is due 
hopes still entertained by the Transvaal 
of a peaceful settlement, The Boers 
distrust Mr. Chamberlain. They fear 
that if they make concessions he will 
only increase his demands. Therefore, 
they have been trying to approach Lord 
Salisbury directly. They trust the 
premier as much as they distrust the 
colonial secretary and, if Loid Salisbury 
would give a pledge that the golden 
bridge was meant seriously they would 
venture upon it. We regret to say that 
this last desperate effort has broken 
down, since Lord Salisbury cannot go 
behind Mr. Chamberlain without creat- 
ing a cabinet crisis. It is deplorable, 
nevertheless, that state etiquette shauld 
be strong enough to obstruct tig path to 
peace. We hope it is not true that Mr. 
Chamberlain intends to demand dis- 
armament, a heavy indemnity and the 
withdrawal of Dr. Leyds, which could

Increased foreign demand is reported 
largely responsible, too, for the stronger 
tone and advances shown in hog prod- 
ucts. 

Wool has continued strong and in ac- 
tive demand both at home and abroad. 
Some American buying is reported at the 
London sales, which will close earlier 
than expected, owing to exhaustion of 
supplies. In the manufacturing branch of 
the trade, demand is reported active. 

There is a quieter tone at most mar- 
kets for iron and steel, and large orders 
have been, most of them, cut of the 
market. There is no diminution jn 
strength, however, and a number of ad- 
vances, notably on southern iron and 
stel billets, are to be reported. Com- 
plaints of backward deliveries are as nu- 
merous as ever. 

Lumber remains active at most mar- 
kets, though complaints of slow deliver- 
Jes, due to lack of cars, are also heard. 
In other lines of industry prices are not- 
ably strong, petroleum and hides being 
among those advanced. 

Railroad earnings continue to make 
very favrabe comparisons with a year 
ago, the gross receipts for 52 systems 
for the third week in September agere- 
gating $7,959,688, an increase of 10.3 per- 
cent over ast year, when the gains were 
very large. Coal improves as the season 
advances. 

Almost alone among the staples, sugar 
fis weak in tone, and no signs of ces- 
sation of the war are yet observabe. 

Business failures for the week, five 
days, number 131, as compared with 166 
in this week a year ago, 189 in 1897.

Prospect of an occasion to use his 
rifle has ever sent a gleam into the or- 
dinarily dull eye of the Boer and made 
of him a changed man, says the New 
York Sun.

Anecdote of Heureaux. 

Some years ago a conspiracy headed 
by several prominent young men of
